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BUTTER  GRADING  CONFERENCES  IN 

EIGHT  CITIES  ARE  y/ELL  ATTENDED 

The  eight  conferences  on  the  proposed  revisions  in  the  U.  S.  standards 
of  quality  for  creamery  butter,  conducted  in  June  by  Mr.  Kitchen,  Mr.  Potts, 
and  Edward  Small,  were  v/ell  attended  by  representatives  of  the  butter  industry, 
the  Bureau  men  report.  Keen  interest  was  expressed  in  the  changes  proposed, 
particularly  with  reference  to  consumer  grades. 

The  conferences  were  held  at  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Seattle,  Port- 
land (Oreg.),  Salt  Lake  City,  Lincoln,  Ames  (lov/a),  and  Chicago  from  June  8 
to  23.  More  than  800  persons  attended  the  eight  conferences.  Opinion  was 
practically  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  consumer  grades  at  the  first  three. 
Some  opposition  was  voiced  to  them  at  Seattle,  and  considerable  opposition  at 
the  other  points,  except  at  Ames  where  the  hearing  was  largely  attended  by 
representatives  of  cooperative  creameries.  Representatives  of  consumer  groups, 
especially  at  Seattle,  and  at  other  Pacific  Coast  points,  spoke  favorably  of 
the  consumer  grades.  The  opposition  to  consumer  grades  at  the  Midwestern 
conferences  came  largely  from  centralizer  creamery  organizations,  who  feared 
that  the  proposed  consumer  grades  would  result  in  most  of  the  butter  they 
produce  being  labeled  as  Grade  B  and  Grade  C. 

Requests  were  received  for  additional  conferences  to  be  held  at  point 
in  the  South  and  Southwest  and  in  Central  and  Midwest  areas. 

The  ninth  conference  will  be  held  in  New  York  City,  July  8. 

MINIMUM  STANDARD  QF  QUALITY  RECOMMENDED 

FOR  VERIFIED-ORIGIN  SEED  CERTIFICATE 

Much  riiore  than  the  usual  amount  of  interest  was  displayed  by  seed 
dealers  enrolled  in  the  Seed  Verification  Service  in  the  annual  conference 
which  was  held  this  year  on  June  14  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  connection  with 
the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Seed  Trade  Association.  The  conference 
v/as  attended  by  W.  A.  Wheeler  and  G.  C.  Edler  of  the  Washington  office,  in- 
spectors H.  H.  Whiteside  of  Chicago,  W.  R.  Crispin  of  Kansas  City,  and  \i7.  R. 
Kuehn  of  Minneapolis,  and  by  more  than  100  seed  dealers. 

A  majority  indicated  a  desire  to  require  that  all  shipments  of  alfalfa 
and  red  clover  seed  by  verif ied~origin  seed  dealers  bear  analysis  tags  show- 
ing germination,  purity,  and  noxious-weed  seed  content  in  addition  to  veri- 
fied-origin  tag  certificates. 

The  conference  voted  almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  a  minimum  quality 
standard  for  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  bearing  the  official  verified-origin 
tag  certificate.  They  also  were  in  favor  of  having  all  other  verified-origin 
alfalfa  seed  shipments  show  the  correct  origin  on  the  analysis  tag.  These 
actions  indicate  the  trend  of  sentiments  among  the  verified-origin  seed  dealers 
toward  a  more  rigid  standard  of  qualifications  for  such  dealers. 

DR.  BAKER  HONORED  WITH  TWO  DOCTORATES 

The  George  August  University  faculty  of  mathematics  and  natural  science, 
Goettingen,  Germany,  bestowed  an  honorary  doctorate,  June  27,  upon  Dr.  0.  E. 
Baker,  according  to  an  Associated  Press  announcement.  The  award  was  in  con- 
nection with  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  university's  founding. 

Heidelburg  College  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  conferred  the  honorary  degree  of 
doctor  of  science  upon  Dr.  Baker  at  their  commencement  exercises,  June  16. 
Dr.  Baker  took  his  first  college  work  at  Heidelburg  College. 
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PROGRAM  FOR  1938 

OUTLOOK  IS  ANNOUNCED 

The  program  of  the  1938  Outlook  Conference,  which  will  meet  in  the 
Bureau  October  25-30,  has  been  announced  by  Mr.  Englund.  In  naming  the  Outlook 
Committees  for  this  year,  Mr.  Englund  has  made  a  number  of  changes,  in  order 
to  equalize  tr,e  load  of  work.  He  has  also  casolidated  several  committees  to 
facilitate  the  preparation  of  reports. 

Preliminary  drafts  of  the  Outlook  Report  are  to  be  prepared  well  ahead 
of  the  scheduled  meeting  and  mailed  to  State  representatives  for  study  before 
they  come  to  Washington. 

Work  on  chart  books,  film  strips,  and  statistical  supplements  is  to 
be  completed  and  the  material  in  form  for  distribution  before  the  conference. 
The  revised  jhart  books  are  to  serve  as  annual  handbooks  for  the  extension 
workers,  as  well  as  contain  charts  suitable  for  extension  work  in  connection 
with  the  outlook. 

FIVE  NEW  FARM  STUDIES  NOW 

UNDER  WAY  IN  NEW  ENGLAND 

Cooperative  agreements  for  studies  in  five  New  England  States  have  been 
entered  into  recently  by  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  work 
already  has  been  started.  In  four  of  the  States,  namely,  Connecticut,  Rhode 
Island,  Massachusetts,  and  Maine,  the  study  will  relate  to  farm  organization 
and  practices,  v;ith  special  reference  to  adjustment  in  feed  production,  that 
make  for  profitable  and  permanent  farming.  In  New  Hampshire,  the  study  will 
be  made  of  th?  operation  of  the  agricultural  conservation  program  in  selected 
areas.  Except  in  the  case  of  Connecticut,  where  the  work  is  being  carried  on 
jointly  with  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Extension  Service  and  the  AAA,  the 
studies  are  being  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Stations. 

Dr.  Emil  Rauchenstein  of  the  division  is  now  in  Maine  assisting  State 
•porkers  with  the  field  program  there.  He  will  direct  all  five  studies,  inas- 
much as  his  territory  is  the  New  England  States. 

BUREAU  EXHIBITS  AT  ANNUAL  MEETING 

OF  AMERICAN  SOCIETY  FOR  TESTING  MATERIALS 

Both  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  and  the  Wool  Section  of  the  Live- 
stock, Meats,  and  Wool  Division  have  effective  exhibits  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials  in  New  Yoi-k  City  this  week. 
The  cotton  exhibit  consists  of  photographs  of  testing  apparatus  which  has  to 
do  with  length,  strength,  fineness,  maturity,  color,  cross  sectional  area, 
X-Ray  diffraction  patterns  of  cotton  of  different  strength,  and  imperfections 
in  gin  lint.  The  wool  exhibit  includes  a  set  of  wool  standards,  several  dis- 
plays of  sta..  lard  samples,  photographs  of  wood  fibers  and  a  special  panel 
showing  grades  of  wool  and  fabrics  made  from  these  grades. 

Dr.  R.  W.  Webb,  representing  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  is  attend- 
ing sessions  of  the  meeting  dealing  with  textiles.  He  is  chairman  of  the  Raw 
Cotton  Subcommittee  of  Committee  D  13  (Textiles).  W.  A.  Mueller  of  the  Wool 
Section  also  is  attending  the  sessions  of  textiles. 
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BETTER  FACILITIES  FOR  LIVES.TgCK__MARKET 

BROADCASTS  PROVIDED  AT  INDIANAPOLIS 

The  enthusiastic  account  by  Dwight  T.  Westerdahl,  local  representative 
at  Indianapolis  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  of  the  formal 
opening  on  June  15  of  the  new  Radio  Studio  in  Indianapolis,  is  quoted  below. 
The  new  station  makes  possible  for  the  first  time  in  that  city  the  broadcasting 
of  livestock  market  reports  by  remote  control  directly  from  the  Livestock  Ex- 
change Building. 

"The  formal  opening  of  our  nev/  studio  was  held  here  today.  I  believe 
this  studio  has  been  described  to  you  in  previous  correspondence.  The  broad- 
cast can  be  both  seen  and  heard  from  the  lobby  of  the  Exchange  Building.  Radio 
Station  WIRE  donated  to  us  35  minutes  today  for  some  added  features  in  the 
way  of  the  dedicatory  program.  We  are  unable  to  supply  you  with  all  the  com- 
ments and  introductions  made  by  the  staff  announcer  who  was  sent  down  here 
expressly  foi-  this  program,  but  we  are  enclosing  four  talks  which  were  made 
by  prominent  men  here,  as  well  as  a  representative  of  Purdue  University. 
Follov/ing  the,se  addresses,  our  daily  market  report  was  given. 

"*  *  ^-  Merely  for  the  sake  of  informing  you,  we  wish  to  say  that  the 
program  went  over  with  a  'bang' .  Our  reports  over  the  radio  are  becoming  more 
Vifidely  known  and  hardly  a  day  passes  but  what  some  livestock  producer  visits 
our  office  to  comment  upon  the  broadcast.  These  broadcasts  are  not  always  made 
by  myself,  but  I  find  occasion  numerous  times  to  use  Mr.  Ostendorf.  Also,  I 
am  having  Mr  Fuller  do  the  broadcasting  at  times,  to  acquaint  him  v/ith  the 
procedure" . 

A.  W.  Joy,  district  supervisor  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  one 
of  the  four  speakers  to  whom  Mr.  Westderdahl  refers,  described  the  Bureau's 
livestock  market  broadcasts  at   Indianapolis  as   follows   in  his   radio  talk: 

"When  you  receive  this  Indianapolis  market  broadcast,  you  are  getting 
up-to-the-minute  market  information,  gathered  by  a  corps  of  expert  market 
news  reporters.  It  is  dependable.  It  is  accurate.  It  is  official.  It  is 
in  sufficient  detail.     You  can  absolutely  rely  upon  it." 

BUREAU^S  _TpBACCO_GRApiNG_S,YSTEM_VAL^^ 

MEMBER  OF  KENTUCKY  COLLEGE  OF  AGRICULTURE 

The  Bureau's  tobacco  grading  system  should  be  taught  "not  only  the 
younger  generation,  but  older  farmers  as  well",  apparently  is  the  opinion  of  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  Kentucky  College  of  Agriculture.  Russell  A.  Hunt, 
field  agent  in  agronomy  at  the  college,  has  written  Charles  E,  Gage  as  follows 
in  this  connection: 

"During  the  week  (Junior  Week)  just  ending  (June  12),  we  were  able  thru 
the  services  of  your  graders,  and  the  grades  of  Burley  tobacco,  to  give  in- 
struction to  approximately  350  4-H  Club  boys,   and  to  50  County  Agents. 

"I  want  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  very  efficient  service  rendered 
by  Mr.  Hart,  of  Flemingsburg,  and  Mr.  Cecil,  of  Danville.  These  gentlemen 
cooperated  splendidly  in  every  respect,  and  were  largely  instrumental  in 
making  the  wejk  of  value  to  the  boys  taking  the  course.  I  have  found  from 
my  contact  with  these,  and  other  graders  whom  you  have  employed  in  Kentucky, 
their  willinir^ness  to  cooperate  with  us  at  all  tim.es,  and  I  am  hoping  as  time 
unfolds  that  we  will  have  other  opportunities  to  work  together  and  attempt 
to  teach  not  only  the  younger  generation,  but  older  farmers  as  well,  the 
necessity  of  grading  tobacco,  and  be  able  to  shO¥/  them,  the  present  Govern- 
ment grading  system,  with  the  values  of  the  respective  grades." 
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"HISTORY  OF  AGRICULTURE  IN  SOUTHERN  UNITED 

STATES"  SEEN  AS  WORTHY  OF  PULITZER  PRIZE 

Attention  has  been  called  to  an  article  in  a  March  issue  of  The  Saturday 
Review  of  Literature,  in  which  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray's  two-volume  "History  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  Southern  United  States"  was  prominently  mentioned.  In  a  criti- 
cal discussion  on  "The  Pulitzer  Prize  in  History",  Bernard  DeVoto,  well  known 
author  and  historical  critic,  took  issue  with  a  number  of  the  awards  made  by  the 
committee.     Mr.  DeVoto  wrote  as  follows: 

"1933  was  an  unusually  rich  year.  A.  M.  Schlesinger's  "Rise  of  the 
City"  was  the  first  study  by  a  qualified  historian  of  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant forces  of  the  nineteenth  century,  an  enlargement  and  new  synthesis 
of  historical  material,  and  a  brilliant  achievement  in  social  history.  Lewis 
C.  Gray's  "History  of  Agriculture  in  the  Southern  United  States"  closed  one 
of  the  worst  gaps  in  American  historiography  and  was  obviously  a  book  of 
permanent  importance.  Dexter  Perkins's  "The  Monroe  Doctrine,  1829-1867"  and 
J.  P.  Baxter's  "The  Introduction  of  the  Ironclad  War  Ship"  were  major  works  in 
important  fields  by  leading  authorities.  To  choose  among  these  four  books 
might  have  been  difficult,  but  an  award  to  any  of  them  would  have  been  intelli- 
gent. If  fearful  of  prematurely  acknowledging  the  rise  of  social  history,  the 
committee  might  have  unexceptionably  chosen  one  of  the  last  three.  Or  it  might 
have  determined  to  recognize  social  history  years  after  all  historians  have 
become  social  historians,  even  those  who  decry  the  name,  and  might  have  given 
the  prize  to  one  of  its  landmarks." 

MR.  NORRIS  GIVES  IMPRESSIONS  OF  EAST  AFRICA 

A  rece/.t  letter  from  P.  K.  Norris,  cotton  marketing  specialist,  to  his 
associates  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  is  shared  with  the  rest  of 
the  Bureau.  Mr.  Norris,  who  is  now  in  India  making  a  special  cotton  study, 
recently  made  such  a  study  in  East  Africa.     He  wrote  from  Bombay  on  May  14: 

"In  my  first  letter  I  said  something  about  my  impressions  of  India. 
These  of  course  were  based  on  a  few  weeks  in  the  country  and  before  I  had 
done  much  traveling.  If  I  were  to  revise  that  letter  I  would  probably  make 
considerable  change.  However,  I  will  tell  you  about  my  East  Africa  trip  this 
time . 

"Last  November,  December,  January,  and  part  of  February  I  spent  in 
the  three  British  territories  of  East  Africa.  It  is  an  11-day  voyage  from 
Bombay  to  Mombasa  and  an  18-hour  trip  by  train  to  Nairobi,  the  capital  of 
Kenya  colony.  A  glance  at  the  map  and  you  will  see  that  Nairobi  is  within 
a  hundred  miles  of  the  equator.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  it  was  cool 
and  pleasant  during  my  visit.  The  weather  was  about  like  that  of  Washington 
in  March  or  early  April.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  Nairobi  is  more  than 
a  mile  above  sea  level.  In  fact  a  great  deal  of  Kenya  is  so  high  and  the 
weather  so  cool  that  they  cannot  grow  cotton.  The  town  of  Nairobi  is  a  modern 
up-to-date  city.  It  has  paved  streets,  electric  lights,  a  water  system  and 
all  of  the  conveniences  of  a  town  of  20,000  or  30,000  population  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  located  on  a  high  plateau  near  a  large  game  reservation.  It  is 
not  uncommon  to  see  all  kinds  of  wild  animals  at  the  edge  of  the  city.  In 
fact,  you  can  walk  from  the  main  part  of  the  town  out  into  the  game  reserve 
in  a  short  time.     I  had  a  16  m.m.   motion  picture  camera,  with  me  and  I  made 
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about  600  feet  of  wild  animal  motion  pictures. 

"Uganda  lying  to  the  west  of  Kenya  is  much  lower  in  altitude  and  natur- 
ally hotter.  This  part  of  Africa  is  the  leading  cotton  district  and  I  spent 
most  of  my  time  in  Uganda.  *  *  *  They  have  made  considerable  progress  with 
their  cotton  production  and  they  appear  to  have  quite  a  future. 

"The  people  of  Uganda  as  a  whole  are  perhaps  the  most  civilized  of  the 
East  African  tribes,  but  several  of  the  tribes  are  still  very  primitive,  *** 
(For  those  who  care  to  see  them  I  also  made  motion  pictures  of  primitive 
village  life . ) 

"Much  of  Tanganyika  territory  is  lower  than  Kenya  and  Uganda  and  con- 
sequently much  hotter.  You  will  recall  that  Tanganyika  is  the  old  German  East 
Africa  and  while  the  British  control  it  there  are  still  a  good  many  Germans  in 
the  country.  *  *  *  Some  cotton  is  grown  in  Tanganyika  but  it  is  much  less  im- 
portant than  Uganda. 

"Living  and  traveling  conditions  for  white  people  in  East  Africa  are 
poor.  In  the  cities  and  towns  where  British  influence  is  felt,  hotels  and  rest 
houses  have  been  built.  Reads  connecting  the  most  important  towns  have  also 
been  built  but  on  the  whole  they  are  not  good.  The  best  roads  are  in  Uganda. 
The  railroads  leading  from  the  coast  to  the  interior  are  slow  but  represent  the 
best  means  of  traveling  available.  Health  conditions  for  white  people  are  also 
bad.  Much  of  the  country  especially  in  Uganda  and  Tanganyika  is  infested  with 
sleeping  sickness.  Mosquitos  and  other  insects  are  also  common.  All  Europeans 
sleep  under  a  mosquito  net  and  many  of  them  take  a  dose  of  quinine  every  day. 
All  drinking  water  must  be  boiled  and  one  must  be  very  careful  regarding  food. 
I  have  always  followed  a  policy  of  eating  no  green  or  uncooked,  vegetables,  so 
I  had  very  little  difficulty  in  this  respect.  However,  it  is  not  pleasant  to 
have  to  live  in  a  country  where  all  your  food  is  obtained  from  tin  cans.  But 
I  like  East  Africa  at  that. 

"At  present  the  city  of  Bombay,  and  in  fact  all  of  India,  is  very  much 
'dressed  up',  the  occasion  being  the  coronation  of  George  VI.  *  *  * 

"I  could  give  you  some  of  what  I  might  call  my  'more  mature'  impressions 
of  the  country  now  that  I  have  been  here  for  18  months  but  I  will  reserve  that 
for  a  future  letter.  It  looks  at  the  present  as  if  I  will  be  able  to  finish 
thi  s  assignment  by  the  latter  part  of  July  and  it  may  be  that  we  will  be  home 
within  the  next  year.  In  that  event  I  hope  to  be  able  to  show  some  two  or 
three  thousand  feet  of  motion  pictures  beginning  at  Gibralter,  including  Mar- 
seilles, Italy,  Egypt,  East  Africa,  India,  and  points  east.     *  *  *"

FARM  POPULATION  ESTIMATES,  January  1,  1937,  were  released  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  on  June  24,     The  report  reads,  in  part: 

"About  30,000  fewer  persons  lived  on  farms  at  the  beginning  of  1937  than 
a  year  earlier.  According  to  estimates  of  the  Bureau  *** ,  the  farm  population 
was  31,729,000  on  January  1  this  year  compared  with  31,809,000  a  year  earlier 
and  31,801,000  in  1935.  The  net  loss  of  80,000  persons  is  the  first  net  loss 
reported   since   1929.     During   1935,    farm  population  gained  by  8,000  persons." 
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TEXAS  BIG  ENOUGH 

TQ  HOLD  "WHOLE  WORLD" 

Many  and  varied  are  the  questions  received  by  the  Bureau  by  mail.  A 
recent  unique  one  came  from  a  correspondent  in  New  Jersey,  who  asked  "Is  it 
true  that  you  can  put  the  whole  world  in  the  State  of  Texas  by  giving  each 
person  or  each  family  a  40  X  40  lot?" 

Th£.t  adequate  inf ormaticn  can  be  furnished  even  when  the  inquiry  does 
not  directly  relate  to  Bureau  work,  is  indicated  by  the  following  reply  pre- 
pared in  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research: 

"There  are  265,896  square  miles  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  there  are 
27,878,400  square  feet  in  a  square  mile,  therefore,  by  multiplication,  one  ar- 
rives at  the  figure  of  7,412,755,046,400  as  the  number  of  square  feet  in  the 
State  of  Texa: .     The  area  of  a  lot  40  feet  by  40  feet  is  1,600  square  feet. 

"Dividing  the  number  of  square  feet  in  the  State  of  Texas  by  1,600  gives 
4,632,971,904  or  the  number  of  40  X  40-foct  plots  into  which  Texas  could  be 
divided.

H.  R.  6762,  by  Mr.  Buck,  to  amend  the  act  known  as  the  Perishable  Agricul- 
tural Commodities  Act,  1930  ***  has  passed  the  House  as  amended. 

S.  199S,  by  Senator  George,  to  amend  the  Act  to  provide  for  the  collec- 
tion and  publication  of  statistics  of  peanuts  *  *  *  approved  June  24,  1936,  has 
passed  the  Senate. 

H.  R.  3687,  by  Mr.  Jones,  to  extend  the  period  during  which  the  purposes 
specified  in  section  7  (a)  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act  may  be  carried  out  by  payments  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  producers, 
has  been  presented  to  the  President  for  approval. 

S.  2439  by  Senator  Pope,  to  extend  the  time  for  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  surplus  agricultural  commodities  for  relief  purposes  and  to  continue 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  corporation,  has  passed  the  House.

H.  R.  7577,  by  Mr.  Flannagan,  to  provide  an  adequate  and  balanced  flow 
of  the  major  agricultural  commodities  in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce  and 
for  other  purposes. 

S.    2705,   by  Senator  Black,    to  provide  for  the  taking  of  a  census  of 

employment,  unemployment,  and  occupations,  and  for  other  purposes.

gB.SERVANCE.OF 

LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  Bureau  employees,  the  Business 
Manager  instructs  them  to  read  carefully  Secretary  Memorandum  No.  722  of 
June  11,  entitled  "Observance  of  Laws  and  Regulations",  a  copy  of  which 
follows: 

"The  administrative  officers  of  the  Department,  including  its  various 
bureaus  and  offices,  are  devoting  increasing  amounts  of  time  and  thought 
to  the  development  of  regulations  and  procedural  instructions  designed 
to  supply  essential  control,  advice,  and  assistance  in  the  performance 
of  the  vast  and  complex  operations  with  which  we  are  charged.  The  need  for 
this  is  recognized  by  interested  officers  and  employees  throughout  the 
entire  Department,  and  splendid  cooperation  and  many  helpful  suggestions 
have  been  received  from  a  variety  of  sources.  With  the  rapid  expansion  of 
our  activities,  the  introduction  of  new  projects  involving  practices  for 
which  no  background  of  operating  experience  exists,  and  the  employment  of 
persons  whose  familiarity  with  Government  routine  is  limited,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  many  difficult  problems  have  developed  which  admittedly 
have  resulted  at  times  in  delay,  interference,  and  embarrassment  to  the 
work.  The  major  difficulties  experienced  in  the  past  have  been  surmounted, 
however,  and  while  some  degree  of  difficulty  is  inherent  in  government  op- 
erations, with  the  continued  intelligent  and  helpful  cooperation  of  the 
officials  of  this  and  other  governmental  agencies  it  is  believed  that  no 
impassable  barriers  to  the  performance  of  the  necessary  functions  v/ill  be 
encountered. 

"Inquiries  made  by  the  investigational  staffs  of  the  Department 
and  of  the  General  Accounting  Office  have  revealed  that  in  a  limited  number 
of  cases  officials  and  employees  have  attempted  to  provide  "easy"  solutions 
of  some  of  the  operating  problems  encountered  in  their  work.  The  evidence 
usually  indicates  that  these  actions  have  provided  no  personal  benefit  to 
the  individuals  concerned  but  on  the  contrary  have  been  intended  to  expedite 
the  performance  of  Government  business,  often  with  consequent  reduction  in 
the  expenditure  of  public  funds.  While  the  Department  commends  constant 
endeavor  on  the  part  of  all  employees  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  expediting 
the  transaction  of  business  and  to  reduce  unnecessary  "red-tape",  it  is 
apparent  that  the  persons  responsible  do  not  recognize  the  serious  implica- 
tions of  such  actions  when  they  involve  disregard  of  legal  or  other  properly 
constituted  restrictions.  In  such  cases  they  violate  laws  and  regulations 
designed  to  provide  for  orderly  processes  of  Government,  and  the  responsible 
supervisory  officials  of  the  Department  and  of  its  bureaus  and  offices  can 
not  condone  such  transactions,  however  well  intentioned.  Detection  must 
necessarily  result  in  the  imposition  of  penalties  which  may  sometimes  seem 
of  unwarranted  severity  in  the  light  of  the  motives  involved. 

"Investigations  which  have  been  made  indicate  also  that  in  a  very 
minor  number  of  instances  members  of  the  Department  staff  have  deliberately 
violated  laws  and  regulations  to  permit  the  accomplishment  of  objectives 
known  to  be  prohibited,  to  avoid  the  time  and  effort  required  to  conduct 
the  business  in  the  approved  fashion,  and  for  other  purposes.  The  policy  of 
the  Department  in  handling  such  cases  is  well  known. 

"The  approved  procedures  constitute  the  only  legal,  effective,  and 
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really  expeditious  methods  of  conducting  Department  business.  It  is  the 
policy  of  the  Department  to  constantly  review  the  current  administrative, 
personnel,  fiscal,  and  property  requirements  to  the  end  that  operations 
may  always  be  on  the  best  basis  permitted  by  existing  law.  If  authorized 
procedures,  whether  by  law,  regulation  or  requirement,  seem,  without  due 
warrant  therefor,  to  prevent  the  expediticis  transaction  of  the  business 
with  which  any  employee  is  charged,  the  remedy  lies,  as  pointed  out  to  the 
staff  of  the  Department  when  the  revised  Regulations  v/ere  issued  July  1, 
1936,  in  reporting  such  matters,  through  bureau  channels  to  this  office, 
in  order  that  determinations  may  be  made  whether  the  requirements  can  or 
should  be  modified, 

"The  purpose  of  this  memorandum  is  to  make  clear  that  while  the 
Department  welcomes  all  proper  efforts  to  improve  existing  requirements 
it  cannot  sanction  their  disregard,  whatever  the  intent  may  be  of  those 
who  become  involved  in  such  transactions." 

ANNUAL  LEAVE  FOR  TEMPORARY  EMPLOYEES 

The  attention  of  all  administrative  officers  in  Washington  and  in  the 
field  service  of  the  Bureau  is  called  by  the  Business  Manager  to  the  follow- 
ing Personnel  Circular  No.  47,  dated  June  2,  relating  to  annual  leave  for 
temporary  employees.  The  provisions  of  this  circular  should  be  strictly 
adhered  to  in  granting  leave  to  persons  under  appointment. 

"Attention  is  invited  to  decision  of  the  Acting  Comptroller  General 
of  the  United  States,  dated  May  26,  1937,  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
A-84992 . 

"Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  decision,  the  conditions  under 
which  annual  leave  is  granted  to  temporary  employees  are  changed  in  the 
following  respects: 

"Temporary  employees  are  entitled  to  2^  days  annual  leave,  inclusive 
of  Sundays  and  holidays,  for  each  full  month  of  service. 

"One  day  of  annual  leave  should  be  charged  temporary  employees  for 
absence  from  duty  on  all  of  Saturday. 

"If  the  temporary  employee  who  is  on  authorized  annual  leave  on 
Saturday  returns  to  duty  at  the  opening  hour  of  business  on  Monday,  no  leave 
is  required  to  be  charged  for  Sunday. 

"If  the  temporary  employee  is  away  for  Saturday,  Sunday,  and  Monday 
on  annual  leave,  he  is  charged  with  3  days  annual  leave. 

"Temporary  employees  are  not  entitled  to  annual  leave  for  a  fractional 
month  of  service.  If  a  temporary  employee  serves  2^  months,  his  annual 
leave  is  computed  on  the  basis  of  2  months. 

"The  above  decision  does  not  change  the  methods  of  granting  leave  to 
permanent  and  emergency  employees." 

PREPARING  COPY  FOR  MULTILITHINC- 

Suggestions  for  Preparing  Copy  for  Multilithing  are  nov/  available  to 
Bureau  workers.  Multilithing  is  used  only  when  other  less  expensive  dupli- 
cating processes  v;ill  not  serve  the  purpose.  These  suggestions  have  been 
sent  to  all  head  clerks  with  the  request  that  they  be  kept  available  to 
workers.  Additional  copies  can  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Economic 
Information.  Copies  are  also  available  of  the  blue  pamphlet,  Preparation  of 
Manuscripts  and  Handling  of  Proofs,  and  the  yellow  pamphlet,  Preparation  of 
Manuscripts  and  Stencils  for  Mimeographing  and  Multigraphing .  These  pamph- 
lets should  be  used  constantly  according  to  the  material  that  is  being  pre- 
pared.

are  free  of  duty  and  those  v/hich  are  dutiable.  The  report  deals  only  v/ith 
the  direct  effects  of  such  duty  changes. 

JOINT  REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  TURKEY  INDUSTRY,  composed 
of  representatives  of  this  Bureau,  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  and  the  Farm  Credit  Administration.  The 
introduction  reads  in  part:  "Because  of  the  serious  turkey  marketing  situ- 
ation a  number  of  representatives  of  turkey  growers  located  mostly  in  the 
Middlewestern  and  Western  States  arranged  for  a  conference  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  on  December  21,  1936.  It  was  decided  that  a  survey  should  be  made  to 
determine  what  action  might  be  taken  to  improve  conditions  in  the  turkey 
industry.  A  committee  was  appointed  *  *  *.  The  present  report  is  the 
result  of  the  work  of  the  committee." 

SOME  EFFECTS  OF  THE  WORLD  WAR  ON  COTTON,  by  Maurice  R.  Cooper  agricul- 
tural economist.  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research.  Introduced 
with  a  summary  and  conclusions,  this  report  considers  some  initial  effects, 
the  effects  on  cotton  consum.ption  and  production,  on  cotton  prices,  and  on 
cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  during  the  war  period,  and  also  discusses 
the  cotton  situation  during  the  post-war  period  as  affected  by  developments 
growing  out  of  the  world  v/ar.  Five  pages  are  devoted  to  tables  on  produc- 
tion, carry-over,  supply,  consumption,  and  exports  during  the  war  and  the 
years  immediately  preceding  the  war. 

CARLOT  UNLOADS  OF  CERTAIN  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  IN  66  CITIES  and  Im- 
ports in  4  Cities  for  Canada,  Calendar  Year  1936.  The  commodities  covered 
in  these  tabulations  include  apples,  cabbage,  cantaloups,  carrots,  celery, 
grapefruit,  grapes,  lemons,  lettuce,  onions,  oranges,  peaches,  pears,  plums, 
potatoes,  strawberries,  sweetpotatoes,  tangerines,  tomatoes,  and  water- 
melons . 

FARM  PRODUCTION  FROM  MEAT  ANIMALS  BY  STATES,  1935-36.  This  report 
contains  estimates  of  inventory  numbers  of  meat  animals,  production,  farm 
disposition  and  marketings.  The  revised  data  are  shown  by  States  for  1935 
and  preliminary  estimates  for  1936.  The  estimates,  the  foreword  says,  are 
largely  the  work  of  C.  L.  Harlan,  principal  agricultural  statistician,  and 
A.  C.  Brittain,  agricultural  statistician,  with  participation  and  substantial 
contribution  of  data  and  method  by  others  of  the  Washington  staff  of  the 
Bureau  and  by  statisticians  in  charge  of  branch  offices  of  the  Crop  and 
Livestock  Reporting  Service.  They  were  prepared  under  the  general  direction 
of  W.  F.  Callander,  acting  in  charge.  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates . 

WILD  HAY  REVISIONS,  1912-23.  These  are  revised  estim^ates  by  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board,  of  acreage,  yield,  and  production  of  wild  hay  for  the  years 
indicated.  The  revisions  were  necessary  to  make  the  series  consistent  with 
enumerations  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  are  comparable  with  the  1924-35 
revisions  published  in  June  1936.

A  study  of  the  earnings  and  financial  progress  of  rehabilitation  clients 
of  the  Resettlement  Administration  in  Minnesota,  undertaken  last  year  by  the 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  in  cooperation  with  the  Minnesota  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station,  is  being  continued  this  fiscal  year. 

Arthur  T.  Edinger,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  recently  met 
with  representatives  of  the  Philadelphia  Board  of  Education  and  assisted  them 
in  planning  a  course  relating  to  the  merchandising  of  meats,  which  is  to  be- 
come a  part  of  the  vocational  high  school  courses  of  the  city.

Miss  Mary  F.  Carpenter,  of  the  Bureau  Library,  attended  sessions  of 
the  American  Library  Association,  prim.arily  those  of  the  Agricultural  Libra- 
ries Section,  in  New  York  City,  June  21-23. 

Miss  Viola  Culbertson  and  Miss  Eleanor  Lang,  both  of  the  Division  of 
Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  are  enjoying  vacations  abroad.  Their 
tours  are  almost  identical,  including  England,  a  trip  up  the  Rhine,  Belgium, 
Switzerland,  France,  and  the  Netherlands.  Miss  Culbertson  will  also  visit 
Scotland.

ESTIMATORS  IN  ACTION  WASHINGTON  D  C 

The  Path§  Nev/s  Reel  people  invaded  the  sanctum  of  the  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  Division  last  Thursday  and  Friday,  July  8  and  9,  and  obtained  an  action 
"Behind  the  News"  sound  film,  illustrating  the  Bureau's  crop  estimating  work. 
The  series  taken  included  opening  of  the  special  mail  box  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  the  disconnecting  of  telephones,  the  sealing  of  blinds,  stationing  of 
guards  at  the  doors,  the  Board  in  session,  the  release  of  the  general  crop  report, 
and  the  dispatching  of  the  information  contained  in  the  report  by  newspaper  men 
representing  the  Associated  Press,  United  Press,  International  News  Service, 
Central  News,  and  the  Wall  Street  Journal.  Approximately  700  feet  of  film  were 
taken,  which  were  to  be  boiled  down  to  a  news  reel  of  about  200  feet,  scheduled 
for  early  release  in  theaters  using  Pathe  news  films. 

Pathe  became  interested  in  taking  this  film  after  an  executive  of  the 
service  saw  an  item  in  The  Nev;  York  Times  describing  the  system  of  releasing  crop 
reports  written  by  Frank  George  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information. 

BUREAU  TO  COLLECT  ADDITIONAL 

STATISTICS  OF  THE  PEANUT  CROP 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Cold  Storage  Report 
Section  are  jointly  charged  v/ith  the  administration  of  recent  legislation  v/hich 
provides  for  the  collection  of  additional  statistics  of  the  peanut  crop.  This 
step  is  the  result  of  a  long-felt  need  for  more  complete  information  concerning 
the  movement  of  peanuts  into  the  commercial  trade,  and  the  quantities  in  storage. 
Rtpresen t,atives  of  peanut  producers  and  trade  associations  have  taken  an  active 
part  in  the  enactment  of  the  legislation  and  in  conferring  with  Bureau  officials 
regarding  its  administration. 

Plans  for  obtaining  reports  from  operators  of  peanut  picking  and  threshing 
machines,  and  reports  on  the  purchases  by  cleaning  and  shelling  mills  will  be 
handled  by  John  A.  Hicks  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.  William 
Broxton  of  tht  Cold  Storage  Reports  Section  will  obtain  reports  on  storage  stocks 
of  peanuts. 

M^.  DAWSCN  TO  ACT  AS  ADVISER 

TO  PHILIPPINE  COMMITTEE  ^ 

Owen  L.  Dawson,  agricultural  commissioner  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service,  with  headquarters  at  Shanghai,  China,  will  act  as  an  adviser  to  the 
Joint  Preparatory  Committee  on  Philippine  Affairs  on  its  mission  to  the  Philip- 
pines.    The  members  of  this  committee  are  sailing  from  San  Francisco  the  last

of  this  month  for  Shanghai,  where  Mr.  Dawson  will  join  them  and  proceed  with 
them  to  the  Islands.  Mr.  Dawson  has  made  two  trips  to  the  Philippines  in  the 
last  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  studying  Philippine  agricultural  conditions 
and  the  Philippine  market  for  American  agricultural  products. 

E.  J.  ROWELL  JOINS  STAFF  OF 

DIVISION  OF  ECONOMIC  INFORMATION 

E.  J.  Rowell  has  joined  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Infor- 
mation as  market  news  radio  specialist,  v/ith  the  particular  function  of 
assisting  in  handling  arrangements  and  the  presentation  of  broadcasting 
agricultural  economic  information. 

During  the  past  year  the  radio  trade  reported  the  sale  of  more  than 
one  million  radio  battery  sets.  In  many  rural  areas  battery  sets  are  the 
only  type  of  radio  which  can  be  used,  due  to  the  fact  that  power  lines  are 
not  available.  Thus  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  number  of  rural  radio 
listeners  is  indicated  and  it  is  frequently  estimated  that  now  more  than 
one-half  of  the  farm  families  of  the  United  States  have  radio  sets.  As  a 
result  of  this  development,  the  radio  as  a  media  for  the  extension  of  agri- 
cultural economic  information  has  become  of  much  greater  importance  than  in 
the  past.  In  the  broadcasting  of  market  news  information  originating  with 
the  Bureau,  more  than  192  radio  stations  are  now  contributing  facilities. 
Radio  stations  are  frequently  writing  to  the  Division  of  Economic  Information, 
seeking  v/ays  of  obtaining  market  news  information  for  their  listeners.  At 
the  same  time,  it  is  known  that  in  some  areas  the  broadcasting  of  market  news 
and  other  agricultural  economic  information  by  radio  is  not  at  all  equal  to 
the  interest  and  number  of  rural  people  who  are  available  as  listeners. 

It  will  be  part  of  Mr.  Rowell 's  function  to  make  a  study  of  the  radio 
coverage  by  regions  and  by  commodities  and  then  to  develop  programs  for 
strengthening  radio  work  in  areas  where  that  seems  desirable.  It  will  also 
be  part  of  Mr.  Powell's  function  to  assist  Bureau  people  in  improving  the 
presentation  of  radio  programs,  recognizing  that  certain  techniques  have  de- 
veloped in  radio  presentation  unlike  other  media,  which  warrant  a  certain 
degree  of  specialization. 

Mr.  Rowell  has  had  charge  of  the  Bureau's  radio  programs  in  Nev/  Eng- 
land since  August  1,  1929.  His  headquarters  were  at  Boston.  The  radio  pro- 
grams under  his  direction  were  presented  through  a  cooperative  agreement  be- 
tween the  Bureau  and  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  of  the  six  New  England 
States,  the  organization  being  known  as  the  New  England  Radio  Naws  Service. 
During  the  eight  years  Mr.  Rowell  was  in  charge  of  that  work  he  presented  more 
than  5,000  broadcasts. 

Mr.  Ro;vcll  states  that  he  has  found  an  ever  increasing  interest  in  agri- 
cultural economic  information,  particularly  in  market  news  and  outlook  reports. 
The  comments  roceived  from  listeners  have  made  it  very  evident  that  during  the 
season  when  their  products  are  being  marketed,  farmers  give  the  radio  fully 
as  much  a.ttention  as  any  other  phase  of  farm  activity.  Many  letters  have  been 
received  giving  ample  testimony  as  to  the  practical  value  of  the  broadcasts 
of  market  news . 

Radio  has  its  own  technique,  according  to  Mr.  Rowell.  One  of  the  im- 
portant thing;-'  in  connection  with  a  talk  on  any  particular  subject  is  to  use 
short  sentences,  following  the  formula  of: 

Tell  'em  what  you  are  going  to  tell  'em; 
Tell  'em; 

Tell  'em  what  you  told  'em. 
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WOOL  SCOURING  BEGINS 

IN  WOOL  LABORATORY 

Scouring  operations  in  connection  with  the  wool  research  project 
are  beginning  today,  July  15,  in  the  wool  laboratory  of  the  Livestock,  Meats, 
and  Wool  Division.  The  necessary  machinery  for  these  operations  has  recently 
been  installed  in  the  laboratory.     The  object  of  the  study  is: 

(1)  To  obtain  information  as  to  whether  a  reliable  method  of  determin- 
ing the  shrinkage  of  fleece  wool  can  be  developed  and  successfully  applied  by 
growers  at  shearing  pens;  and 

(2)  To  determine  by  experimentation  the  most  favorable  place  on  the 
fleece  from  which  to  draw  samples  for  testing  shrinkage.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  samples  when  scoured  will  indicate  the  shrinkage  or  yield  of  the  fleece 
and  clip  by  grade  and  length  of  staple.  Such  information  is  important  because 
when  wool  is  sold  in  the  grease,  all  buyers  and  sellers  estimate  the  amount 
of  clean  wool  that  is  available  in  the  raw  material  and  make  their  prices 
accordingly. 

DEMAND  FOR_POULTRY^INSPECTIQN 

AND  EGG  GRADING  SERVICES  GROWS 

Within  the  past  few  months,  considerable  interest  in  the  full-drawing 
of  poultry  for  merchandising  has  developed,  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products  reports,  and  a  number  of  the  firms  interested  in  the  preparation 
and  merchandising  of  such  poultry  also  have  decided  to  prepare  poultry  under 
the  inspection  service  of  this  Bureau.  Recent  applications  for  such  service 
have  been  received  from  the  Jerpe  Commission  Company,  Seward,  Nebr. ;  Prieve  & 
Sons,  Manning,  Iowa;  Swift  &  Company,  Clinton  and  Keokuk,  Iowa;  the  De  Sota 
Creamery  and  Produce  Company,  Minneapolis,  Minn. ,  the  Long  Island  Packing  Cor- 
poration, Eastport,  L.I.  ,  and  the  Hodassah  Kosher  Food  Industries,  Brooklyn,  N.Y, 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture,  under  which  an  egg 
grading  service  is  being  rendered  to  the  Mountain  Egg  Producers'  Association 
at  Biltmore  Station,  Asheville,  N.  C.  At  this  point  eggs  are  being  pur- 
chased from  producers  and  retailed  to  consumers  in  accordance  with  the  U.  S. 
standards  and  grades  for  shell  eggs. 

NEW . ORDINANCE. INDICATES 

APPRECIATION  OF_POyLTRY..  INSPECTION 

Since  the  termination  in  May  1935  of  the  live  poultry  code  in  New 
York  City,  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  been  inspecting 
live  poultry  in  that  city  on  a  permissive  basis.  Under  this  arrangement, 
practically  all  carlot  arrivals  have  been  inspected  by  the  Bureau,  but 
perhaps  not  to  exceed  50  percent  of  the  express  and  truck  arrivals  were  so 
inspected. 

In  June,  the  city  passed  an  ordinance  requiring  inspection  by  this 
Bureau  of  all  poultry  handled  or  sold  in  New  York  City,  and  regulations, 
effective  July  1,  were  drawn  under  that  ordinance,  with  the  result  that 
the  division  is  now  inspecting  practically  all  live  poultry.  Apparently, 
live  poultry  inspection  has  proved  sufficiently  constructive  to  the  live 
poultry  industry,  so  that  the  very  elements  in  the  industry  whose  poultry 
is  subject  to  inspection  have  been  among  the  prime  movers  in  securing  this 
ordinance  requiring  inspection. 

Live  poultry  dealers  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  have  also  requested  inspection 
of  live  poultry,  and  this  service  is  now  being  rendered  to  them. 
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BUREAU'S  MOVING  SCHEDULE 

A  schedule  of  the  dates  of  moving  and  the  new  office  numbers  of  the 
various  units  of  the  Bureau  in  the  South  Building  follows.  The  first  of  these 
moves  was  effected  early  in  June  for  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  which 
is  now  occuppying  rooms  4849-4869  and  4854-4870.  Shifts  are  being  made  in 
various  other  units.

CHANGES  IN  TELEGRAPH  AND 

COMMERCIAL  RADIO  SERVICES. AND  RATES 

The  Business  Manager  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  effec- 
tive June  1,  1937,  the  telegraph  and  commercial  radio  companies  abolished  the 
night  message  service  and  in  lieu  thereof  have  changed  their  night  letter  service 
to  a  lower  minimum  word  count.  For  telegraph  night-letter  service,  the  minimum 
word  count  has  been  reduced  from  fifty  (50)  to  twenty-five  (25)  words  and  any 
additional  words  in  excess  of  a  minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  words  are  charged 
for  in  groups  of  five  (5)  instead  of  ten  (10)  as  formerly.  The  initial  charge 
for  a  twenty-five-word  night  letter  is  the  same  as,  and  in  some  cases  lower 
than  the  rate  formerly  charged  for  a  ten-word  night  message.  The  charge  for 
additional  words  starts  at  a  low  level  and  decreases  progressively  as  the  length 
of  the  message  increases.  The  new  rates  are  considerably  cheaper  for  a  lengthy 
message  than  those  previously  in  effect. 

In  the  case  of  commercial  radio  service,  the  initial  word  count  for 
night  letter  service  has  been  reduced  from  sixty  (60)  to  thirty  (30)  words. 
Additional  words  are  charged  for  in  groups  of  six  (6)  instead  of  ten  (10)  as 
previously.  The  initial  charge  for  thirty  (30)  words  is  not  in  excess  of  the 
former  ten-word  night  message  cost  and  sometimes  less. 

The  telegraph  companies  have  also  announced  that,  effective  June  23, 
1937,  the  method  of  counting  figures  appearing  in  the  body  of  a  telegraph  will 
be  as  follows: 

Groups  of  figures  in  domestic  telegrams,  when  they  are 
used  in  their  natural  sense  and  not  as  code,  will  no  longer 
be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  one  word  for  each  figure  as  here- 
tofore, but  at  the  rate  of  one  word  for  each  five  figures  or 
fraction  thereof.  Decimal  points,  fraction  marks,  and  dashes 
occuring  in  groups  of  figures  will  be  counted  as  if  they  were 
figures . 

A  substantial  saving  in  telegraph  costs  can  be  effected  by  this  new 
method  of  counting  each  five  figures  or  less  as  one  word  and  figures  should 
be  used  whenever  possible  instead  of  expressing  them  in  words. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  COVERING  LEAVE 

"""for  cooperative  EMPLC YEES 

The  Business  Office  of  the  Bureau  calls  attention  to  the  following  in- 
formation  with    reference    to    the    question    of  leave: 

Pending  the  issuing  of  further  instructions  by  the  President  on  the  mat- 
ter of  granting  annual  and  sick  leave  to  cooperative  employees,  persons  in  such 
a  status  may  be  granted  leave  in  accordance  with  the  existing  leave  regulations 
as  promulgated  by  the  President  under  date  of  July  9,  1936. 

In  the  case  of  cooperative  agents,  however,  who  are  appointed  without 
civil  service  status  only  accumulated  and  accrued  annual  and  sick  leave  may  be 
granted. 

A  cooperative  employee  holding  an  appointment  under  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  also  under  a  cooperating  agency  will  therefore  be  entitled  to  the 
Federal  leave  privileges,  but  in  the  event  this  leave  exceeds  the  leave  privi- 
lege granted  by  the  cooperating  agency  and  an  employee  is  absent  from  duty 
beyond  the  time  covered  by  the  regulations  of  the  cooperative  parties,  he  would 
of  course,  be  in  a  leave-without-pay  status  for  such  time  as  he  was  not  proper- 
ly covered  by  the  leave  regulations  of  the  cooperating  agency.  If  the  employee 
paid  jointly  under  a  Federal  and  State  appointment  were  to  be  granted  26  days' 
annual  leave  under  the  Federal  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  cooperating 
agency  provided  for  only  15  days'  leave,  the  added  11  days'  leave  which  the  em- 
ployee might  take  on  the  Federal  roll  would  be  on  leave  without  pay  on  the  roll 
of  the  cooperating  agency.  The  reverse  arrangement  would  apply  in  a  case  where 
the  leave  regulations  of  the  State  agency  may  provide  for  leave  in  excess  of 
that  granted  by  the  Federal  Government. 

In  this  connection  it  might  also  be  well  to  call  attention  to  the  arti- 
cle appearing  on  page  9  of  the  November  1.  1936,  issue  of  The  B.A.E.  News 
relating  to  local.  State,  and  territorial  holidays.  Cooperative  employees,  as 
well  as  regular  full-time  Federal  employees  will  be  expected  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  these  instructions. 

In  the  event  of  a  salary  readjustment  of  a  cooperative  employee  whereby 
the  State  agency  takes  over  the  entire  salary  of  the  employee  and  he  is  given 
an  appointment  as  collaborator  without  Federal  compensation,  any  leave  which 
has  accrued  during  his  appointment  as  a  cooperative  employee  must  be  taken 
while  in  that  status,  as  the  new  appointment  of  collaborator  will  be  considered 
as  a  "new  appointment"  and  any  leave  which  accumulated  during  the  employee's 
service  as  a  cooperative  agent  will  terminate  and  cannot  be  bridged  over  by  the 
collaborator  appointment  to  another  new  appointment  as  a  cooperative  employee. 

Likewise,  in  the  case  of  a  cooperative  employee  where  the  salary  may  be 
readjusted  on  a  "when-actually-employed  basis",  (which  status  does  not  carry 
leave  rights),  any  leave  which  accumulated  during  the  regular  appointment  will 
terminate  upon  the  adjustment  of  salary  to  a  when-actually-employed  basis,  and 
leave  cannot  be  bridged  over  during  the  w.-a.-e.  pay  status  to  a  later  appoint- 
ment   on    an   annual    or   monthly  basis. 

The  foregoing  information  should  clarify  any  question  relating  to  the 
leave  status  of  cooperative  appointees.

COTTON  UTILIZATION  AND  NEW  INDUSTRIAL  USES,  by  R.  J.  Cheatham,  in  charge 
cotton  utilization  research.  In  the  introduction  to  this  report,  Mr.  Cheatham 
says:  "It  is  hoped  that  the  information  here  given  will  be  helpful  in  obtaining 
a  better  understanding  of  the  domestic  outlet  for  American  cotton,  as  well  as 
the  scope  of  the  field  of  cotton  utilization  and  some  of  the  problems  encountered 
in  its  analysis  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  development  of  new  and  ex- 
tended uses." 

REVISED  PRODUCTION  OF  APPLES,  PEACHES,  PEARS,  GRAPES,  AND  CHERRIES, 
1919-35.  The  tables  in  this  report  present  the  revised  series  of  production 
estimates  of  the  fruits  named,  as  established  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
The  revisions  in  the  report  have  been  made  to  correct  the  estimates  made  cur- 
rently on  the  basis  of  a  projection  of  the  indicated  trends  between  Census 
years . 

FARM  MORTGAGE  INDEBTEDNESS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES.  This  preliminary 
release  is  based  upon  a  cooperative  survey  made  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
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and  this  Bureau.  The  report  reads  in  part:  "Total  mortgage  debt  on  farm  land 
and  buildings  in  the  United  States  on  January  1,  1935  emounted  to  $7,645,091,000 
.  On  January  1,  1930,  total  farm  mortgage  indebtedness  amounted  to  $9,214,- 
278.000,  according  to  a  revised  estimate  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.  The  difference  of  $1,569,187,000  for  the  5  year  period  repre- 
sents a  reduction  of  17.0  percent.  It  is  pointed  out  that  these  figures 
represent  the  encumbrance  against  farm  real  estate  and  in  no  way  represent 
the  total  indebtedness  of  farm  owners.***" 

A  SURVEY  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE  between  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
1935-1937.  This  mimeographed  report,  dated  July  1937,  has  been  released  as 
F.S.  69.  Part  of  the  statement,  preceding  the  statistical  portion,  reads: 
"Presented  in  the  survey  is  a  series  of  tables  showing  the  development  in 
trade  between  the  United  States  and  Canada,  particularly  with  respect  to  agri- 
cultural products,  for  the  calendar  years  1935  and  1936  and  for  the  first 
quarters  of  1936  and  1937.  The  information  is  of  interest  in  connection  v/ith 
the  trade  agreement  between  the  two  countries,  v/hich  has  been  in  effect  since 
January  1,  1936." 

QUALITY  OF  COTTON  LINTERS  PRODUCED  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  Season  1933- 
34 — 1935-36,  by  Victor  R.  Fuchs,  marketing  specialist  and  vice  chairman,  Board 
of  Cotton  Linters  Examiners.  According  to  the  author:  "This  is  the  third 
report  of  results  obtained  in  a  study  of  the  quality  of  cotton  linters  produced 
in  the  United  States  and  of  the  use  in  the  cottonseed-crushing  industry  of  of- 
ficial standards  of  the  United  States  for  American  cotton  linters.  The  first 
report  covers  the  season  1933-34  only.  The  second  report  covers  the  seasons 
1933-34  and  1934-35."  etc. 

QUALITY  OF  COTTON  IN  ARKANSAS  AND  MISSOURI  1928  to  1935,  by  W.  B.  Lan- 
ham,  R.  C.  Soxman,  and  Virginia  E.  Gilliam.  The  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tions of  Arkansas  and  Missouri  cooperated  with  the  Bureau  from  1928  to  1932, 
inclusive,  in  obtaining  basic  data  on  grade  and  staple  length  of  cotton  ginned 
in  these  States,  a  footnote  explains.  The  Arkansas  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  cooperated  also  in  1934.  This  is  the  fifth  of  a  series  dealing  with  the 
quality  of  cotton  ginned  in  the  various  States  and  in  subdivisions  of  States. 
Others  issued  are:  1.  Grade  and  Staple  Length  of  Cotton  Produced  in  Louisiana, 
1928-34;  2.  Quality  of  Cotton  Ginned  in  Mississippi.  Crops  of  1928  to  1934. 
3.  Quality  of  Texas  Cotton,  Crops  of  1928-35;  4.  Quality  of  Cotton  Ginned  in 
Alabama.     Crops  of  1928-36." 

IN  CONGRESS 

The  Conference  report  on  H.  R.  7562,  by  Mr.  Jones,  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote the  ov/nership  of  farm  homes  and  to  make  the  possession  of  such  homes  more 
secure,  *  *  *  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

H.  R.  3687,  by  Mr.  Jones,  to  extend  the  period  during  which  the  purposes 
specified  in  section  7  (a)  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act 
may  be  carried  out  by  payments  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  producers, 
was  signed  by  the  President  on  June  28,  1937. 

S.  2439,  by  Senator  Pope,  to  extend  the  time  for  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  surplus  agricultural  commodities  for  relief  purposes  and  to  continue 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  was  signed  by  the  President  on 
June  28,  1937. 

New  Bills-S.  2731,  by  Senator  Nye,  to  protect   the  public  health  by  regulating 
the  importation  of  dairy  products  into  the  United  States. 

H.  R.  7836,  by  Mr.  Pierce,  to  amend  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act, 
as  amended,  by  including  hops  as  a  commodity  to  which  orders  under  such  act 
are  applicable. 
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HERE  AND  THERE

three  meetings  with  potato  growers  on  the  general  subject  of  misbranding. 

Frederick  A.  Motz,  fruit  marketing  specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service,  v/ith  headquarters  at  London,  England,  now  in  this  country,  will 
also  attend  the  meetings  of  the  International  Apple  Association  and  the  Maine 
Pomological  Society.  In  addition,  he  will  attend  the  Horticultural  Day  program 
of  the  Annual  Farmers'  Week  at  Durham,  N.  H. ,  August  19.  At  all  three  meetings 
Mr.  Motz  will  contribute  to  the  programs  with  a  discussion  of  fruit  marketing 
problems.

V/illiam  J.  Martin,  assistant  cotton  technologist  at  Stoneville,  Miss., 
will  discuss  cotton  ginning  problems  at  a  meeting  of  the  Arkansas-Missouri 
Ginners'  Association,  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  July  26. 

Frank  Grayson,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  left  Washington  July  14  for 
Boston,  Providence,  and  other  New  England  wool  manufacturing  and  marketing 
centers,  also  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  wool  samples 
typical  of  the  various  grades  in  the  official  standards. 

Three  tobacco  inspectors,  as  yet  not  selected,  together  with  E.  D.  Booker 
and  Bernard  Lubschutz  of  the  market  news  service.  Tobacco  Section,  v/ill  go 
to  Nashville,  Ga.,  July  29,  when  the  tobacco  market  opens,  to  report  daily 
prices  for  several  days.  They  will  proceed  to  Mullins,  S.  C,  August  13,  on 
which  date  the  market  opens  there,   to  make  similar  daily  reports. 

Everett  E.  Edv/ards,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  is 
spending  approximately  two  months  collecting  information  in  the  field  for  the 
study  that  is  under  way  of  the  development  of  dairying  in  the  Northwest.  Mr.

Under  the  market   inspection  and  market  news   items   in  the  Appropriation 

Act  for  the  new  fiscal  year,    the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  has   received  a 

small  increase   in  funds  to  inaugurate  a  cottonseed  market  news  and  inspection 

service.     It  will  be  necessary  to  limit  the  v/ork  for  the  most  part  to  the  States 

of  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Arkansas.  Missouri,  Illinois,  P^entucky,  and  a  portion 

of  Louisiana.     It  is  contemplated  that  one  field  office  will  be  established  at 

Memphis,    Tenn.,    and  that   the  cottonseed  market   news   service  will  be  combined 

with  the  Memphis  office  of  the  market  news  service  for  lint  cotton. 

Regulations  and  standard  methods  for  the  sampling  and  analysis  of  cotton- 
seed have  been  drawn  and  early  approval  is  anticipated.  The  Division  of  Cotton 
Marketing  has  consulted  with  the  industry  also  concerning  certain  revisions  of 
the  official  cottonseed  standards,  and  it  is  expected  that  these  revisions  will 
also  be  approved  in  time  for  use  when  the  new  service  is  undertaken. 

The  key  position  in  the  field  service  will  be  a  well  qualified  chemist  with 
experience  in  handling  and  marketing  cottonseed,  who  will  be  responsible  partic- 
ularly for  the  technical  work  which  v/ill  center  in  the  Memphis  office.  Under  him 
there  will  be  a  small  clerical  staff  and  four  or  five  supervisors  who  will  be 
employed  on  a  seasonal  basis. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  the  licensing  of  commercial  chemists  to  serve 
in  a  disinterested  capacity  in  the  analysis  and  certification  of  grades  according 
to  the  official  standards,  and  a  considerable  number  of  samplers  also  will  be 
licensed.  The  methods  to  be  employed  by  the  licensed  chemists  and  samplers  v/ill 
be  those  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau. 

The  project  as  a  whole  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Guy  S.  Meloy,  senior 
marketing  specialist,  who  in  addition  to  his  regular  work  in  linters  has  carried 
on  various  preliminary  studies  and  developed  the  present  official  standards  for 
grading  cottonseed  in  cooperation  with  the  industry  during  the  past  several  years. 

DR.   LOOMIS  AWARDED  GRANT-IN-AID  BY 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  RESEARCH  COUNCIL 

Dr.  Charles  P.  Loomis,  senior  agricultural  economist,  Division  of  Farm 
Population  and. Rural  Life,  has  been  given  a  Grant-in-Aid  by  the  Social  Science 
Research  Council,  to  be  used  to  complete  the  translation  of  Ferdinand  Tonnies' 
Gemeinschaft  und  Gesellschaft  (Community  and  Society),  and  for  an  analysis  of 
the  author's  perspective  as   related  to   the  peculiar  setting  or  background  of 
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sociological  theory  influencing  it.  This  is  one  of  50  awards  of  Grants-in- 
Aid  of  the  Council  for  1937-38,  to  assist  mature  scholars  in  the  completion  of 
research  projects  already  well  under  way  and  to  provide  for  study  in  economics; 
statistics;  political,  social  and  economic  history;  political  science;  sociolo- 
gy; cultural  anthropology;  social  psychology;  and  social  aspects  of  related 
disciplines.  Work  under  these  various  grants  will  be  carried  on  in  the  United 
States,  Canada,  Great  Britain,  France,  Germany,  Italy,  Russia,  and  various 
countries  in  Africa  and  South  America. 

Dr.  Loomis  has  been  granted  additional  leave  to  make  his  study  in  Germany 
after  attending  and  addressing  the  International  Congress  of  Sociology  in 
Paris,  September  2-5,  inclusive.  He  will  sail  from  New  York  on  the  S.  S. 
Hamburg,  August  22,  for  France, 

IMKET_NEWS_AND_INSPECTIO^LMADE_A^^ 

AS  TOBACCO  MARKETING_SEASON  OPENs" 

The  1937  tobacco  marketing  season  opened  in  Georgia  and  Florida  July 
29.  The  Tobacco  Section  has  established  a  temporary  office  at  Nashville, 
Ga. ,  to  handle  market  news  reports  during  the  first  week  of  the  season,  after 
which  they  will  probably  be  handled  from  the  main  office  at  Raleigh,   N.  C. 

The  marketing  season  opens  in  South  Carolina  on  August  10  and  in  the 
Eastern  North  Carolina  district  on  August  26.  When  those  markets  open, 
the  Tobacco  Section  will  be  furnishing  inspection  service  on  two  or  possibly 
three  auction  markets  in  the  district. 

Inspection  service  will  open  at  Oxford,  N.  C.  ,  in  the  middle  belt 
flue-cured  district  on  September  16.  The  Virginia  fire-cured  markets  will 
open  on  November  29,  and  all  markets  in  this  district  will  receive  inspection 
service. 

The  markets  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  are  not  scheduled  to  open  until 
after  the  first  of  December. 

In  spite  of  short  crops,  tobacco  inspected  on  auction  markets  desig- 
nated for  mandatory  service  under  the  Tobacco  Inspection  Act  during  the  last 
marketing  season  amounted  to  146,027,980  pounds.  On  account  of  increased 
production,  it  is  expected  that  inspections  on  these  same  markets  this  year 
will  be  considerably  greater.  Total  inspection,  including  that  of  a  "volun- 
tary" character  under  Section  6  of  the  Act  and  those  made  for  price-reporting 
purposes  only  amounted  to  160,930,990  pounds. 

The  Tobacco  Section  has  established  a  permanent  office  at  Raleigh, 
N.C.,  for  market  news  purposes,  and  furnished  with  a  skylighted  space  for  the 
preparation  of  standard  grade  samples.  The  office  will  be  used  to  train  new 
inspectors . 

C.  G.  Garner,  extension  economist  in  marketing  in  the  Cooperative  Ex- 
tension Service  in  Georgia,  reports  that  meetings  held  in  that  State,  at  which 
inspectors  of  the  Bureau  gave  demonstrations  of  improved  ■  tobacco  sorting 
methods,  were  attended  more  largely  than  had  been  expected.  At  some  meet- 
ings from  75  to  100  persons  were  present.  He  reports  that  the  growers  seemed 
to  be  very  grateful  for  this  service  and  were  rather  outspoken  in  saying  that 
they  want  tobacco  inspection  service  on  that  market.

QUALITY  OF  1937  CROP  OF  WINTER  WHEAT 
SLIGHTLY  SUPERIOR  TO  1936  CROP 

The  Grain  Division  reports  that  on  the  basis  of  early-season  marketings 
of  winter  wheat  at  representative  markets,  the  1937  crop  of  hard  red  winter 
wheat  appears  to  be  slightly  superior  in  quality  to  the  1936  crop,  whereas 
the  quality  of  the  soft  red  winter  wheat  crop  appears  to  be  distinctly  inferior. 

For  the  period  July  1  to  July  15,  1937,  the  inspections  of  "receipts" 
of  hard  red  winter  wheat  at  representative  markets  show  84  percent  grading 
No.  2  or  better  as  compared  with  60  percent  for  the  year  1936.  The  early 
marketings  of  1937-crop  hard  red  winter  wheat  show  63  percent  grading  into  the 
superior  subclass  Dark  Hard  Winter  as  compared  with  72  percent  for  the  1936 
crop  for  the  comparable  period.  These  inspection  data  for  hard  red  winter 
wheat  of  the  1937  crop  show  for  the  period  mentioned  that  very  small  percent- 
ages of  the  receipts  are  grading  smutty  or  contain  excess  moisture. 

During  the  period  July  1  to  July  15,  1937,  the  inspections  of  soft 
red  winter  wheat  receipts  at  representative  markets  show  that  33  percent  of 
such  receipts  graded  No.  2  or  better  as  compared  with  81  percent  for  the 
comparable  period  in  1936.  The  inspection  data  further  show  that  15  percent 
of  the  1937  receipts  of  soft  red  winter  wheat  graded  "Tough"  because  of  excess 
moisture  as  compared  with  6  percent  in  1936.  The  percentage  of  the  early 
marketings  of  soft  red  winter  wheat  grading  "Light  Garlicky"  and  "Garlicky" 
was  approximately  the  same  in  1937  as  in  1936,  being  29  percent  in  1937  and 
30  percent  in  1936.  The  grade  factor  of  test  weight  per  bushel  appears  to  be 
the  most  important  factor  in  determining  the  numerical  grade  of  the  1937  crop 
of  soft  red  winter  wheat.  Test  weight  per  bushel  in  1937  according  to  the 
early  marketings  is  lower  than  it  was  in  1936,  caused  by  an  unusual  epidemic 
of  rust  in  the  soft  red  winter  wheat  area  and  by  high  temperatures  during 
the  kernel-filling  stage  of  growth.

DECISIONS  RELEASED 

A  Digest  of  Decisions  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  Perish- 
able Agricultural  Commodities  Act  has  been  compiled  by  W.  L.  Evans  of  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  and  is  now  available  to  all  persons  who  have  need 
for  it.  The  mimeographed  sheets  are  bound  in  loose-leaf  form  so  that  sheets 
may  be  added  containing  rulings  in  subsequent  decisions.  Supplemental  sheets 
will  be  supplied  from  time  to  time. 

In  this  digest  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  state  in  one  sentence  the 
substance  of  every  ruling  made  by  the  Secretary  on  any  important  point  involved 
in  a  case.  These  brief  statements  have  been  classified  under  subheadings  for 
ready  reference.

GRADING  LOWER  QUALITY  MEAT 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1937,  547,000,000  pounds  of 
meats  were  graded  and  stamped  by  graders  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool 
Division.  This  amount  represented  an  increase  of  29  percent  over  the  previous 
year  and  13  times  the  amount  graded  during  the  first  full  year  of  the  service 
nine  years  ago. 

More  than  80  percent  of  the  amount  graded  last  year  was  beef.  As  in 
the  past,  the  principal  demand  has  been  for  grading  the  higher  qualities  in 
steers  and  heifers,  but  there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  during  the  past 
year  in  the  call  for  stamping  the  lov/er  grades.  In  two  cities,  a  demand 
has  developed  for  grading  down  to  the  fifth  grade  from  the  top,  which  thus 
takes  in  as  wide  a  range  of  quality  as  is  found  in  steers  and  heifers  on 
most  markets. 

Officials  of  the  division  say  that  when  the  service  started  there  was 
a  strong  conviction  on  the  part  of  most  beef  handlers  that  grade  stamps  below 
Good,  or  the  third  grade  from  the  top,  would  harm  rather  than  benefit  the  sale 
of  beef.  They  now  find  that  this  feeling  is  gradually  being  replaced  by  a 
realization  that  .any  Federal  grade  stamp  correctly  applied  may  help  the  sale 
of  beef .  Furthermore,  they  say  there  is  a  growing  conviction  that  the  Federal 
grade  stamp  invites  confidence  in  consumers  who  buy  the  lower  grades. 

.  .  Lamb  and  veal  grading  increased  moderately  last  year,  and  although  the 
quantities  graded  represented  only  a  small  part  of  national  production,  there 
was  an  encouraging  interest  shown  in  having  these  products  graded  in  some 
sections. 

.  Sausage  grading,   one  of  the  newer  projects,  made  a  gain  of  24  percent 
over  the  previous  year. 

Each  of  the  ten  meat  groups  being  graded  showed  percentage  increases 
ranging  from  13  to  58  percent  for  the  year. 

DEMONSTRATION  OF  _LAMB 

GRADING  GIVEN  IN  VIRGINIA 

Lamb  grading,  followed  by  carcass  inspection  of  the  same  lambs,  was 
demonstrated  at  Christiansburg  and  Salem,  Va.,  by  L.  B.  Burk  early  in  July. 
The  four  adjoining  States  -  West  Virginia,  Maryland,  Kentucky,  and  North 
Carolina  -  participated  through  22  representatives,  v/ho  included  livestock 
specialists,   extension  animal  husbandrymen,   lamb  graders,  and  county  agents. 

Sixty  lambs  were  numbered,  after  which  Mr.  Burk  and  the  State  repre- 
sentatives graded  them  by  the  tentative  U.  S.  Standards  and  recorded  their 
individual  judgments  on  cards.  Upon  completion  of  this  demonstration,  the 
lambs  were  trucked  to  the  Neuhoff  Packing  Plant  at  Salem,  Va.,  where  they 
were  slaughtered  and  followed  through  to  the  cooler.  Two  days  later  the 
carcasses  were  graded  by  Mr.  Burk,  and  both  his  live  and  carcass  grades  given 
to  the  State  graders,  along  with  information  as  to  the  home  and  slaughter 
weights  by  grades  and  individual  hot  and  chilled  carcass  weights.  From 
these  data  various  comparisons  were  made  possible  for  the  representatives 
so  that  they  could  check  their  grades  with  those  of  Mr.  Burk  for  the  live 
animals  and  the  carcasses,  with  the  dressing  percentages  by  grades,  shrinkage 
from  home  weights  to  slaughter  weights,  and  shrinkage  from  hot  to  chilled 
carcass  weights. 

The  test  indicated  clearly  that  graders  can  quickly  qualify  to  grade 
lambs  uniformly  according  to  the  Federal  standards,  and  that  the  grades  of  car- 
cesses   will    correspond   closely   to    those    of    live   lambs   similarly  graded.

FRACTIONAL  SATURDi\Y  LEAVE 

FOR  TEMPORARY  EMPLOYEES 

The  Business  Manager  calls  the  attention  of  field  officers  to  the  fol- 
lowing Personnel  Circular  No.  50,  concerning  annual  leave  for  temporary  em- 
ployees for  part  of  a  day  on  Saturday; 

"In  Personnel  Circular  No.    47,    the  conditions  are  given  under  v/hich 
annual  leave  is  granted  to  temporary  employees  in  accordance  with  the  decision 
of  the  Acting  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,   dated  May  26,  1937, 
A-84992.     A  further  decision  of  the  Acting  Comptroller  General  dated  July  9, 
1937,    A-S4992,    provides   the  method  of  computing  annual   leave   of  temporary 
employees  who  are  not  absent  all  day  Saturday.    The  provisions  are  as  follows: 
'Except  for  the  minimum  charge  of  one-half  day,  paragraph 
12  of  the  sick  leave  regulations  indicates  the  rule  for  grant- 
ing annual  leave  to  temporary  employees  for  a  part  of  Saturday. 

'7\fhen  a  temporary  employee  works  only  a  part  of  the  four 
hours  required  on  Saturday,  the  charge  against  such  employees' 
annual  leave  for  the  period  he  is  off  work  should  be  that 
portion  of  one  regular  full  day's  leave  that  the  number  of 
hours  during  which  he  does  not  work  bears  to  the  four-hour 
period  of  service  required  on  Saturday.  For  example:  a  tem- 
porary employee  who  works  only  one  hour  and  is  on  leave  with 
pay  for  three  hours  on  Saturday  should  have  three-fourths  of 
one  full-time  day  charged  against  his  leave;  a  temporary 
employee  who  works  only  tv/o  hours  and  is  on  leave  with  pay 
for  tv/o  hours  on  Saturday  should  have  one-half  of  one  full-time 
day  charged  against  his  leave;  and  a  temporary  employee  who 
works  only  three  hours  and  is  on  leave  with  pay  for  one  hour 
on  Saturday  should  have  one-fourth  of  one  full-time  day  charged 
against  his  leave.'"

Dr.  Black  will  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Frederick  County  Farm  Bureau 
at  Frederick,  Md.,  August  11,  and  speak  on  some  phase  of  the  Bureau's  work. 
The  occasion  will  be  the  annual  picnic  meeting  of  the  farmers  in  the  country 
surrounding  Frederick,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  an  attendance 
of  about  5,000. 

Dr.  Roger  B.  Corbett  is  leaving  the  Bureau  to  become  Coordinator  of 
Agriculture  at  Connecticut  State  College.  He  will  serve  as  director  of  the 
Extension  Service  and  also  will  coordinate  the  extension  work  with  research 
and  teaching. 

Dr.  Corbett  has  been  in  charge  of  a  study  of  the  marketing  of  dairy 
products  in  the  New  England  States.  This  is  a  series  of  cooperative  projects 
with  the  six  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  New  England.  During  the 
past  year  and  a  half  Dr.  Corbett 's  direct  contribution  to  these  studies  has 
been  a  survey  of  sanitary  regulations  in  all  towns  and  cities  in  the  Nev/ 
England  area.  He  has  also  been  working  with  the  various  marketing  specialists 
in  New  England  to  develop  a  coordinated  program  of  research  in  milk  marketing. 
Several  nev/  research  projects  have  been  undertaken  during  the  past  year. 
Connecticut  and  New  Hampshire  have  published  reports  dealing  with  certain  phases 
of  the  general  project. 

J.  A.  Hicks  and  J.  S.  Dennee,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates, 
are  traveling  by  automobile  in  Southern  States,  collecting  information  relat- 
ing to  the  peanut,  tobacco,  and  rice  crops.  They  will  spend  some  time  in 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  and  Texas  obtaining  information  as  to  stocks  of  rice  on 
hand  in  country  elevators.  After  finishing  this  work,  Mr.  Hicks  will  return  to 
Washington  in  time  for  the  August  crop  report,  and  Mr.  Dennee  will  proceed  to 
California  and  other  Western  States  to  check  on  the  sugar  beet  and  dry  bean 
crops.     Mr.  Dennee  will  return  to  Washington  the  latter  part  of  August. 

Paul  0.  Nyhus,  agricultural  attache,  in  charge  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  office  at  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  is  in  Brazil  making  another  investi- 
gation of  the  development  of  cotton  production  in  the  State  of  Sao  Paulo.  He 
will  also  look  into  the  corn  and  hog  situation  while  there. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Sarle,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  has 
returned  recently  from  a  5-weeks  trip  on  which  he  visited  agronomists,  agricul- 
tural economists,  and  meteorologists  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Mississippi,  for  the  purpose  of 
reporting  on  the  long-range  weather  and  crop  forecasting  project,  of  which  he 
is  in  charge.

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Robert  W.  Tyson,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  who  has  served  as  in- 
spector at  Hartford,  Conn.,  for  a  number  of  years,  is  being  transferred  to  the 
Commodities  Purchase  Section  of  the  A. A. A.  He  will  perform  field  work  in  the 
purchase  of  surplus  fruits  and  vegetables.  For  a  time  he  will  be  stationed  in 
New  York  City.

On  his  return  he  will 
call  at  certain  market  news  offices  to  become  familiar  with  the  local  plans 
for  the  radio  presentation  of  market  news.

The  World's  Dairy  Congress  is  sponsored  by  the  International  Dairy  Federa- 
tion which  is  composed  of  22  European  countries  and  Canada  and  Argentina.  The 
United  States  is  not  a  member  of  the  Federation  but  has  sent  delegates  to  a  number 
of  the  Congresses. 

The  first  World's  Dairy  Congress  was  held  in  Brussels  in  1903  and  the  last 
in  Rome  and  Milan  in  1934.  Others  have  been  held  in  Paris  in  1905  and  1926,  the 
Hague,  Budapest,  Stockholm,  Bern,  London,  and  Copenhagen.  The  United  States  was 
host  to  an  International  Dairy  Congress  in  1923,  the  various  programs  and  con- 
ventions being  held  in  Washington,  D,  C,  and  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  \, 


NATIONAL  ORGANIZATION  ADOPTS  NEW  OFFICIAL 

STANDARDS  FOR  DRY  WHOLE  PEAS  ANDSPLIT-PEAS 


The  new  official  U.S.  standards  for  both  dry  peas  (whole)  and  split-peas  have 
been  adopted  by  a  national  organization  of  dealers  in,  and  processors  of,  these  com- 
modities. This  organization  has  approved  a  uniform  sales  contract  for  use  by  its 
members  in  the  marketing  of  peas  and  split-peas  which  provides,  among  other  things: 

(a)  The  U.  S.  standards  for  peas  and  split-peas  and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Secretary  governing  the  inspection  of  these  commodities  are  made  a 
part  of  the  contract; 

(b)  The  U.  S.  standards  shall  be  the  basis  of  quality,  such  quality  to  be 
evidenced  by  Federal  or  Federal-State  grade  certificates  issued  by  Federal  licensed 
pea  inspectors; 
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(c)  In  case  of  disputes  as  to  grade  or  quality,  the  complainant  shall 
apply  to  the  Department  for  an  appeal  inspection,  the  Federal  appeal  certifi- 
cate issued  as  a  result  of  such  inspection  to  be  final  and  conclusive  between 
the  contracting  parties. 

The  official  U.  S.  standards  for  dry  peas  (whole)  were  revised  effec- 
tive July  20  after  2  years'  use  in  the  inspection  and  grading  of  this  com- 
modity. Revisions  do  not  constitute  basic  changes  but  are  in  the  nature  of 
refinements  designed  to  make  the  standard?,  more  practical  of  application. 

Official  U.  S.  standards  for  split-peas  also  were  promulgated  effective 
August  10,   1937,  superseding  the  tentative  standards  issued  April  1936. 

The  dry  pea  standardization  program  may  thus  be  considered  complete  in 
that  a  basis-  is  provided  for  evaluating  the  commodity  of  each  stage  of  market- 
ing procedure.  The  standards  for  whole  peas  provide  for  the  determination  of 
dockage  and  defects  in  thresher-run  peas  giving  a  basis  of  settlement  between 
grower  and  shipper  or  of  contract  in  the  case  of  peas  grown  under  advance  con- 
tracts with  growers;  and  a  basis  of  quality  in  terms  of  defined  grades  for  re- 
cleaned  and/or  processed  peas  sold  to  split-pea  manufacturers  and  other  com- 
mercial consumers  and  to  food  distributors.  The  split-pea  standards  likewise 
provide  a  basis  for  measuring  the  quality  of  the  product  as  marketed  through 
usual  food  distributing  channels. 

The  dry  pea  standardization  and  inspection  work  is  handled  by  the  Hay, 
Feed,  and  Seed  Division,  together  with  similar  work  on  soybeans,  dry  edible 
beans,  and  related  products.  In  studying  the  application  of  the  standards 
consideration  has  been  given  to  necessary  changes  in  existing  sales  contracts 
to  make  the  use  of  the  U.  S.  standards  and  inspection  fully  effective  in 
marketing  these  products.  The  contract  referred  to  is  the  first  fruits  of 
these  efforts  and  its  use  will  be  watched  with  keen  interest  and  anticipation. 


ALL  DEPARTMENT  LAND  USE 

PLANNING  COORDINATED 


A  plan  for  the  coordination  of  all  land  use  planning  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  with  M.  S.  Eisenhower,  Director  of  Information  and 
Chairman  of  the  Department's  Flood  Control  Advisory  Committee,  as  coordinator, 
was  recently  announced  by  Acting  Secretary  M.  L.  Wilson.  In  Secretary's 
Memorandum  No.  729,  Mr.  Wilson  has  now  designated  the  following  as  members  of 
the  Liaison  Board  which  will  advise  with  the  coordinator  on  all  matters  of 
basic  land  use  policy:

Leon  M.  Estabrook  died  at  his  home  at  Sunny  Hill  Farm,  Frederick, 
Md.,  August  14,  following  a  long  illness. 

Mr.  Estabrook  began  work  for  the  Department  in  1904  in  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry,  after  8  years'  service  in  the  War  Department .  He  was  sub- 
sequently Chief  of  Congressional  Seed  Distribution,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  De- 
partment, Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates,  and  finally  Associate  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

At  the  request  of  the  Argentine  government,  Mr.  Estabrook  went  to 
Argentina  in  1923  to  organize  a  crop  reporting  system  there.  For  about 
5  years  prior  to  1930  he  was  Director  of  the  World  Agricultural  Census  at  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  in  Rome.  This  work  involved  travel  in- 
to all  civilized  states  to  consult  with  agricultural  authorities. 

Mr.  Estabrook  played  a  vital  but  little-known  part  in  the  history  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  At  a  time  when  he  was  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  and  George  R.  Livingston  was  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Markets,  Mr.  Estabrook  became  so  impressed  with  the  vital  relationships  in 
the  activities  of  the  two  Bureaus  that  after  long  and  careful  consideration 
he  proposed  to  Mr.  Livingston  that  the  two  Bureaus  merge  as  the  Bureau  of 
Markets  and  Crop  Estimates,  Mr.  Livingston  to  be  Chief  and  Mr,  Estabrook, 
Associate  Chief.  An  appropriate  recommendation  was  made  to  the  Secretary  and 
and  tentatively  approved,  pending  further  study  and  submission  to  Congress 
for  legislative  sanction.  Comment  was  made  in  that  body  on  the  unprecedented 
action  of  a  Bureau  Chief  voluntarily  relegating  himself  to  a  role  of  second- 
ary importance  in  the  interests  of  Departmental  efficiency  and  better  public 
service . 

The  proposed  merger  was  referred  by  the  Secretary  to  a  committee  of 
five  to  study.  Under  the  final  plan  of  organization  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Esti- 
mates, the  Bureau  of  Markets,  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  were  merged 
into  the  present  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  of  which  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor 
became  Chief. 

Mr.  Estabrook 's  outstanding  characteristics  as  an  administrator  v;ere 
his  fairness,  firmness,  and  the  ability  to  command  the  respect  and  loyalty 
of  his  employees.  To  the  members  of  the  old  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  who 
came  under  his  influence  Mr.  Estabrook  was  the  object  of  a  devotion  that 
continued  undimmed  by  the  severance  of  official  ties.

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COTTON„REPORT_BROADCAST 

DIRECTLY_FROM_BUREAU 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  crop  reporting  service,  the 
cotton  report  was  broadcast  on  June  9  directly  from  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
Room. 

Paul  Porter,  formerly  of  this  Department  and  now  with  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System,  Inc.,  set  up  a  microphone  in  the  Board  Room  and  went  on 
the  air  over  the  Columbia  network  at  11  a.m.,  August  9,  exactly  at  the  moment 
the  report  was  released.  After  a  brief  introductory  statement,  Mr.  Porter 
interviewed  D.  A.  McCandliss  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates 
about  the  way  the  report  was  prepared,  and  as  to  the  cotton  acreage,  yield, 
and  production  estimates  as  compared  with  previous  years.  The  broadcast 
was  concluded  at  11:15. 

Unusual  interest  was  exhibited  this  year  in  both  the  cotton  report  and 
in  the  general  crop  report  for  August,  released  the  10th.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  copies  more  than  usual  of  the  general  report  were  called  for.  When  the 
reports  were  released,  the  release  room  was  crowded  with  spectators.

PERCENTAGE  OF  GOVERNMENT-GRADED  BUTTER 

At  the  present  time  about  75  percent  of  the  Government  graded  butter 
sold  with  certificates  of  quality  is  being  subjected  to  a  keeping-quality 
test.  The  Bureau  is  greatly  interested  in  any  steps  which  may  be  taken 
to  safeguard  the  keeping  quality  of  tbe  butter  which  is  sold  under  certifi- 
cates of  quality  approved  by  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products, 
since  this  has  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  acceptability  of  such  butter  at  the 
time  it  reaches  the  consumer.  The  keeping-quality  test  which  has  been  inau- 
gurated at  some  of  the  concentration  points  where  butter  is  officially  graded 
therefore,   is  of  particular  interest. 

This  quality  control  program  is  under  the  supervision  of  Edward  Small 
of  the  division.  It  consists  not  only  in  keeping-quality  tests,  but  in 
proper  manufacturing  methods  at  the  creamery,  and  in  sanitary  methods  at 
the  creamery  and  on  the  farm.  A  Federal-State  butter  grader  assigned  to 
a  concentration  point  grades  every  churning  of  butter  received.  Only  those 
churnings  that  score  92  and  93  are  eligible  for  certification.  A  test  sample 
of  every  churning  is  held  out  and  placed  in  an  incubator  for  seven  days  at  70° 
F.  At  the  end  of  the  seventh  day  each  test  sample  is  reexamined  to  make 
certain  that  the  butter  has  retained  its  fine,  sweet  flavor.  In  other  words, 
the  sample,  without  refrigeration,  must  have  all  of  its  original  quality 
after  seven  days.  This  rigid  keeping-quality  test  is  a  protection  to  pro- 
ducer,  distributor,  and  consumer. 

The  Federal-State  butter  grader  also  carries  the  quality  program  into 
the  creameries,  back  to  the  farm,  and  also  to  the  processing  or  cutting  plant. 
The  grader  is  equipped  with  agar  and  plates  to  trace  any  source  of  contamina- 
tion. The  cream,  before  and  after  pasteurization,  is  plated;  likewise,  the 
dumping  vat  or  v/eigh  can,  pumps,  sanitary  pipings,  strainers,  pasteurizer, 
churns,  wash  water,  storage  tank,  refrigerator,  storeroom,  and  air  in  the 
creamery.  At  the  processing  plant,  all  equipment,  storerooms,  refrigerators, 
air  in  the  rooms,  etc.,  are  sprayed  with  a  disinfectant  solution  to  avoid 
possibility  of  contamination. 
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SHIPPING  POINT  INSPECTION 

SERVICE  SHOWS  MARKED  GAIN   _  .  . . 

A  total  of  approximately  367,000  cars  of  fruits  and  vegetables  were 
inspected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30.  This  was  27,000  more  than  during  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  following  States  showed  the  increases  indicated:  Arizona,  4,  120 
cars;  Colorado,  3,089;  California,  4,002;  Florida,  8.737^;  Michigan,  1,224; 
North  Carolina.  3.262;  Ohio,  6,148;  Oregon,  3.317^;  South  Carolina,  1,560; 
and  Texas,  13,381  cars. 

The  following  States  showed  the  principal  decreases  from  last  year: 
Georgia,  3,582;  Idaho,  4,046;  Utah.  2.895;  Virginia,  4,411;  Nebraska,  2,102; 
New  York,  2,147;  Minnesota,  2,365.  In  Georgia,  inspection  was  not  compulsory 
this  year  under  the  watermelon  marketing  agreement,  as  certain  arrangements 
v/ere  made  by  the  Control  Committee  for  the  approval  of  private  inspectors 
for  some  shipping  organizations.  The  decreases  in  other  , States  were  due 
primarily  to  reduced  carlot  shipments  brought  about  by  drought  or  other 
causes. 

AGREEMENTS  SIGNED. FOR  COOPERATIVE 

CROP. REPORTING. WORK  WITH  STATES 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  recently  has  entered  into 
two  new  agreements  by  which  its  work  will  be  conducted  cooperatively  with  the 
States. 

A  cooperative  agreement  has  been  signed  as  of  July  1  with  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  South  Dakota  by  which  the  State  agrees  to  put 
$4,500  a  year  for  the  next  tv/o  years  into  the  crop  reporting  work  in  that 
State.  This  includes  the  taking  of  an  agricultural  census  through  the  as- 
sessors. 

Because  of  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  college  at  Brookings,  the 
South  Dakota  office  has  been  moved  to  Sioux  Falls  and  is  .now  located  in  the 
Poulton  Building. 

A  cooperative  agreement  also  has  been  signed  with  the  State  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  of  Iowa,  which  recognizes  the  Bureau's  statistician  as  head 
of  the  State  Division  of  Statistics  and  places  the  handling  of  the  annual 
census  through  the  assessors  in  the  Federal  statistician's  office. 

AGRICULTURAL  EMPLOYEES '  CREDIT 
UNION,.DOUBLES..ITS.  LOANS 

Loans  made  by  the  Agricultural  Employees  Credit  Union  to  Department 
employees  in  the  year  ended  June  30,  1937,  almost  doubled  the  amount  of  those 
made  in  the  preceding  year.  The  records  show  $44,400  for  the  year  just  ended 
and  $23,800  for  the  year  ended  June  30.  1926. 

There  are  now  1.360  members  of  the  Association,  with  an  investment  of 
$52,000. 

The  loans  help  employees  to  meet  many  pressing  obligations,  and  the 
new  treasurer  of  the  Credit  Union,  W.  H.  Rohrman.  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  Division,  advises  that  it  will  be  glad  to  extend  its  privileges  to 
those  in  the  Department,  permanently  employed,  who  may  need  assistance. 

Mr.  Rohrman  has  succeeded  George  W.  Morrison,  who  is  now  serving  as 
president . 
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LIVESTOCK  GRADING  TO. BE 

DEMONSTRATED  ON  EXHIBIT  TRAIN 

The  Georgia  Extension  Service,  in  cooperation  with  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  Company  and  the  Coastal  Plains  Experiment  Station,  will  run  an 
agricultural  demonstration  train  through  the  southern  part  of  Georgia  from 
August  23  to  September  4.  Stops  will  be  made  in  the  important  farming  dis- 
tricts . 

Meade  T.  Foster,  associate  livestock  and  meat  technologist,  Livestock, 
Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  has  been  selected  to  accompany  the  train  and  give 
demonstrations  of  grades  of  livestock.  Other  demonstrations  will  cover 
poultry  and  there  will  be  exhibits,  furnished  by  the  Coastal  Plains  Experi- 
ment Station,  relating  to  forestry,  pasture  problems,  and  feed  and  forage 
crops . 

REPORT  ON. TECHNOLOGICAL. TRENDS.  AND 
NATIONAL. POLICY  OFF, THE  PRESS 

TECHNOLOGICAL  TRENDS  AND  NATIONAL  POLICY,  the  report  to  the  President 
of  the  National  Resources  Committee,  is  now  off  the  press  and  copies  have 
been  received  by  the  Bureau  library.  The  purpose  of  the  report  is  set  forth 
in  the  following  paragraph  of  the  letter  submitting  it  to  the  President: 
"This,  document  is  the  first  major  attempt  to  show  the  kinds  of  new 
inventions  which  may  affect  living  and  working  conditions  in  America  in 
the  next  10  to  25  years.  It  indicates  some  of  the  problems  which  the 
adoption  and  use  of  these  inventions  will  inevitably  bring  in  their  train. 
It  emphasizes  the  importance  of  national  efforts  to  bring  about  prompt 
adjustment  to  these  changing  situations,  with  the  least  possible  social 
suffering  and  loss,  and  sketches  some  of  the  lines  of  national  policy  di- 
rected to  this  end." 

The  document  is  divided  into  three  parts,  as  follows: 

Part  I— Social  Aspects  of  Technology. 

Part  II — Science  and  Technology. 

Part  III — Technology  in  Various  Fields. 

Part  III  is  introduced  with  a  section  on  agriculture.  A  footnote 
at  the  beginning  of  this  section  indicates  the  part  which  Bureau  represen- 
tatives took  in  its  preparation.     It  reads: 

"This  chapter  was  prepared  under  the  direction  of  S.  H.  McCrory, 
chairman,  and  Roy  F.  Hendrickson,  secretary,  of  the  committee  on  technology 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Mr.  McCory  is  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering.  Mr.  Hendrickson  is  Director  of  Economic 
Information  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  Other  members  of  the 
committee  are:  H.  T.  Herrick,  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils;  Russell  S. 
Kifer,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics;  0.  V.  Wells,  Agricultural  Adjustment

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INSTRUCTIONS.  REGULATIONS.  RULINGS 

COMPUTING  PART-DAY  SATURDAY  ANNUAL 
LEAVE  FOR  TEMPORARY  EMPLOYEES 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  following  Personnel 
Circular  No.  50,  dated  July  23.  1937,  relating  to  the  computing  of  Annual 
Leave  for  temporary  employees  for  part  of  a  day  on  Saturday: 

"In  Personnel  Circular  No.  47,  the  conditions  are  given 
under  \%hich  annual  leave  is  granted  to  temporary  employees  in 
accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Acting  Comptroller  General 
of  the  United  States,  dated  May  26.  1937,  A-84992.  A  further 
decision  of  the  Acting  Comptroller  General  dated  July  9,  1937, 
A-84992,  provides  the  method  of  computing  annual  leave  of 
temporary  employees  who  are  not  absent  all  day  Saturday. 
The  provisions  are  as  follows: 

'Except  for  the  minimum  charge  of  one-half  day, 
paragraph  12  of  the  sick  I^r-ve  regulations  indicates 
the  rule  for  granting  annual  leave  to  temporary  em- 
ployees for  a  part  of  Saturday. 

'When  a  temporary  emplojr^e  works  only  a  part  of 
the  four  hours  required  on  Saturday,  the  charge  against 
such  employees'  annual  leave  for  the  period  he  is  off 
7/ork  should  be  that  portion  of  one  regular  full  day's 
leave  that  the  number  of  hours  during  which  he  does 
not  work  bears  to  the  four-hour  period  of  service  re- 
quired on  Saturday.  For  example:  a  temporary  employee 
who  works  only  one  hour  and  is  on  leave  with  pay  for 
three  hours  on  Saturday  should  have  three-fourths  of 
one  full-time  day  charged  against  his  leave;  a  temporary 
employee  who  works  only  two  hours  and  is  on  leave  with 
pay  for  two  hours  on  Saturday  should  have  one-half  of 
one  full-time  day  charged  against  his  leave;  and  a 
temporary  employee  v/ho  work?^  only  three  hours  and  is 
on  leave  with  pay  for  one  hour  on  Saturday  should  have 
one-fourth  of  one  full-time  day  charged  against  his 
leave.'" 

CREDIT  UNDER  RETIREMENT  ACT  FOR 

SERVICE  ON  WHEN-ACTUALLY-EMPLOYED  BASIS 

Following  is  a  copy  of  Personnel  Circular  No.  51,  relating  to  the 
allowance  of  credit  under  the  Retirement  Act  for  service  rendered  on  a 
when-actually- employed  basis,  to  which  the  Business  Manager  also  calls 
attention: 

"In  connection  with  allowing  credit  under  the  Retirement  Act  for 
service  rendered  on  a  when-actually-employed  basis,  I  am  calling  your 
attention  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  Retirement  Circular  No.  84, 
which,  in  part,  is  as  follows: 

'The  decision  by  the  Acting  Comptroller  General  dated 

April  16,  1937,  16  Comp.  Gen.  927,  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
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The  law  specifically  provides  that  "so  much  of  any 
leaves  of  absence  as  may  exceed  six  months  in  the  aggre- 
gate in  any  calendar  year,  shall  bo  excluded",  thus  auth- 
orizing the  counting  of  periods  of  leaves  of  absence  of  six 
months  or  less  in  any  calendar  year  as  service.  6  Comp. 
Gen.  249,  250.  But  "leaves  of  absence"  during  the  six  months 
or  less  implies  administrative  action  to  excuse  the  employee 
from  active  duty  with  pay  or  to  place  him  in  an  inactive 
status  without  pay.  It  has  been  held  that  an  appointment 
providing  for  payment  of  compensation  on  the  basis  of  "when 
actually  employed"  is  inconsistent  with  the  granting  of  leave 
of  absence  with  pay.  15  Comp.  Gen.  .  1058.  1063  (answer  to 
question  5).  See,  also  paragraphs  19  and  22  of  the  Uniform 
Annual  and  Sick  Leave  Regulations,  respectively.  The  same 
is  true  with  regard  to  leave  of  absence  without  pay.  The 
periods  when  such  an  employee  is  not  on  active  duty  may  not 
be  regarded  as  "leaves  of  absence"  within  the  meaning  of 
the  quoted  provision  of  the  retirement  act  and,  accordingly, 
may  not  be  included  as  "service".  That  the  quoted  provision 
of  the  retirement  act  authorizing  the  counting  of  not  to 
exceed  six  months  leave  of  absence  in  any  calendar  year  as 
service,  was  intended  b3r  the  Congress  to  relate  only  to  full 
time  employment,  is  shown  by  the  express  provision  authorizing 
substitute  postal  employees  to  be  given  credit  for  service 
from  date  of  original  appointment  as  a  substitute. 

Accordingly,  you  are  advised  it  is  the  view  of  this  of- 
fice that  only  the  actual  periods  of  service  of  employees  ap- 
pointed and  paid  on  the  basis  of  'when  actually  employed'  who 
are  otherwise  entitled  to  retirement  benefits,  may  be  included 
in  "length  of  service"  for  the  purpose  of  computing  retire- 
ment annuity. 

'This  decision  changes  the  practice  established  under  the 
retirement  law  with  respect  to  crediting  service  performed  on  a 
when-actually-employed  basis.  This  contemplates  persons  merely 
carried  on  the  rolls  and  required  to  render  service  only  when 
called.  Hereafter  in  computing  an  employee's  length  of  service 
for  retirement  purposes,  credit  will  be  allowed  for  only  actual 
days  of  service  rendered  in  this  category. 

'This  rule  should  not  be  .considered  as  applying  to  employees 
regularly  appointed  for  contemplated  full  time  service.  There  are 
a  number  of  groups  of  such  employees  who  render  substantially  full 
time  employment,  days,  or  other  periods  of  inactivity  being  auth- 
orized by  administrative  action  due  to  weather  conditions,  lack  of 
work,  lack  of  funds,  or  other  circumstances  beyond  the  employee's 
control  or  on  account  of  leave  or  furlough  administratively  approved 
upon  the  employee's  request.  Under  these  circumstances  credit  for 
so  much  of  such  leaves  of  absence  as  do  not  exceed  six  months  in 
the  aggregate  in  any  calendar  year  will  be  allowed. ' 

"If  a  questionable   case   develops   it   should  be   submitted   to  this 

office  with  a  complete  statement  of  facts  for  a  decision  from  the  Civil 

Service  Commission."

HERE  AND  THE^E 

Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products, 
is  making  a  trip  in  the  interest  of  the  egg  and  butter  grading  services. 
He  reports  that  as  a  result  of  a  conference  with  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture of  Michigan,  a  Federal-State  egg  grading  program  will  be  started  im- 
mediately in  that  State.  There  is  every  indication  of  hearty  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  the  State  authorities,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  egg  grading 
program  will  get  off  to  a  favorable  start. 

Roy  F.  Hendrickson,  Director  of  Economic  Information,  spoke  on 
"Changes  and  Rural  Life"  at  the  Farmers'  Institute  Speakers  Summer  Con- 
ference, which  v.'as  held  at  Camp  Ohio,  Ohio,  August  11-14. 
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L.  D.  Mallory,  assistant  agricultural  attache  at  Paris,  and  Gordon 
P.  Boals,  assistant  agricultural  attach§  at  Berlin,  have  been  authorized 
to  return  to  the  United  States  on  leave  in  September.  After  spending  a 
few  days  in  Washington,  it  is  expected  that  both  men  will  return  to  their 
homes  on  leave  for  several  weeks,  Mr.  Mallory  to  California,  and  Mr.  Boals 
to  Oregon. 

Charles  L.  Luedtke,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  who  is  vacationing 
at  his  former  home  in  Minnesota,  will  upon  the  conclusion  of  his  leave  early 
in  September,  make  a  study  of  the  flaxseed  situation  in  that  State  and  in 
North  Dakota. 


Dr.  Einar  Jensen,  in  charge  of  the  project  entitled  "Input  as  Re- 
lated to  Output  in  Farming,"  has  gone  to  Denmark.  While  there  he  expects  to 
spend  some  time  at  the  Royal  Agricultural  College  and  the  Agricultural  Re- 
search Laboratory  in  Copenhagen,  and  the  State  Experiment  Station  in  Lyngby, 
to  study  the  following  subjects  which  are  directly  connected  with  the  re- 
search which  he  is  directing:  Statistical  method  and  experiment  design; 
experimental  technique  in  milk  production  research,  and  economics  of  pasture 
management.     Dr.  Jensen  will  return  to  Washington  on  September  29. 

Dr.  J,  T,  Sanders,  formerly  attached  to  the  Division  of  Land  Economics 
but  now  with  the  Regional  Office  of  the  Resettlement  Administration,  located 
at  Dallas,  Tex.,  arrived  in  Washington  on  July  28.  He  is  here  to  assemble 
material  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  hearings  which  will  be  held  the 
week  of  August  16  regarding  an  old  controversy  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  as  to  damage  done  to  farm  property  by  fumes  from  the  smelter  oper- 
ations across  the  Canadian  border.  The  Smelter  Fumes  study  has  been  carried 
on  by  the  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department. 

Gordon  W.  Sprague,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  presented 
a  paper  entitled  "Poultry  Consumption  in  New  York  City",  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Am.erican  Poultry  Science  Association,  held  at  Madison,  Wis.,  August  10,  11, 
and  12.  While  on  this  trip  he  is  conferring  with  milk  control  officials  in 
several  States  with  respect  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  data  on  per 
capita  milk  consumption.  He  is  also  stopping  in  Chicago  to  confer  with  dairy 
and  poultry  interests  regarding  certain  phases  of  research  work  in  which  the 
division  is  interested. 

Dr.  Emil  Rauchenstein,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  has  gone 
to  Wisconsin  to  confer  with  representatives  of  the  Wisconsin  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  and  the  Extension  Service  regarding  plans  for  summariz- 
ing and  analysing  dairy  farm  record  books  that  are  being  kept  in  cooperation 
with  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry  and  farmers.  He  will  also  visit  cow 
testers  and  farmers  who  are  cooperating  in  keeping  the  books,  in  order  to 
check  on  the  progress  of  the  work.  Dr.  Rauchenstein  will  return  about 
September  15. 

W.  E.  Lewis,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  left  Washington  August  15 
for  New  York  State,  to  spend  a  few  days  assisting  with  the  training  of  in- 
spectors of  cannery  tomatoes.     He  also  will  visit  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
and  New  Jersey,  to  observe  the  operation  of  the  U.  S.  standards  for  cannery 
tomatoes. 
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Fred  Taylor  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  will  return  to  Europe 
about  the  middle  of  September  to  further  investigate  the  false  packing  of  American 
cotton  bales,  a  study  initiated  by  the  Bureau  about  2  years  ago.  He  has  booked 
passage  on  the  S.S.  City  of  Baltimore,  sailing  froa  Baltimore,  September  17. 

Complaints  against  American  cotton  on  arrival  at  milling  centers  abroad 
have  been  received  with  alarming  frequency  in  recent  years.  Most  of  them,  however, 
have  had  no  connection  with  intent  to  defraud  but  were  the  result  of  harvest  con- 
ditions, floods,  drought,  sand  storms,  and  other  natural  causes  that  lov/ered  the 
quality  of  fiber. 

The  Bureau  is  deeply  concerned  about  the  several  instances  of  obvious 
criminal  practices  where  the  outside  layers  of  a  bale  consisted  of  good  grade  and 
the  interior  of  low  grade  cotton.  Such  bales,  usually  referred  to  as  "false 
packed",  are  characterized  as  "sandwich  bales." 

The  original  investigations  made  by  Mr.  Taylor  revealed  that  while  only 
a  very  small  percentage  of  the  American  cotton  shipped  to  European  mills  con- 
sisted of  the  so-called  "sandwich-pack",  the  receipt  of  even  occasional  bales 
adversely  affocted  the  competitive  position  of  the  product  as  against  other 
growths. 

Since  his  return  from  Europe  last  May,  Mr.  Taylor  has  visited  practically 
all  the  large  cotton  ginning  centers  in  the  United  States  where  he  has  presented 
the  results  of  his  study  to  cotton  experts,  ginners,  extension  workers,  faira 
editors,  compress  men,  and  cottonseed  crushers.  During  this  tour  he  has  presenteid 
samples,  brought  from  fourteen  spinning  centers  in  Europe,  demonstrating  not  onj.y 
evidence  of  the  shipment  of  "sandwich  bales"  but  also  evidence  bearing  out  other 
complaints. 


COMMITTEE  DESIGNATED  TO  PREPARE 
SPECIAL  OUTLOOK  REPORT 

A  committee  has  been  designated  to  prepare  a  special  outlook  report  this 
fall.  This  report  will  refine  and  carry  somewhat  further,  especially  those  parls 
which  relate  to  national  goals  in  agricultural  production,  the  subject  mattc^r 
of  the  report  entitled  "Looking  Ahead  on  Agricultural  Policy",  prepared  last  year 
by  the  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  and 
the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

Dr.  Black  has  consented  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  new  committee.  The

MR.  MOTZ  DISCUSSES  FRUIT  EXPORT 

SITUATION  BEFORE  RETURNING  TO  EUROPE 

Frederick  A.  Motz,  fruit  marketing  specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service,  has  completed  plans  to  return  to  his  headquarters  at  Lon- 
don. England,  after  several  months'  visit  in  this  country.  He  will  sail 
from  Norfolk,  Va.,  September  17,  on  the  S.S.  City  of  Baltimore.  During  the 
summer  months  he  has  visited  practically  all  the  important  fruit  producing 
areas  in  the  United  States,  giving  particular  attention  to  those  States  that 
are  interested  primarily  in  the  overseas  market. 

Mr.  Motz  states  that  the  fruit  export  situation  for  the  past  few  years 
has  been  made  extremely  difficult,  largely  because  of  the  barriers  which  have 
been  set  up  in  Europe  in  the  form  of  tariffs,  sanitary  restrictions,  licens- 
ing systems,  quotas,  exchange  difficulties,  etc.  While  trade  agreements  have 
been  concluded  with  16  countries,  all  of  which  have  placed  apples  in  a  more 
favorable  position,  negotiations  with  some  of  the  more  important  countries, 
as  far  as  they  relate  to  American  fruits,  are  still  not  completed. 

The  apple  crop  in  the  United  States  is  large  this  year,  being  esti- 
mated at  202  million  bushels.  Growers  and  shippers  generally,  Mr.  Motz  has 
found,  are  exceedingly  pessimistic  at  this  time  regarding  the  outlook,  as  they 
feel  that  with  the  restricted  export  movement,  prices  in  the  main  are  likely  to 
be  unremunerative .  In  view  of  the  disastrous  experience  of  1935,  which  oc- 
curred as  a  result  of  the  heavy  shipments  that  took  place  during  September  and 
early  October,  operators  on  the  United  Kingdom  markets  are  rather  apprehensive 
of  entering  into  contracts  on  an  extensive  scale.  They  fear  a  recurrence  of 
that  experience.  That  year  the  Australasian  fruit  season  finished  very  strong 
and  because  of  the  short  European  crop  in  prospect,  all  interested  parties  were 
of  the  opinion  that  a  strong  demand  v,'ould  continue.  Shippers  and  receivers 
alike  became  very  careless  and  overlooked  the  usual  requirements  of  their 
respective  marKets.  Shipments  were  extremely  heavy  and  a  large  part  of  the 
fruit  was  offered  in  an  overripe,  poor  condition.  It  met  v/ith  a  cold  reception 
and  as  a  result  prices  were  driven  down  to  an  extremely  low  level.  In  order 
to  maintain  satisfactory  prices  abroad,  Mr.  Motz  declares,  both  the  quality  and 
condition  must  be  satisfactory  owing  to  the  increased  competition  that  has  de- 
veloped in  recent  years.  This  he  has  tried  to  bring  home  to  shippers  and 
growers  on  his  travels  this  summer. 

Exports  this  season,  Mr.  Motz  is  confident,  will  not  only  be  maintained 
but  will  certainly  exceed  those  of  a  year  ago. 

Mr.  Motz  states  that  the  hostilities  in  Spain  have  not  reduced  the  sup- 
ply of  Spanish  fruit  on  European  markets.  Shipments  last  year  were  well 
maintained  and  in  many  instances  constituted  a  drug  on  the  market. 

OREGON_COOPERATE.S_IN_ 

CROP  ESTIMATES  WORK 

Cooperative  agreement  with  the  Extension  Service  and  the  Experiment 
Station  of  Oregon  Agricultural  College  has  just  been  entered  into  by  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.  The  principal  purpose  of  this 
cooperation  is  to  coordinate  and  expand  the  work  of  collecting  statistics 
on  special  crops  grown  in  Oregon;  also  to  develop  county  estimates. 

The  State  of  Oregon  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  appropri- 
ated $10,000  for  this  work  for  the  next  two  years.  The  work  will  be  headed 
up  in  the  office  of  the  State  statistician  at  Portland. 
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MARKETING  STATISTICS 

SECTION  ESTABLISHED 

Establishment,  October  1,  1937,  of  a  Marketing  Statistics  Section 
in  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  was  announced  by  Dr.  Black 
in  a  memorandum  dated  August  19  to  division  and  section  leaders.  The  memo- 
randum reads,  in  part: 

"Effective  October  1.  1937.  there  will  be  established  in  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  a  unit  to  be  known  as  the  Marketing  Stat- 
tistics  Section.  To  this  division  will  be  transferred  personnel  and  funds 
now  allocated  to  the  Cold  Storage  Section  and  to  the  Transportation  Reports 
Section,  and  these  units  will  be  discontinued  as  separate  sections  of  the 
Bureau . 

"The  object  of  this  transfer  is  to  provide  for  better  coordination  of 
marketing  statistics  now  collected  in  the  Bureau  and  to  provide  more  ade- 
quate supervision  and  technical  advice  on  problems  of  methodology.  In  a 
critical  review  of  the  statistics  of  the  Bureau,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
data  as  to  stocks,  processing,  and  marketing  movements  of  farm  products  are 
inadequate.  The  data  as  to  market  movements  are  becoming  increasingly  less 
valuable  because  of  the  inadequacy  of  carlot  shipments  and  unloads  from  cars 
and  boats  to  represent  the  real  movement  of  products.  The  collection  of  data 
as  to  processing  and  stocks,  including  cold  storage  holdings,  needs  the  at- 
tention of  trained  statisticians  who  understand  the  problems  involved  in 
building  estimates  out  of  sample  or  incomplete  census  data.  Furthermore, 
these  stocks  and  processing  data  need  to  be  coordinated  closely  with  indi- 
cations of  production. 

"It  is  believed  that  these  difficulties  and  problems  can  best  be  met 
by  a  coordinated  approach  to  the  collection  of  such  statistics.  This  means 
closer  cooperation  between  the  various  field  offices  of  the  Bureau  which  are 
in  a  position  to  contribute  to  the  collection  of  such  data,  including  State 
statisticians,  shipping  point  inspectors,  and  market  news  field  offices.  For 
some  statistics  it  may  be  desirable  to  rely  mainly  on  coordination  of  the  work 
of  offices  in  the  marketing  centers,  in  others  upon  field  collection  activities, 
while  in  other  cases  a  combination  may  be  most  efficient.  Cooperation  with 
other  Government  agencies  dealing  with  transportation  problems  also  may  yield 
helpful  results.  *  *  *" 

MICHIGAN  NOW  HAS  FEDERAL- 
STATE  EGG  GRADING  SERVICE 

Federal-State  egg  grading  service  was  extended  to  Michigan  on  August 
9  under  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  Bureau  and  the  Michigan  State 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

William  Gate,  who  since  last  February  has  been  Federal-State  super- 
visor of  the  egg  grading  service  in  Illinois,  has  been  transferred  to  Hamilton, 
Mich.  He  will  serve  as  Federal-State  egg  grader  of  the  plant  at  the  Hamil- 
ton Farm  Bureau  and  of  L.  G.  Stallcamp  at  Zeeland.  These  are  the  first  two 
organizations  to  employ  Federal-State  egg  grading  in  Michigan. 

Ben  Desenberg  was  recently  appointed  Federal-State  supervisor  of  the 
egg  grading  service  in  Michigan. 
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MICHIGAN  COOPERATES 

IN  INSPECTION  SERVICE 

A  cooperative  agreement  covering  the  inspection  of  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  has  just  been  entered  into  with  the  Michigan  State  Department 
of  Agriculture.  In  preparation  for  the  work,  which  will  begin  about  Sep- 
tember 1,  M.  A.  Russell,  assistant  regional  supervisor  of  the  Chicago  office 
of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  has  been  in  Lansing  recently  conducting 
an  inspectors'  training  class. 

It  is  understood  that  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  has  signed 
agreements  with  shippers  controlling  90  percent  of  the  potato  shipments,  who 
have  pledged  at  least  75  percent  of  their  shipments  for  inspection. 

For  the  past  several  years  some  inspection  work  has  been  conducted 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  State  of  Michigan  under  cooperative  agreements  with 
the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana. 

The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  has  cooperative  agreements  in  ef- 
fect at  the  present  time  with  all  States  with  the  exception  of  New  Mexico, 
Kentucky,  Connecticut,  South  Dakota,  and  Rhode  Island. 

LUNCHECN  HELD  BY  JOINT  COMMITTEE 

ON  APPRAISAL  AND  MORTGAGE  ANALYSIS 

About  60  Government  workers  interested  in  problems  related  to  real  es- 
tate appraisal  came  together  in  Washington,  August  13,  at  a  luncheon  called  by 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Appraisal  and  Mortgage  Analysis.  The  Bureau  was  rep- 
resented by  Roy  M,  Green,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance, 
and  Miss  Margaret  T.  Olcott  and  Miss  Louise  0.  Bercaw  of  the  Bureau  library. 

The  purpose  of  the  Joint  Committee  as  stated  by  Frederick  M.  Babcock, 
Director,  Underwriting  Division,  Federal  Housing  Administration,  is  to  make 
available  to  all  appraisers  the  sources  of  data  which  are  important  to  them. 
The  Committee  is  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  a  National  Forum  on  Real  Es- 
tate Appraisal  and  Mortgage  Analysis,  to  be  held  November  19  and  20.  Its 
major  task  before  the  meeting  is  the  compilation  of  a  bibliography  on  ap- 
praisal methods  and  a  catalogue  of  appraisal  data  showing  where  the  material 
is  located  in  the  various  Governmental  agencies. 

At  the  luncheon  Mr.  Babcock  highly  praised  the  Bureau's  bibliography 
No.  60,  "Valuation  of  Real  Estate,"  compiled  by  Miss  Olcott  and  Miss  Helen 
E.  Hennefrund  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  G.  Lacy,  Librarian,  and  later 
it  was  referred  to  with  equal  appreciation  by  A.  J.  DuBois,  Chief  of  the  Valu- 
ation Unit,  Underwriting  Division,  Federal  Housing  Administration.

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STATISTICS  0F_ MANUFACTURED  DAIRY 

PRODUCTS  IMPROVED  UNDER  NEW.  PLAN 

The  plan  which  has  been  followed  in  the  past  by  the  Division  of  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Products  in  connection  with  the  handling  of  statistics  on  the 
production  of  manufactured  dairy  products  in  Minnesota,  recently  has  been 
modified  in  order  to  take  further  advantage  of  the  authority  granted  by  State 
law.  Under  the  new  arrangement,  Charles  Ommodt,  Commissioner  of  the  Minnesota 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Dairy,  and  Food,  who  is  being  appointed  a  col- 
laborator of  this  Bureau,  will  be  responsible  for  obtaining  reports  from 
Minnesota  dairy  plants.  The  schedules,  which  will  be  obtained  monthly  instead 
of  semi-annually,  will  contain  a  number  of  items  on  costs,  in  addition  to 
production  data,  which  are  desired  by  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  production  statistics  in  which  the  Bureau  is  primarily  interested  will 
clear  through  the  office  of  Paul  H.  Kirk,  agricultural  statistician  in  charge 
of  the  St.  Paul  office  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates. 

The  purpose  of  arrangements  such  as  the  foregoing,  which  are  similar 
to  those  in  effect  in  several  other  States,  is  to  improve  the  completeness 
and  accuracy  of  production  reports. 

MARKETING  SPECIALIST  EXAMINATIONS  ANNOUNCED 

Examinations  for  the  positions  of  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist 
(Fruits  and  Vegetables),  $2,600  a  year,  and  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist 
(Canned  Fruits  and  Vegetables),  $2,600  a  year,  have  been  announced  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  Applications  must  be  on  file  with  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  at  Washington,  D.  C,  not  later  than  the  following  dates:  (a) 
September  12,  1937,  if  received  from  States  other  than  those  named  in  (b) 
below.  (b)  September  16,  1937.  if  received  from  the  following  States:  Ari- 
zona, California,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Montana,  Nevada,  Nev/  Mexico,  Oregon,  Utah, 
Washington,  Wyoming.  The  register  of  eligibles  for  each  of  these  positions 
will  be  divided  into  two  lists,  A  and  B.  List  A  will  include  those  eligibles 
who  are  college  graduates,  and  list  B  will  include  those  eligibles  who  are  not 
college  graduates. 

Copies  of  the  announcement  may  be  consulted  in  the  Personnel  Section 
of  the  Bureau. 

INSTRUCTIONS.  REGULATIONS,  RULINGS 

DESIGNATED  DOCTOR  AND  HOSPITAL 

NECESSARY  IN  COMPENSATION  CASES 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  the  past  by  employees  who 
have  failed  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  U.  S.  Employees' 
Compensation  Commission,  the  Business  Manager  directs  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing instructions  of  the  Commission  and  urgently  requests  that  they  be  strict- 
ly adhered  to. 

Section  9  of  the  Employees'  Compensation  Act  stipulates  that  the  "ser- 
vices, appliances,  and  supplies"  for  an  injured  employee  under  the  terms  of 
that  Act  shall  be  furnished  by  a  hospital  or  dispensary  of  the  United  States, 
and  that  where  this  is  not  practicable,  such  services,  etc.,  "shall  be  fur- 
nished by  or  upon  the  order  of  private  physicians  and  hospitals  designated 
or  approved  by  the  Commission."      "Mere   convenience  or  personal  preference 
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of  the  injured  employee",  instructions  of  the  Compensation  Commission  caution, 
"will  not  be  considered  sufficient  explanation  for  the  selection  of  private 
physicians  or  for  designated  physicians  in  those  localities  where  Government 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  available."  For  the  guidance  of  Bureau  em- 
ployees. Section  9  of  the  Act  is  quoted  in  full: 

"That  for  any  injury  sustained  by  an  employee  while  in  the  performance 
of  duty,  whether  or  not  disability  has  arisen,  the  United  States  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  employee  all  services,  appliances,  and  supplies  prescribed  or 
recommended  by  duly  qualified  physicians  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mission, are  likely  to  cure  or  to  give  relief  or  to  reduce  the  degree  or 
the  period  of  disability  or  to  aid  in  lessening  the  amount  of  the  monthly 
compensation.  Such  services,  appliances,  and  supplies  shall  be  furnished  by 
or  upon  the  order  of  United  States  medical  officers  and  hospitals,  but  where 
this  is  not  practicable  they  shall  be  furnished  by  or  upon  the  order  of  pri- 
vate physicians  and  hospitals  designated  or  approved  by  the  Commission.  For 
the  securing  of  such  services,  appliances,  and  supplies  the  employee  may 
be  furnished  transportation,  and  may  be  paid  all  expenses  incident  to  the  se- 
curing of  such  services,  appliances,  and  supplies  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Commission,  are  necessary  and  reasonable.  All  such  expenses  when  author- 
ized or  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  from  the  employees'  compen- 
sation fund. " 

The  Commission's  instructions  further  state: 

"When  an  injured  employee  is  sent  to  a  marine  hospital  or  Public 
Health  Service  dispensary  or  to  a  designated  physician  for  treatment,  his  of- 
ficial superior  should  give  him  a  request  for  treatment  made  out  on  the  Com- 
mission's form  {CA-16)  entitled  'Request  for  Treatment',  or  a  letter  giving 
all  the  information  called  for  by  the  Commission's  form.  This  request  should 
be  dated  and  signed  by  the  official  superior  in  his  official  capacity,  and  all 
the  information  called  for  by  the  form  should  be  given.  This  'Request  for 
Treatment'  will  be  the  United  States  medical  officer's  or  the  designated 
physician's  authority  for  treating  the  case  as  a  beneficiary  of  the  Compen- 
sation Act.  *  *  * 

"Attention  is  particularly  invited  to  the  fact  that  employees  are 
entitled  to  medical  treatment  under  the  Compensation  Act  only  for  injuries 
sustained  while  in  the  performance  of  duty  and  occupational  diseases — i.e., 
those  showing  direct  causal  relationship  to  the  nature  and  conditions  of 
employee's  work.  Illness  not  due  directly  to  the  nature  or  condition  of  the 
employee's  work  and  injuries  not  sustained  while  in  the  performance  of  duty 
do  not  entitle  the  employee  to  treatment  under  the  act.  *  *  * 

"If  there  is  doubt  as  to  whether  the  disability  of  an  employee  is 
due  to  injury  sustained  in  the  performance  of  duty,  the  official  superior 
should  send  the  employee  to  a  United  States  medical  officer  with  a  'Request 
for  Treatment'  on  the  Commission's  form  CA-17.  If  there  is  no  United  States 
medical  officer  available,  the  employee  should  be  sent  to  a  physician  de- 
signated by  the  Commission,  with  a  request  on  form  CA-17,  as  provided  in 
paragraph' 88  of  the  Commission's  regulations.  *  *  *"

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As  The  B.  A.  E.  News  is  released,  we  learn  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  J. 
Clyde  Marquis,  wife  of  the  former  Director  of  Economic  Information  of  this 
Bureau.  Mrs.  Marquis  had  been  with  Mr.  Marquis  in  Rome,  Italy,  ever  since 
his  appointment  as  American  delegate  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  fall  of  1935.     Her  death  follows  a  long  illness. 

James  K.  Wallace,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  will  leave  Wash- 
ington September  2,  for  90  days'  work  in  grading  cattle  and  sheep,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Extension  Services  in  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Utah,  Idaho, 
Washington,  Montana,  and  North  Dakota.  During  that  period  he  will  spend  2 
weeks  with  the  Indian  Extension  Service  grading  the  Indian  cattle  for  the 
annual  auction  sales  on  the  Reservations  at  Unitah,  Utah,  Shoshone,  Wyo.,  Fort 
Hall.  Idaho,  the  Owyhee  Reservation,  North  Elko,  Nev. ,  and  with  the  Utes  and 
Piutes  near  Carson  City,  Nev.  En  route  back  to  Washington  in  December,  Mr.  Wal- 
lace will  attend  the  Chicago  International  Livestock  Exposition,  to  take  part  in 
the  Departmental  activities  there. 

Thomas  W.  Heitz,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  is  attending 
the  Ohio  State  Fair  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  August  30-September  3.  He  is  acting 
as  judge  of  the  egg  exhibit  and  the  live  and  dressed  poultry  exhibits  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  U.  S.  standards  and  grades,  and  is  demonstrating  exhibits 
of  the  U.  S.  grades  for  eggs  and  live  and  dressed  poultry.

"I  wish  to  take  this  method  to  thank  you  and  your  organization  for  the 
very  splendid  way  in  which  you  cooperated  to  make  the  tobacco  grading  schools 
a  success  in  Robeson  County  on  July  27-30,  inclusive.  During  these  4  days 
1200  farmers  were  given  instructions  by  your  men  on  tobacco  grading.  On  August 
6  your  Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Armistead  spent  another  day  in  this  county,  at  which 
time  they  gave  103  farmers  instructions  on  tobacco  grading.  I  feel  very 
confident  that  the  1303  farmers  reached  during  the  5  days  was  effort  well  put 
forth  and  I  am  at  this  time  requesting  that  you  hold  similar  grading  schools 
in  this  county  during  the  week  beginning  July  18.  1938.  *  *  *"

Norris  had  previously  evacuated  to  Eanila  with  Mrs.  J.  B.  Gibbs  and  children. 
Mrs.  Norris  was  on  the  President  Hoover  coming  from  Manila  to  Shanghai  when 
it  was  bom.bed  by  Chinese  planes.  Mr.  Norris  expects  to  reach  the  President 
Hoover  before  it  sails  from  Japan.  Mr,  Gibbs  will  continue  in  Shanghai  for 
the  tim.e  being.  Owen  L.  Dawson  at  the  present  time  is  in  Manila  and  his  family 
are  vacationing  in  Japan.

UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE.  WASHINGTON.  D.  C^ 
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Responsibility  for  the  development  of  a  program  of  land  conservation,  land 
utilization,  and  retirement  of  submarginal  land,  Secretary  Wallace  has  announced, 
has  been  assigned  as  of  September  1  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  who  has  been  Assistant  Administrator  of  the  Resettlement  Admin- 
istration in  charge  of  land  utilization  and  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land 
Economics  of  this  Bureau,  has  been  named  by  Dr.  Black  to  the  new  position  of 
Assistant  Chief  in  charge  of  land  utilization. 

This  is  one  of  the  administrative  changes  made  by  the  Secretary  to  enable 
the  Department  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act. 

The  Farm  Tenant  Act  authorizes  the  Secretary  to  lend  money  to  farm  tenants 
in  order  to  help  them  become  farm  owners,  to  make  rehabilitation  loans  to  farmers 
for  subsistence,  improvement,  and  other  purposes,  and  to  develop  a  program  of 
land  utilization,  including  the  retirement  of  submarginal  land. 

Secretary  Wallace  has  announced  that  he  has  assigned  responsibility  for 
the  first  two  purposes— tenant  loans,  and  rehabilitation  loans —  to  the  Farm 
Security  Administration,  which  as  of  September  1  will  be  the  official  name  of 
the  Resettlement  Administration.  Mr.  Wallace  explained  that  the  resettlement 
and  construction  projects  of  the  Resettlement  Administration  were  rapidly  nearing 
completion,  and  that  the  major  activities  of  the  agency  in  the  future  could  not 
accurately  be  described  by  the  word  "resettlement."  Dr.  Will  W.  Alexander, 
Administrator  of  the  Resettlement  Administration,  has  been  named  by  Secretary 
Wallace  to  serve  as  Administrator  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration. 

Secretary  Wallace  also  has  announced  the  appointment  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Farmers'  Home  Corporation,  as  provided  for  in  Title  IV  of  the 
Farm  Tenant  Act.  Harry  L.  Brown,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Dr.  Black, 
and  Dr.  Alexander  have  been  named  to  the  board. 


ORGANIZATION  OF  LAND  WORK  IN  BUREAU 

FORESHADOWED  BY  PRELIMINARY  ANNOUNCEMENT 


The  organization  for  the  land  utilization  work,  as  transferred  to  the 
Bureau,  has  been  reshaped  to  date  as  follows,  according  to  Dr.  Black: 

The  name  of  the  Land  Use  Planning  Section  of  the  Resettlement  Administra- 
tion is  changed  to  Division  of  Land  Economics  with  Morris  M.  Kelso 
in  charge 

The  Project  Planning  Section  is  being  divided  into  two  divisions  -  Division 
of  Project  Organization  with  C.  F.  Clayton  in  charge  and  Division 
of  Land  Acquisition  with  Paul  L.  Koenig  in  charge 

The  Project  Development  Section  will  become  the  Division  of  Land  Develop- 
ment with  W.  M.  Russell  in  charge. 

A  later  issue  of  the  B.  A.  E.  News  v/ill  give  further  developments  in  the 
reorganization  of  the  work  relating  to  land.

BUREAU  WELCOMES  BACK 

A_.  NUMBER  OF  WORKERS 

With  the  transfer  to  this  Bureau  of  the  work  relating  to  land  utili- 
zation and  retirement  of  submarginal  land,  the  Bureau  welcomes  back  several 
workers  and  welcomes  others  who  are  coming  here  for  the  first  time.  The 
list  of  the  new  names  is  not  yet  complete. 

Chief  among  those  returning  is  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  v/ho  has,  in  fact, 
retained  his  responsibility  as  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics 
during  his  absence.  Dr.  Gray,  originally  a  Missourian,  has  devoted  most 
of  his  life  to  teaching  and  studying  land  economics.  In  his  early  days 
he  studied  at  William  Jewell  College  and  the  Universities  of  Chicago  and 
Wisconsin,  and  he  taught  in  Oklahoma,  Wisconsin,  Saskatchewan,  and  Tennessee. 
In  1919  he  came  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  organize  and  lead  the 
Division  of  Land  Economics,  where  thorough-going  research  was  done. 

In  August  1933,  in  an  address  before  the  American  Country  Life 
Association  at  Blacksburg,  Va.  ,  Dr.  Gray  stated  that  in  our  underlying 
conceptions  of  the  role  and  responsibility  of  government  and  its  relation 
to  the  social  order  we  were  as  far  removed  from  the  conceptions  of  February 
1933  as  they  in  turn  were  from  the  conceptions  of  February  1833.  The 
essence  of  the  change,  he  said,  is  from  the  idea  that  the  function  of 
government  is  merely  to  create  conditions  favorable  to  competitive  enterprise 
to  the  idea  of  a  positive  direction  and  control  of  the  competitive  process 
in  the  interest  of  greater  economic  and  social  stability  and  a  higher 
standard  of  well-being  for  the  masses. 

Dr.  Gray  has  had  his  full  share  in  these  swiftly  developing  concep- 
tions, especially  in  regard  to  the  use  of  land,  for  he  was  made  head  of 
the  Land  Policy  Section  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
and  transferred  to  the  Resettlement  Administration  as  assistant  administra- 
tor in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Utilization.  In  1932  he  served  as 
executive  secretary  of  the  National  Land  Use  Planning  Committee.  More 
recently  he  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  President's  Great  Plains  Committee 
and  as  executive  secretary  of  the  President's  Committee  on  Farm  Tenancy. 

Claud  F.  Clayton,  originally  of  Michigan,  received  his  A.  B.  and 
A.  M.  degrees  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  and  his  Ph.  D.  degree  in 
economics  and  statistics  at  the  University  of  Minnesota.  He  then  taught 
agricultural  economics  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  and  the  Michigan  State 
College;  in  Michigan  he  was  also  in  charge  of  research  and  extension  in 
agricultural  economics.  After  being  appointed  to  this  Bureau  in  1928  he 
continued  his  research  studies,  later  becoming  a  principal  agricultural 
economist.  In  1934  he  transferred  to  the  Land  Policy  Section  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  as  supervisor  of  the  nine  regional 
assistants  in  the  Division  of  Program  Planning  and,  upon  transfer  of  this 
work  to  the  Resettlement  Administration,  he  became  chief  of  the  Project 
Planning  Section,  Land  Utilization  Division. 

William  A.  Hartman,  a  native  of  Wisconsin,  v/as  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  received  his  Ph.  D.  degree  in  agricultural 
economics  there  in  1928.  He  had  a  fellowship  in  economics  there  and  later 
taught  in  various  capacities  and  did  research  in  the  department  of  agri- 
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cultural  engineering,  and  later  was  assistant  in  the  department  of  agri- 
cultural economics.  Dr.  Hartman  was  awarded  the  American  Distinguished 
Service  Cross  and  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre  for  his  service  in  the  World 
War.  In  1S2S  Dr.  Hartman  came  to  this  Bureau  as  senior  agricultural  econ- 
omist. In  1934  he  transferred  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
and  subsequently  became  assistant  regional  director  for  Region  V,  of  the 
Resettlement  Administration,  embracing  four  Southern  States. 

■  Carleton  P.  Barnes,  originally  of  Massachusetts,  studied  at  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology  and  New  York  State  College  of  Forestry,  and  was 
graduated  from  Syracuse  University.  He  received  his  Ph.  D.  degree  from 
Clark  University.  After  serving  with  the  Central  New  York  State  Parks 
Commission,  and  the  Michigan  Land  Economic  Survey,  he  came  to  this  Bureau 
in  1929  as  assistant  agricultural  economist,  assisting  in  studies  of  eco- 
nomic uses  of  land.  In  1934  he  transferred  to  AAA  and  became  head  of  the 
Land  Classification  Unit,  Land  Use  Planning  Section,  Land  Utilization,  after 
absence  for  a  short  period  of  service  in  the  Resettlement  Administration. 
In  1936,  he  returned  to  this  Bureau  but  as  he  has  been  directing  regional 
studies  in  the  Southern  States  on  long-time  uses  of  land  in  cut-over  and 
ssmi-arid  areas  as  related  to  farming  and  grazing,  he  is  listed  here  among 
those  recently  returned  to  the  Bureau. 

L.  J.  Feet,  of  Vermont,  took  his  B.  S.  and  M.  S.  degrees  at  the 
University  of  Vermont,  and  in  1928  did  graduate  work  there  as  a  research 
fellov/,  on  a  land-utilization  project.  In  1929  he  was  appointed  as  col- 
laborator with  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  on  a  land  utilization 
survey  with  the  Vermont  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  and  later  on 
similar  cooperative  work  with  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 
In  1950,  Mr.  Peet  became  assistant  agricultural  economist,  on  a  series  of 
land  utilization  studies  to  forecast  expenses  of  production  and  land  values 
in  cut-over  and  semi-arid  lands.  In  1934  he  transferred  to  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  and  became  senior  agricultural  economist,  conduct- 
ing studies  of  areas  with  a  view  to  withdrawal  from  production,  with  which 
v/ork  he  continued  to  be  associated  in  the  Project  Planning  Section,  Land 
Utilization  Division,  Resettlement  Adiriinistration . 

Paul  L.  Koenig,  from  Pennsylvania,  was  graduated  from  Pennsylvania 
State  College.  After  serving  as  assistant  in  agricultural  extension  there, 
he  became  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  in  1924  as  Federal-State  agricultural 
statistician  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  In  1928,  he  was  brought  into  the 
Washington  office  of  the  Bureau  where,  as  senior  crop  and  livestock  estimator, 
he  had  charge  of  the  fruit  and  truck  crop  estimates.  In  1935  he  transferred 
to  the  Resettlement  Administration,  where  he  has  been  executive  assistant 
to  Dr.  Gray. 

Hilius  H.  Hart  came  to  this  Bureau  in  1921  and  after  serving  in 
several  capacities  transferred  to  AAA  in  1934.  After  going  to  the  Resettle- 
ment Administration  he  became  Chief  of  the  General  Service  Section,  Land 
Utilization  Division. 

Mary  J.  Bean  had  been  with  this  Bureau  since  1920  when,  in  1935,  she 
transferred  to  AAA.  Later,  in  the  Resettlement  Administration,  she  was 
made    Chief    Clerk,    Project    Planning   Section,    Land   Utilization  Division. 

Ernest  H.  Wiecking,  formerly  head  of  the  Land  Use  Planning  Section 
in  the  Resettlement  Administration,  is  continuing  as  Assistant  Coordinator 
of  land-use  planning,  attached  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary. 
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FIRST  OUTLOOK  CHART  BOOKS  READY: 
DEADLINE  IS  OCTOBER  25 

The  first  chart  book,  "Beef  Cattle,  1938",  of  the  Outlook  series 
is  now  complete  and  the  other  14  books  in  the  series  will  follow  at  an 
early  date,  all  to  be  available  by  October  25,  in  time  for  the  annual 
Outlook  Conference  beginning  on  that  date. 

Following  the  practice  inaugurated  last  year,  the  chart  books  now 
include  tables,  and  considerable  effort  is  being  made  in  preparing  them 
that  they  may  serve  as  handbooks  for  the  extension  workers. 

Most  of  the  Outlook  committees  have  their  work  well  under  way  relative 
to  preparation  of  the  preliminary  Outlook  reports.  These  reports  are  to 
be  mailed  to  the  States  by  October  15,  so  that  they  may  be  studied  in  ad- 
vance of  the  conference,  October  25-30.

DR.  . BAKER  REVIEWS  RURAL 

POPULATION  CONDITIONS  IN  EUROPE 

Upon  his  return  on  September  2,  from  Europe,  where  he  went  to  take 
part  in  the  International  Population  Congress  in  Paris,  July  29  to  August 
1,  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  commented  on  the  ap- 
proach to  a  stationary  population. 

A  larger  proportion  of  research  workers  in  this  field,  in  Europe 
than  in  the  United  States,  realize  the  economic,  social,  and  political 
implications  of  the  declining  population.  The  consequences  of  a  declining 
population  to  an  agriculture  loaded  with  debt,  and  for  the  most  part,  highly 
commercialized,  will  be  serious,  he  says. 

In  England,  France,  and  Sweden,  population  is  now  at  the  crest 
and  probably  within  the  next  decade  the  numbers  will  begin  to  decrease. 
In  the  United  States,  population  is  estimated  to  reach  a  stationary  condi- 
tion about  1950,  and  start  declining  about  1960. 

Before  the  sessions  in  Paris,  Dr.  Baker  visited  farms,  producers' 
cooperatives  and  garden  cities  in  northern  France.  Of  the  garden  cities, 
Tegnier,  which  is  one  of  28  such  projects  developed  by  one  of  the  French 
railroads  for  its  employees,  was  an  interesting  example.  Each  house  is 
located  on  a  small  tract  of  land,  and  practically  every  lot  has  a  garden, 
both  vegetables  and  flowers,  with  an  occasional  flock  of  chickens  and  pen 
of  hares.  An  excellent  6-room  house  with  all  modern  conveniences  rents  for 
$16,  a  3-room  apartment  for  $8.  Medical  and  nursing  services  are  provided 
at  very  low  cost.  Not  a  child  under  15,  including  infants,  has  died  during 
the  last  3  years,  and  not  a  maternity  death  has  occurred  since  the  town 
was  established  20  years  ago.  There  is  one  large  cooperative  store,  one 
cooperative  theater  and  picture  show,   and  excellent  provision  for  sports. 

Dr.  Baker  also  visited  Monastery  Citeaux,   over  1,000  years  old  and 
maker  of  a  famous  cheese.      This  institution  is  entirely  self-sufficing. 
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The  birthrate  in  Sweden  is  lov/er  than  in  any  other  country,  except 
possibly  England.  The  maximum  population  has  been  nearly  reached  and  the 
present  birthrate  will   result   in  a  decline  of  a  third  each  generation. 

Year-round  rural  home  industry  near  Boras  in  Sweden,  is  provided  by 
hand-operated  knitting  machines  placed  in  the  homes  by  the  knitting  mills 
of  that  city.    About  10,000  farm  homes  in  the  hilly  countryside  are  provided 
with  these  machines;  the  knitting  is  done  mostly  by  the  wife  and  daughters 
to  supplement  the  farm  income  of  these  owner-operated  farms.     This  work  is 
paid  for  by  the  piece,  the  wage  averaging  75  cents  a  day  for  8  or  10  hours. 
Ready-made  garments  are  also  sewed  together.     Some  farmers  make  furniture, 
packing  boxes,  and  baskets  during  the  long  winters.     The  pay  is  low,  but  it 
is  that  much  better  than  nothing.    Thus  these  farms  provide  economic  security 
and  permit  the  families  to  enjoy  a  few  of  the  modern  comforts.    In  some  vil- 
lages small  factories  are  located  in  back  yards  of  some  of  the  homes,  where 
such  articles  as  screv/s,  curtain  rods,  wire  lath,  and  shoe  eyelets  are  made. 
In  the  tourist  sections  shops  display  the  products  of  home  industry  -  linens, 
novelties  of  wood  and  iron,   pottery,   glassware  and  in  Oslo  a  large  store 
sells  excellent  home-made  furniture,  rugs,  linen  and  cotton  goods. 

In  Denmark,  there  is  almost  no  farm  tenancy.  Very  many  farms  are 
mortgaged,  usually  50  to  75  percent  of  the  value  of  the  farm,  Dr.  Baker 
states.  With  the  great  reduction  in  exports  of  bacon  and  to  some  extent,  of 
butter,  to  England,  many  of  these  mortgage  obligations  have  been  dificult 
if  not  impossible  to  meet. 

Dr.  Baker  did  not  see  anywhere  in  Germany  or  Scandinavia  evidences  of 
such  poverty  among  either  urban  or  rural  people  as  exists  in  many  parts  of 
the  United  States.  He  was  impressed  v/ith  the  thrifty  little  farms,  many 
with  electricity,  and  with  a  surprising  number  of  new  houses  being  built. 

In  all  these  countries  of  Europe,  Dr.  Baker  observed  that  both  the 
farmers  and  the  urban  people  are  becoming  increasingly  dependent  upon  the 
government.  Not  only  in  France  and  Sweden,  where  socialist  parties  are  in 
control,  but  in  Denmark  and  Germany  as  well,  prices  of  farm  products  are 
being  influenced  by  governmental  agencies.  Old-age  and  unemployment  in- 
surance and  similar  provisions  are  transferring  from  the  family  to  the 
State  a  portion  of  the  burden  of  misfortune  and  infirmities  of  age.  In 
France,  family  annuities  are  provided  to  aid  in  caring  for  children.

ECONOMIC  SURVEY  OF  THE  LIVE-POULTRY  INDUSTRY  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY,  as 
Miscellaneous  Publication  No.  2S3.  This  survey  was  made  by  the  Bureau  at 
the  request  of,  and  in  cooperation  with,  the  AAA  and  the  New  Lork  Live 
Poultry  Industry  Code  Authority.  The  College  of  the  City  of  New  York 
became  a  cooperating  agency  and  furnished  most  of  the  personnel  for  the  con- 
duct of  this  investigation  through  the  Emergency  Relief  Bureau  of  New  York 
City.  This  study  was  begun  because  of  three  specific  provisions  in  the 
New  York  live-poultry  code  requiring  that  certain  types  of  research  be 
carried  out.  The  investigation  also  included  a  study  of  consumption  of 
poultry  and  a  study  of  the  agencies  involved  in  live-poultry  marketing. 
Most  of  the  data  were  collected  before  January  1,  1936,  and  did  not  in- 
clude changes  in  the  industry  resulting  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment 
to  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  1S21,  relating  to  live-poultry  dealers 
and  handlers  which  became  effective  in  New  York  on  November  25,  1935, 
under  an  order  of  designation  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.

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INSTRUCTIONS,  REGULATIONS,  RULINGS 

RULES  COVERING  PATENT 

APPLICATIONS  BY  EMPLOYEES 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  Memorandum  731  of  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary,  dated  August  25,  1937.  and  entitled  "Procedure  to  be  Fol- 
lowed in  the  Presentation,  Consideration,  and  Handling  of  Patent  Applications 
Covering  Inventions  Made  by  Employees  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture, " 

This  memorandum  refers  to  the  acts  of  Congress  authorizing  the  Com- 
missioner of  Patents  to  grant  patents  to  Government  employees.  The  pro- 
visions of  these  acts  are  discussed  briefly,  and  comment  is  made  on  deci- 
sions of  the  courts  relating  thereto. 

Paragraph  1561  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Department  is  quoted  in 
part,  after  which  the  following  new  procedure  is  indicated: 

"The  employee-inventor,  either  on  his  own  initiative  or  under  in- 
structions by  a  superior  officer,  shall  prepare  a  detailed  description  of 
his  invention  together  with  an  illustrative  drawing,  if  the  invention  is 
susceptible  to  illustration  in  this  m.anner.  The  purposes  and  operation 
of  the  invention  should  also  be  disclosed.  This  description  will  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau  in  which  the  inventor  is  em- 
ployed through  the  immediate  superior  of  the  employee-inventor.  The  letter 
of  transmittal  will  contain  the  full  name  and  residence  address  of  the  in- 
ventor and  make  known  his  wishes  concerning  the  disposal  of  the  involved 
patent  rights.  If  the  inventor  wishes  to  dedicate  his  invention  to  the 
public  or  assign  it  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  he  need  only  so  state. 
If,  however,  he  decides  that  under  applicable  law  he  is  entitled  to  retain 
commercial  rights,  subject  to  a  shop  right  in  the  Government  pursuant  to 
the  Act  of  1928  above  cited,  he  will  so  state  and  exercise  his  privilege 
of  presenting  a  justification  of  his  views.  In  this  particular  he  should, 
of  course,  give  a  description  of  his  work  assignment  as  understood  by  him. 

"It  is  customary  to  restrict  knowledge  of  an  invention  to  those 
entitled  to  such  knowledge  prior  to  the  filing  of  a  patent  application  in 
the  Patent  Office.  Only  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  inventive  act 
or  acts  should  be  named  as  inventors.  It  is  imperative  for  inventors  to 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  events  concerning  their  inventions  and  of  the 
names  of  those  to  whom  disclosures  may  have  been  made  and  the  dates  of  such 
disclosures.  *  *  *" 

The  procedure  in  the  consideration  of  patent  applications  in  the 
Bureau,  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  and  in  the  office  of  the  Solicitor 
is  then  indicated  in  the  Secretary's  memorandum. 

Prospective  applicants  for  patents  should  fully  acquaint  themselves 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1561  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Department 
and  with  Secretary's  Memorandum  731,  here  referred  to,  a  copy  of  which  has 
been  furnished  each  division.

SAN  FRANCISCCrQAKLAND  BAY  ERIDGE 

The  Business  Manager  wishes  to  call  attention  of  employees  v/ho  use  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  to  Budget  and  Finance  Circular  No.  57  dated 
August  28,  1937,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"In  decision  of  May  5,  1937,  16  Comp.  Gen.  977,  relative  to  the  payment 
of  toll  charges  for  use  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  by  Govern- 
ment personnel  on  official  business  it  was  said: 

'***If  any  employees  are  actually  compelled  to  make  payments 
from  their  personal  funds  for  passage  over  the  bridge  on  official  busi- 
ness, receipts  should  be  taken  showing  such  payments  were  made  under 
protest  and  such  receipts  should  be  submitted  to  this  office  with  proper 
administrative  reports  in  support  of  any  claims  for  reimbursement.' 
"In  decision  A-82845,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  on  August 
11,  1937,  by  the  Acting  Comptroller  General,  the  requirements  contained 
in  decision  of  May  5  su2I§  ^i^®  modified  by  the  following: 

'It  may  be  further  stated  in  this  connection  ***  that  employees 
who  may  be  compelled  to  pay  tolls  from  their  personal  funds  for  passage 
over  the  bridge  on  official  business  may  be  reimbursed  by  Government 
disbursing  officers,  if  payment  is  otherwise  correct  and  proper,  where 
the  reimbursement  voucher  is  supported  by  an  administrative  statement 
showing  the  charges  were  incurred  on  official  business  and  by  receipts 
taken  by  the  employees  showing  that  the  toll  payments  were  made  under 
protest . ' 

"Care  should  be  exercised  by  administrative  officers  to  see  that  re- 
imbursement vouchers  containing  items  for  tolls  for  passage  over  the 
bridge  in  question,  when  sutmitted  for  payment,  are  properly  supported 
by  receipts  showing  that  such  payments  were  made  under  protest  and  are 
further  supported  by  an  administrative  statement  showing  that  such  charges 
were  incurred  on  official  business."

F.  G.  Robb,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  is  spending  two  weeks 
in  Philadelphia,  Camden.  New  York  City,  Boston,  and  Portland,  Maine,  where  he 
will  supervise  destination  and  shipping-point  inspection. 

J.  H.  Peters,  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  is  on  a  field  trip  through 
the  Middle  West  to  confer  with  agricultural  statisticians  and  others  regarding 
production  and  disposition  of  crops,  especially  hay. 

Frank  B.  Wilkinson  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  was  in  Richmond,  Va.,  last 
week  to  consult  with  entomologists  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine on  the  control  of  the  cigarette  beetle  in  stored  tobacco.  He  went  also 
to  Raleigh,  N.  C,  to  supervise  the  change  in  the  inspection  from  air-cured 
to  flue-cured  tobacco. 

J.  Clyde  Marquis,  American  Delegate  to  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome,  will  sail  for  this  country  on  September  19,  arriving  in  New 
York  City  on  October  5,  according  to  a  message  from  the  State  Department  re- 
layed here  on  September  9. 

Russell  S.  Kifer  and  Hugh  L.  Stev/art,  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  are  in 
Kansas  making  arrangements  for  determining  adjustm.ents  that  farmers  have  made  in 
the  wheat-producing  areas  of  southwestern  Kansas  during  the  drought  period. 
1932-37.  This  study  calls  for  revisiting  100  farms  in  that  section  of  the  State 
and  collecting  information  concerning  their  farming  operations  in  1936,  for  com- 
parison v/ith  similar  data  obtained  in  1930  and  already  on  file.  The  study  will 
be  made  in  cooperation  with  the  Kansas  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  AAA. 

While  there.  Mr.  Kifer  will  assist  in  organizing  an  implication-and- 
effect  study.  The  effect  of  agricultural  conservation  on  farm  organization, 
particularly  on  crop  yields  and  livestock  production  is  to  be  measured  by 
an  examination  of  experiment  station  data  for  the  effect  of  various  cropping 
systems  as  practiced  by  groups  of  farmers  on  crop  yields  and  the  relationship 
between  cropping  systems  and  livestock  production. 

Before  returning  to  Washington,  Mr.  Kifer  will  attend  a  land  utilization 
conference  with  Farm  Credit  Administration  officials  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and 
will  spend  two  or  three  weeks  in  the  Southern  Great  Plains  working  with  regional 
Farm  Security  Administration  representatives  and  others  in  developing  a  program 
for  coordinated  action  in  the  Southwest.. 

Former  coworkers  of  Miss  Helen  M.  Rumple,  in  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research,  were  shocked  to  learn  of  her  passing  on  September  1.

Management  and  Costs,  will  spend  three  weeks 
in  New  England,  Nev/  York,  and  New  Jersey  where  he  will  assist  representatives 
of  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  others  in  analyzing  information  ob- 
tained from  farmers  in  connection  with  studies  on  production  of  farm  crops  and 
livestock  products. 

Jason  E,  Barr,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  is  in  Chicago,  Detroit, 
and  other  cities  in  Michigan  and  Ohio  to  confer  with  shippers  and  with  members 
of  the  Chicago  office  relative  to  bean  and  soybean  grading. 

Rob  R.  Slocum,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  attended  a  con- 
ference at  Chicago  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  on  Research  last  week, 
and  extended  his  trip  to  include  a  check-up  on  arrangements  at  Omaha  and  Minn- 
eapolis for  the  grading  of  poultry  that  is  also  Government  inspected  and  packed 
as  full-drawn  "Ready-to-Cook"  poultry.

F.  L.  Gerdes,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  writes  from  the  ginning 
laboratory  at  Stoneville,  Miss.,  of  the  lively  demand  for  cotton  driers,  be- 
cause of  the  continued  rains  in  certain  areas  of  the  Cotton  Belt,  particularly 
in  the  Delta  region.  He  said  the  gin  manufacturers  were  selling  these  driers 
as  fast  as  they  could  make  delivery.  The  wet  weather  has  delayed  picking,  and 
caused  the  wet  cotton  that  has  been  delivered  to  heat  until  removal  from  the 
gin  has  been  necessary  to  save  the  cotton  and  the  seed  from  over-heating  in 
storage.  These  conditions  have  delayed  the  ginning  studies  that  Mr.  Gerdes  has 
under  way  at  the  Stoneville  laboratory.

From  1921  until  1933,  Mr.  Johnson  was  engaged  in  farm  management  teach- 
ing and  research  v/ork  at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  the  University  of  Louis- 
iana, and  Montana  State  College,  and  at  South  Dakota  State  College  where  he 
was  head  of  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics.  In  July  1933  he  was  named 
wheat  specialist  with  the  Brookings  Institution,  and  in  May  1934  he  became  regional 
director  in  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.  From  August  1935  until  he 
came  v/ith  the  Bureau  in  April  of  last  year,  Mr.  Johnson  was  regional  director  in 
the  Resettlement  Administration.

MR.  KITCHEN  RETURNS 

FROM  EUROPEAN  TRIP 


Mr.  Kitchen  has  returned  from  his  trip  to  Europe  and  reports  that  there 
was  great  interest  shown  in  the  eleventh  World's  Dairy  Congress  at  Berlin.  He 
v/as  one  of  10  official  American  delegates  to  the  Congress,  which  met  from  August 
22  to  28.  Fifty-two  countries  were  represented  with  approximately  3,700  registra- 
tions . 

Mr.  Kitchen  also  spent  some  time  with  our  offices  in  Berlin,  Paris,  and 
London,  and,   in  general,   reports  a  very  satisfactory  and  instructive  trip. 


WPA..FARM  MORTGAGE  SURVEY 

IS  BROUGHT  TO  A  CLOSE 


The  WPA  survey  on  farm  mortgages,  land  transfers  and  values,  and  farm 
taxes,  conducted  by  the  Bureau  has  been  brought  to  a  close.  Donald  Jackson  of 
the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  has  just  returned  from  Chicago  where  he  spent 
10  days  in  this  connection.  Statistical  results  of  the  study  are  being  brought  to 
Washington  for  publication  of  summaries  by  the  Bureau,  and  for  further  analysis 
by  the  Divisions  of  Agricultural  Finance  and  Land  Economics. 

An   extensive  body  of  valuable   information  has  been   assembled  and  sum- 
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marized.  Its  full  significance  will  be  developed  largely  by  its  incorporation 
in  research  projects  of  the  Bureau  and  other  agencies. 

Operation  of  the  survey  has  extended  over  18  months.  It  met  the  relief 
objective  by  employing  a  maximum  of  about  4,000  relief  persons  at  950  county 
seats  throughout  the  country  during  the  last  9  months  of  1936,  and  a  maximum 
of  more  than  2,000  relief  persons  in  the  Chicago  tabulating  unit  during  the 
latter  part  of  1936  and  in  1937. 

The  survey  v/as  developed  and  supervised  by  Dr.  Englund  as  national 
director;  Mr.  Hughes  as  business  manager;  and  by  a  Bureau  committee  with  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
Jackson. 

The  Bureau  men  working  with  the  project  feel  well  satisfied  with  the 
combined  accomplishment  in  developing  much  needed  data  while  serving  the  WPA 
purpose  of  furnishing  relief  employment. 

DIVISION  OF.  MARKETING  RESEARCH  STUDIES 

NEEDS_OF__WHOLESALE  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  MARKETS 

The  Division  of  Marketing  Research  has  been  doing  considerable  work 
on  the  organization,  facilities,  and  operation  of  wholesale  markets  for  fruits 
and  vegetables.  This  includes  net  only  wholesale  markets  of  the  larger  cities 
but  also  such  truck  markets  as  country  auctions  and  the  so-called  "regional 
markets"  which  have  been  established  in  New  York  State,  Boston,  Benton  Harbor, 
Atlanta,  and  elsewhere. 

In  cooperation  with  the  representatives  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division  who  are  doing  market  news  and  inspection  work,  considerable  infor- 
mation has  been  collected  on  the  markets  of  40  of  the  larger  cities  of  the 
country.  These  data,  together  v/ith  a  discussion  of  the  more  common  problems 
in  the  markets  and  suggestions  as  to  what  can  be  done  to  improve  such  markets, 
are  being  prepared  for  publication. 

Requests  have  been  received  from  a  number  of  cities  and  States  that 
studies  be  made  of  conditions  in  the  markets  of  some  of  the  cities  with  a 
view  of  effecting  market  reorganization  or  construction  of  new  facilities. 
The  most  recent  work  v/hich  has  been  done  along  this  line  has  been  in  Kansas 
City  and  Mobile.  A  mimeographed  report  of  the  Kansas  City  situation  has  been 
released.     The  v/ork  in  each  case  has  been  done  in  cooperation  with  the  States. 

It  is  hoped  that  v/ork  of  this  kind  v/ill  lead  to  improved  conditions 
and  greater  efficiency  in  the  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  by  develop- 
ing markets  properly  located,  arranged,  and  constructed,  which  will  be  operated 
in  such  a  way  as  to  reduce  the  cost  of  distribution. 

ASSISTANT  SUPERVISOR  OF  POULTRY 

INSPECTION  SELECTED.  FOR  NEW  YORK 

B.  C.  Pier,  who  has  been  poultry  inspector  for  the  Bureau  in  the  plant 
of  Richardson  and  Robbins  at  Dover,  Dela.,  has  been  selected  as  assistant  to 
Dr.  L.  D.  Ives,  supervisor  of  the  poultry  inspection  service  in  New  York  City. 
The  recent  requirement  of  New  York  City  that  all  live  poultry  be  inspected  by 
the  Bureau  and  the  extension  of  the  poultry  inspection  service  to  Nev/ark,  N.  J., 
with  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  the  inspection  staff,  has  made  it 
necessary  that  additional  supervision  of  this  work  be  provided.  Dr.  Pier  will 
assume  his  duties  in  New  York  on  October  1. 
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FIELD  COTTON  SURVEYS  MADE 

FOR  EIGHTH  CONSECUTIVE  YEAR 

F.  H.  Whitaker,  D.  A.  McCandliss,  and  George  Harrell  of  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  have  spent  the  greater  part  of  August  and 
September  in  traveling  by  automobile  through  the  Cotton  Belt  making  syste- 
matic field  investigations  of  the  cotton  crop.  They  were  assisted  by  Stuart 
L.  Bryan  of  the  Arkansas  office  and  H.  H.  Schutz  of  the  Louisiana  office.  Sim- 
ilar field  work  was  carried  on  by  statisticians  in  several  of  the  cotton  States, 
supplementing  the  studies  made  by  the  men  from  the  Washington  offices. 

These  field  studies  were  begun  8  years  ago  to  obtain  check  data  for 
comparison  with  information  reported  on  the  mailed  regular  questionnaires. 
Although  so  far  the  work  has  been  more  or  less  experimental,  analysis  of  the 
results  shows  this  method  is  quite  promising  in  providing  a  basis  for  estimating 
probable  yields  of  cotton. 

In  making  these  field  studies  the  practice  is  to  travel  over  a  regu- 
lar route  every  year,  covering  a  representative  area  of  the  cotton  territory. 
Every  ten  miles  a  field  is  selected  at  random  and  counts  are  made  of  the  aver- 
age number  of  bolls  per  15  feet  of  row,  the  extent  of  weevil  damage  and  other 
injury,  and  other  phonological  data.  The  average  size  of  bolls  is  also  meas- 
ured by  the  use  of  a  "cotton  boll  meter"  v/hich  was  devised  to  measure  the  volume 
of  cotton  bolls  in  cubic  centimeters.  At  the  same  time,  notations  are  made  of 
the  general  condition  of  the  crop  for  future  reference.  The  same  routes  are 
covered  in  August  and  in  September  in  order  to  measure  the  changes  taking 
place  during  this  critical  period  in  the  growth  of  the  cotton  plants.  It  is 
not  contemplated  that  this  method  shall  take  the  place  of  the  use  of  inquiries 
mailed  to  cotton  farmers,  but  the  data  collected  provide  excellent  checks  on 
the  other  sources  of  information. 

THIRTEEN  TURKEY 

GRADING  SCHOOLS  SCHEDULED 

Turkey  grading  schools  are  scheduled  to  be  held  in  13  States  begin- 
ning with  Salt  Lake  City  on  October  1  and  2  and  ending  at  Calcium,  N.  Y., 
on  November  8  and  9.  Each  school  will  be  for  2  days  and  T.  W.  Heitz  of  the 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  will  be  in  charge.  Schools  also  may 
be  held  in  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington  under  the  supervision  of  Henry 
G.  F.  Haramann  of  the  San  Francisco  office. 

Greater  interest  than  ever  has  been  manifested  in  the  turkey  grading 
work  this  year  and  very  large  attendance  is  expected  at  each  school. 

The  three  States  in  which  schools  will  be  held  this  year  for  the  first 
time  are  Oklahoma,  Ohio,  and  New  York. 

Last  year  approximately  1400  carloads  of  turkeys  were  graded,  amounting 
to  more  than  30,000,000  pounds.

E.  J.  Rowell,  Division  of  Economic  Information,  has  returned  from  a 
trip  to  Pittsburgh, ,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Rochester,  Albany,  and  Schenectady, 
where  he  arranged  for  facilities  and  program  material  for  agricultural  market 
broadcasts  over  Station  KDKA  at  Pittsburgh  and  Station  WHAM  at  Rochester.

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QUALIFICATION  OF  SETTLERS 

ON  FARM  PROJECTS  STUDIED 

A  report  entitled,  "An  Analysis  of  Methods  and  Criteria  Used  in  Selecting 
Families  for  Colonisation  Projects,"  has  been  made  available  recently  by  the 
Farm  Security  Administration  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  The 
author  is  John  Holt,  once  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  former  Resettlement  Ad- 
ministration. 

Seventeen  other  reports  relating  to  rural  social  problems  are  now  in 
preparation  and  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  they  are  completed.  The  series 
gives  particular  consideration  to  such  factors  as  living  conditions,  popula- 
tion, migration,  and  tenure,  and  to  analyses  of  factors  contributing  to  the 
creation  of  disadvantaged  classes  in  American  agriculture.

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RECEIVING  TRADE  COOPERATE 

IN  F.  &  V.  MISBRANDING  CASES 

Since  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  became  active  early  in  the  year 
in  assisting  in  the  enforcement  of  the  misbranding  provisions  of  the  Food  and 
Drug  Act,  official  action  has  been  taken  on  236  cases  of  misbranding  of  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables,  either  as  to  quality,  size,  or  net  weight,  at  shipping 
point  or  in  the  general  market.  The  receiving  trade  has  shown  a  remarkable  spir- 
it of  cooperation  in  the  correction  of  these  misbrandings,  the  expense  being 
charged  back  to  the  shipper,  who  is  invariably  the  party  originally  at  fault. 
Thus  far  not  a  single  shipment  has  been  detained  so  long  as  to  cause  a  seri- 
ous loss  from  depreciation. 

MORE  THAN  86  PERCENT  OF  BUREAU'S 

1937  COMMUNITY  CHEST.  PLEDGES  PAID 

Of  the  Bureaus  in  the  Department  with  pledges  of  more  than  $1,000  to 
the  Community  Chest  for  1937,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  stands  seventh 
in  pledges  collected.  Total  collections  to  August  25  amounted  to  $5,032.52,  | 
or  86.02  percent  of  the  total  amount  pledged.  Of  the  larger  Bureaus,  only 
Dairy  Industry,  Animal  Industry,  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  the  Secre- 
tary's Office,    Plant   Industry,    and  Chemistry  and  Soils  have  better  records. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  as  a  whole  has  paid  $41,404.17,  or  81.72 
percent  of  its  1937  pledges.  Of  the  large  Departments,  only  State,  War,  and 
Navy  have  a  better  record  from  the  standpoint  of  collections  than  Agriculture. 
Pledges  of  $50,660.25  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  1937  were  only  ex- 
ceeded by  the  Treasury  Department  and  the  Government  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Donors  in  the  Department  who  have  not  yet  paid  their  pledges  in  full  are  cautioned, 
hov/ev.er.  not  to  delay  unduly  in  completing  their  payments,  as  the  demands  on  the 
Community  Chest  for  funds  this  year  are  very  great. 

Foreign  Trade  Problems  and  Policies  in  Relation  to  Agriculture  is  the  i 
title  of  a  new  course  that  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum  of  the  Department  ! 
of  Agriculture  Graduate  School  this  year.     This  course  will  be  taught  by  L,  A.  ' 
Wheeler,  assisted  by  specialists  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  object 
of  the  course  is  to  present  for  discussion  and  analysis  certain  trends  and  pol- 
icies of  the  United  States  and  of  the  agricultural  policies  of  foreign  countries 
as  they  relate  to  American  agriculture.     The  course  will  cover  two  semesters  of 
work.     It  is  taught  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  in  room  4917.

" MAY_  INCLUDE  MORE_.  THAN_ONE_ BILL 

The  Business  Manager  calls  the  attention  of  Bureau  representatives  who 
prepare  and  certify  for  payment  Standard  Form  1034  vouchers,  to  Paragraph  4 
of  General  Regulation  No.  51,  quoted  below,  with  reference  to  contract  and 
open  market  items  being  included  in  the  same  voucher. 

"If  a  payee  submits  for  payment  an  invoice  or  bill  on  which  is  con- 
tained the  certificate,  duly  signed,  'I  certify  that  the  above  bill  is  correct 
and  just,  and  that  payment  therefor  has  not  been  received, '  or  words  to  that 
effect,  said  invoice  or  bill  may  be  accepted,  if  it  constitutes  a  valid  claim 
against  the  Government,  and  fastened  securely  to  the  voucher  (Standard  Form  1034), 
in  lieu  of  stating  the  invoice  or  bill  in  detail  and  securing  the  payee's 
certificate  thereon,  the  voucher  to  be  otherwise  completed  in  due  form.  In 
such  case  the  invoice  or  bill  should  be  described  on  the  voucher  sufficiently 
to  identify  same  and  the  amount  or  amounts  carried  to  the  'Amount'  column. 
More  than  one  invoice  or  bill  of  the  same  payee  may  be  attached  to  and  paid  on 
a  single  voucher,  provided  the  transactions  are  under  the  same  agreement  and/ 
or  under  the  same  conditions  as  to  method  or  absence  of  advertising,  etc." 

Several  vouchers  have  been  submitted  recently  for  payment  covering  such 
services  as  automobile  storage  or  garage  rental,  covered  by  formal  contract, 
and  included  on  the  vouchers  are  such  items  as  automobile  repairs,  parts, 
motor  fuels,  etc.,  furnished  by  the  concern  with  whom  the  Government  has  the 
contract  for  automobile  storage. 

In  order  that  the  requirements  of  the  above  General  Regulation  may  be 
complied  with,  separate  vouchers  should  be  submitted  for  services  or  transac- 
tions covered  by  contracts  and  for  open  market  purchases,  etc.

Leased  wire  market  news  service  got  in  the  movies  last  week  when  Para- 
mount Picture  Camera  Nev/s  men  came  to  Washington  headquarters  of  the  Bureau  and 
took  shots  of  the  Telegraph  Section. 

The  pictures  are  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  news  reel  showing^- 
the  marketing  of  livestock  and  the  manner  in  which  the  Bureau  gathers  and  dis- 
seminates its  market  price  and  condition  reports. 

The  leased  wire  system  connects  48  branch  offices  of  the  Bureau,  spread 
over  an  area  of  8,000  miles,  and  employs  approximately  70  telegraphers.  The  news 
service  reports  conditions  and  prices  at  27  public  livestock  markets  which  handle 
the  bulk  of  the  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  and  lambs  sold  through  central  markets.  It 
covers  the  wholesale  meat  markets  at  Boston,  Chicago,  New  York  City,  Philadelphia, 
and  San  Francisco. 
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INFORMATION  W.ORKER_S_  TALK  OVER 

LAND  PROGRAM  WITH  DR.  GRAY 

In  connection  with  integrating  as  promptly  as  possible  its  new  func- 
tions relating  to  land  utilization  with  its  regular  functions,  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information  attended  an  hour-and-a-half  con- 
ference with  Dr.  Gray  and  some  of  his  associates  on  October  6.  The  session, 
which  took  somewhat  the  form  of  a  seminar,  provided  an  opportunity  for  getting 
in  detail  the  objectives  of  the  Department  land  program  with  particular  ref- 
erence to  the  Bureau's  responsibilities. 

Dr.  Gray  emphasized  the  need  for  better  public  understanding  and  appreci- 
ation of  the  work  being  undertaken.  The  group  then  discussed  various  avenues 
and  media  open  for  the  extension  of  land  use  information. 

Subsequently  the  Division  of  Economic  Information  plans  to  have  ad- 
ditional meetings  with  heads  of  the  new  divisions  on  land. 

John  C.  Dreier,  who  has  been  working  with  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  Assistant 
Administrator  of  the  Resettlement  Administration,  in  charge  of  land  utilization, 
has  now  joined  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information  and  been 
assigned  to  work  on  land  use  information.  Among  other  functions  which  will  be 
absorbed  by  the  Division  of  Economic  Information  in  this  connection  will  be  the 
preparation  and  issuance  of  the  publication  called  "Land  Policy  Circular",  which 
will  be  gradually  reorganized  in  line  with  the  Bureau's  new  responsibilities 
in  the  field  of  land  use. 

MAYOR  LAGUARDIA  INDICATES. DESIRE 

FOR  MEAT  GRADING  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY 

Last  week  the  Department  was  called  on  to  send  representatives  to  a 
conference  in  Mayor  LaGuardia's  office  in  New  York  City,  to  discuss  the  prac- 
ticability of  grading  and  stamping  according  to  U.  S.  standards,  all  meats  sold 
in  that  city.  Paul  H.  Appleby  represented  the  Secretary's  office,  and  C.  V. 
Whalin,  C.  A.  Burmeister,  and  D.  A.  Cummins,  this  Bureau. 

The  conference  was  called  by  the  Mayor  to  consider  the  complaints  of 
the  Kosher  butchers  who  had  been  on  strike  as  a  protest  against  rising  meat 
prices.  These  butchers  also  charged  that  the  wholesalers  sold  inferior  meats 
at  the  prices  asked  for  the  better  grades.  Representatives  of  the  wholesale 
and  retail  meat  trade  and  consumer  groups  were  in  attendance. 

After  a  brief  discussion  of  the  various  complaints  and  issues  involved 
the  Mayor  requested  the  city's  Commissioner  of  Markets  to  explore  the  pos- 
sibilities of  compulsory  meat  grading  as  a  means  of  eliminating  unfair  trade 
practices  and  of  insuring  the  consumer  against  substitution  of  inferior  meats 
for  those  of  better  quality.  Another  conference  therefore  was  held  at  a  later 
hour  in  the  Commissioner's  office  at  which  the  various  problems  incidental  to 
the  operation  of  a  public  meat  grading  service  were  discussed. 

The  Commissioner,  at  the  conclusion  of  this  second  conference,  indi- 
cated that  he  would  make  further  investigations  and  then  submit  his  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Mayor.  In  the  event  compulsory  grading  is  recommended  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  an  ordnance  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  order  to 
put  it  into  effect. 

Since  1924  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  has  been  grad- 
ing meats  for  various  interests  in  New  York  City.  In  the  fiscal  year  1937, 
122,500,000  pounds  were  graded  there  on  request,  out  of  a  total  of  549,000,000 
pounds  graded  for  the  entire  country. 
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NEW  MARKETING  AGREEMENTS 

INCREASE  POTATO  INSPECTION  ?/ORK 

New  potato  marketing  agreements,  which  go  into  effect  on  October 
19  in  Idaho,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Wis- 
consin, and  Michigan,  require  the  inspection  of  all  potatoes  shipped  in 
interstate  commerce  from  these  States.  This  is  placing  a  heavy  burden 
on  the  Federal  fruit  and  vegetable  inspection  service,  which  cooperates 
with  each  of  these  States  in  joint  certification  of  grade  of  potatoes. 
Inspection  is  already  compulsory  by  State  law  in  Colorado  and  Minnesota 
and  approximately  90  percent  of  the  potatoes  shipped  from  Idaho  have  been 
inspected  each  year  for  several  years  past.  A  large  percentage  of  North 
Dakota  shipments  have  also  been  inspected  in  the  past.  It  will  not  be  dif- 
ficult, therefore,  to  expand  the  existing  organizations  in  these  States  to 
inspect  all  shipments. 

An  additional  Federal  supervisor  is  being  assigned  to  the  State  of 
Nebraska,  and  Michigan  has  recently  signed  a  cooperative  inspection  agree- 
ment and  obtained  signed  agreements  with  all  large  shippers  to  have  the 
greater  part  of  their  shipments  certified.  An  inspection  organization 
has  been  set  up  to  carry  out  these  arrangements.  It  will  be  expanded  by 
the  training  of  enough  additional  inspectors  to  certify  all  interstate 
shipments.  The  work  in  Wyoming  will  be  supervised  along  with  Colorado 
from  the  Denver  office.  The  inspection  force  in  Wisconsin  is  being  expanded 
and  will  be  able  to  certify  all  interstate  shipments  shortly  after  the  mar- 
keting agreement  goes  into  effect. 

BUREAU  PARTICIPATES  IN  PROGRAM  TO  IMPROVE 
THE  QUALITY  OF  HAY  AND  OTHER  FORAGE 

Improvement  in  the  quality  of  hay,  using  U.  S.  standards  for  hay  as  a 
basis  for  the  work,  will  be  an  important  feature  of  a  program  by  the  Exten- 
sion Service  to  expand  and  improve  educational  work  on  forage.  A  tenta- 
tive outline  of  a  suggested  program  for  forage  was  prepared  by  specialists 
of  the  Department  interested  in  production,  marketing,  and  the  utilization 
of  hay,  etc.,  and  was  sent  to  the  State  Directors  of  Extension  by  Dr.  C.  W. 
Warburton,  Director  of  Extension  of  the  Department 

There  is  now  being  organized  by  the  Extension  Service  in  cooperation 
with  the  Bureau  and  other  agencies  a  series  of  schools  to  be  held  at  State 
colleges  of  agriculture  to  further  acquaint  extension  specialists,  research 
workers,  and  resident  teachers  in  agronomy,  dairy  and  animal  husbandry,  farm 
management,  and  agricultural  engineering  with  factors  of  quality  in  hay,  their 
relationship  to  feed  value,  and  how  such  factors  are  influenced  by  production 
practices.  It  is  expected  that  the  schools  will  stimulate  further  interest 
in  the  development  of  coordinated  programs  for  forage  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  livestock  industry.  Hay  supplies  for  the  schools  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division. 

In  order  to  give  the  plan  a  trial,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
three  5-day  schools.  The  first  school  will  probably  be  held  at  the  North 
Carolina  State  College  in  January;  the  second  one  will  be  held  at  one  of  the 
middle-western  colleges;  and  the  third  one  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  E.  C. 
Pollock,  extension  hay  specialist  of  the  Bureau,  will  handle  the  v;ork  pertain- 
ing to  hay.  The  other  lines  of  work  will  be  handled  by  persons  designated 
by  the  Director  of  Extension. 
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MEET  THE  NEW  BUREAU  OFFICIALS 

On  the  opposite  page  are  photographs  of  the  leaders  of  the  new  Bureau 
divisions  dealing  with  the  development  of  land  use  programs. 

Some  of  these  men  need  no  introduction.  Dr.  Gray,  newly  appointed 
Assistant  Chief,  was  for  many  j-ears  division  leader  in  charge  of  Land  Eco- 
nomics. Paul  L.  Koenig  was  for  a  long  time  connected  with  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  both  in  the  field  and  in  Washington.  C.  F. 
Clayton  served  in  the  Division  of  Land  Economics  for  6  years  and  held  tem- 
porary appointments  from  time  to  time  in  the  Division  of  Statistical  and 
Historical  Research. 

Morris  M.  Kelso  and  Walter  M.  Russell  come  to  us  from  the  Land  Utiliza- 
tion Division  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration. 

Sherman  E.  Johnson,  now  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs,  joined  the  Bureau  in  April  1936  in  charge  of  the  project  relating 
to  interregional  competition  and  agricultural  adjustments  in  type-of-farming 
areas, 

DR.  GRAY  MAKES, SPEECH. AT_.LAND 

DEDICATION  CEREMONIES,  IN  PHIO 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  Assistant  Chief,  in  charge  of  land  utilization,  will 
attend  the  dedication  ceremonies  at  the  Ross-Hocking  Land  Utilization  Project, 
at  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  October  16.  On  this  date  the  group  camp  on  this  area 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  Ohio  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  In 
a  short,  informal  speech,  Dr.  Gray  expects  to  discuss  the  policies  of  the 
land  program  as  a  whole  as  expressed  in  this  project.  He  will  stress  the  im- 
portance of  the  multiple  use  principle  in  land  use  planning  as  illustrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  developments  on  this  project  contribute  not  only  to 
agricultural  rehabilitation  but  to  forestry,  wildlife  conservation,  recrea- 
tion, and  flood  control.  Inasmuch  as  this  project  is  located  in  a  2,000;000 
acre  problem  area  in  southeastern  Ohio,  Dr.  Gray  expects  to  point  out  that  the 
movement  for  improved  land  use  started  in  this  project  and  other  public  pur- 
chase activities  can  be  extended  throughout  this  large  area  with  ultimate 
gain  to  the  State  and  region.

The  commercial  telegraph  companies  announce  that,  beginning  October  15, 
all  punctuation  marks,   when  inserted  by  the  sender  in  the  text  of  messages 
moving  within  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States,  will  be  transmitted 
exactly  as  written  but  will  neither  be  counted  nor  charged  for.

stop,  period,  comma,  dash,  quote,  etc.,  they  will  be  counted  and  charged  for 
as  individual  words. 

GOVERNMENT  BILLS..  OF  LADING  TO  SHOW  WHETHER 
"PICK-UP."  SERVICE  WAS  BY  GOVERNMENT 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  few  years,  the  vari- 
ous railroad  companies  have  adopted  the  policy  of  making  pick-up  service  at 
point  of  origin  and  delivery  at  destination.  It  is  therefore  extremely  im- 
portant for  officers  making  shipments  under  Government  bills  of  lading  or 
when  signing  the  consignee's  certificate  of  delivery,  to  indicate  whether 
pick-up  service  at  point  of  origin  and  delivery  at  destination  was  or  was  not 
by  the  Government.  This  information  is  essential  in  making  settlement  of  the 
accounts  of  the  transportation  companies.

The  reports  are  based  on  surveys  made  in  the  late  summer  and 
early  autumn  of  1936  of  the  economic  and  social  conditions  of  adult  agricul- 
tural laborers.  The  counties  studied  represent  various  types  of  farming  in 
different  parts  of  the  United  States. 

TENURE  OF  NEW  AGRICULTURAL  HOLDINGS  IN  SEVERAL  EUROPEAN  COUNTRIES,  by 
Erich  Kraemer.  The  introductory  statement  reads:  "In  order  that  administra- 
tors might  be  supplied  with  needed  information  concerning  the  problems  and 
conditions  with  which  its  program  is  concerned,  the  Resettlement  Administra- 
tion (absorbed  September  1  by  the  Farm  Security  Administration)  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  conducted  a  number  of  re- 
search investigations.  This  is  one  of  a  series  of  reports  on  these  researches. 
Others  will  be  made  available  to  administrators  of  programs  for  the  welfare  of 
rural  people  as  rapidly  as  they  are  completed." 

PRICES  OF  COTTON  CLOTH  AND  RAW  COTTON,  AND  MILL  MARGINS  for  Certain 
Constructions  of  Unfinished  Cloth.  This  is  a  preliminary  report,  compiled  by 
Rodney  Whitaker  and  Rose  F.  Monachino  under  the  general  supervision  of  R.  J. 
Cheatham,  in  charge  of  Cotton  Utilization  Research.  This  report  is  confined 
to  monthly  averages  for  prices  and  margins  for  the  17  constructions  of  cloth 
by  months  from  1925-36  to  1936-37.  Tables  showing  prices  and  margins  by 
months  for  each  individual  construction  are  included  as  well  as  averages  for 
all  constructions  and  for  certain  groups  of  constructions.  Data  presented 
emphasize  the  importance  of  mill  margins  as  compared  with  raw-cotton  prices 
as  a  factor  in  the  cost  of  cotton  cloth. 

EUROPEAN  CROP  REPORT  AND  MARKET  CONDITIONS.  This  report,  released 
as  D-104,  was  largely  prepared  from  information  furnished  by  the  European 
offices  of  the  Bureau  and  brought  together  by  C.  C.  Taylor,  agricultural 
attache  at  London. 

TOBACCO  MARKET  REVIEW  -  TYPE  14,  Georgia  and  Florida  Flue-cured,  1937- 
38  Season.  This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  market  reviews  released  by  the 
Tobacco  Section  at  the  close  of  the  marketing  season  for  each  type  of  tobacco. 
It  covers  opening  prices  by  grades,  seasonal  prices  by  grades,  and  summaries 
of  sales  by  markets. 

REVISED  PRODUCTION  OF  APRICOTS,  DATES,  FIGS,  OLIVES,  PERSIMONS,  Pine- 
apples, and  Pomegranates,  1919-36.  These  estimates  were  established  on  the 
basis  of  all  available  information,  including  reports  of  marketing  associations 
and  processors,  carlot  shipment  records,  currently  reported  condition  figures, 
and  studies  of  the  utilization  of  the  individual  crops.

Lester  H.  Wiland,  who  has  been  assistant  in  the  Columbus  (Ohio)  office,  is  being 
transferred  to  Washington  to  become  Secretary  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
0.  M.  Frost,  who  has  been  in  the  West  Lafayette  (Indiana)  office,  is  being  trans- 
ferred to  Ohio  in  Mr.  Wiland's  place. 

Dr.  Carl  C.  Taylor,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and 
Rural  Life,  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Panel  Discussion  Groups  (whose  theme 
will  be  "The  People  and  the  Land"),  at  the  National  Rural  Forum,  to  be  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Country  Life  Association  at  Manhattan, 
Kans.,  October  14--16.

In  Washington,  D.  C,  October  24,  he  will  discuss  the  latter 
subject  again  before  the  Adult  Discussion  Group  of  Mt.  Pleasant  Congregational 
Church . 

Mr.  Hughes  spent  October  9  in  the  New  Haven  (Conn.)  office  of  the 
Farm  Security  Administration  in  connection  with  the  new  land  utilization  program 
of  the  Bureau. 

Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge.  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  of  the  Minnesota  Creamery  Operators  and  Managers  Associa- 
tion at  St,  Paul,  Minn.,  October  13,  on  the  subject  of  Government  Butter  Grad- 
ing.

At  the  tim.e  of  his  death 
he  was  dean  of  Hudson  College,  evening  division,  at  St.  Peter's  College  in 
Jersey  City.  Dr.  Cadisch  never  lost  touch  with  his  former  associates  in  the 
Bureau.  After  his  separation  from  them,  he  sent  greetings  from  various  points 
of  the  country  and  from  Europe  when  he  traveled  there  several  years  ago. 

John  B.  Shepard,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  will  dis- 
cuss "Production  Trends"  on  the  program  of  a  meeting  of  the  International 
Association  of  Milk  Dealers  at  Dallas,  Tex.,  October  23. 

Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson,  assistant  color  technologist,  is  at  Lake  Placid, 
N.  Y.,  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Optical  Society  of  America.  She  is  observ- 
ing the  proceedings  and  as  a  member  is  taking  part  in  the  work  of  the  several 
color  committees  that  are  meeting  at  the  same  time  as  the  Society.

The  Seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  founding  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  of  the  Morrill  Act  to  provide  a  system  of  aid 
for  Land  Grant  Colleges,  will  be  observed  jointly  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Universities  in  Washing- 
ton, November  14-17. 

The  observance  will  open  with  a  "pioneers'  program"  on  Sunday  evening, 
November  14,  tentatively  scheduled  for  the  ballroom  of  the  Willard  Hotel.  On 
that  program  special  tribute  will  be  paid  to  members  of  the  Department  and  Land 
Grant  College  staffs  who  have  given  virtually  a  lifetime  of  service  to  these 
institutions. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  pilgrimages  will  be  made  to  Mount  Vernon, 
home  of  Washington,  to  Monticello,  home  of  Jefferson,  and  to  the  Lincoln  Memorial, 
to  honor  the  three  statesmen  who  contributed  so  much  to  the  development  of  agri- 
culture and  to  the  establishment  of  agricultural  institutions.  Secretary  Wallace 
will  speak  at  Monticello. 

Final  arrangements  have  been  delayed  because  of  changes  in  plans  which 
could  not  be  avoided,  but  it  is  planned  to  have  the  program  available  in  its  final 
form  by  November  8. 

In  connection  with  the  observance  there  will  be  an  extensive  exhibit  on 
rural  art  and  handicraft  in  the  patio  of  the  administration  building,  which  is 
being  built  under  the  direction  of  Allen  Eaton  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation. 

Dr.  Black  is  chairman  of  the  joint  Department  and  Land  Grant  College 
Committee  which  is  in  charge  of  the  arrangements.  Other  members  include  Dr.  C.  W. 
Warburton,  Director  of  Extension,  M.  S.  Eisenhower,  Director  of  Information,  Dean 
J.  G.  Lipman,  New  Jersey  College  of  Agriculture,  and  Roy  F.  Hendrickson,  Director 
of  Economic  Information. 

Invitations  to  the  commemoration  services  of  the  joint  anniversary  are 
restricted  to  employees  who  have  served  not  less  than  thirty-five  years. 


MOISTURE-TESTING  SCHOOL  FOR 

AAA  CORN-LOAN  APPRAISERS 


During  the  week  of  October  24  the  Grain  Division  conducted  a  moisture- 
testing  school  at  its  district  office  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  for  the  purpose 
of  instructing  a  group  of  33  field  representatives  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  in  determining  the  moisture  content  of  corn  with  electric  moisture 
meters.  The  purpose  of  the  school  was  to  train  representatives  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  in  moisture-testing  procedure  so  that  the  various  field 
offices  of  that  Administration  in  the  Corn  Belt  may  install  moisture-testing  equip- 
ment and  be  prepared  to  make  moisture  tests  promptly  on  many  samples  of  corn  taken 
from  crib  corn  of  Corn  Belt  farmers  in  conjunction  with  applications  for  Federal 
loans  on  crib  corn.  The  tests  so  made  will  be  used  to  appraise  the  storability  of 
crib  corn  for  which  loan  applications  have  been  filed. 

Lectures  on  the  determination  of  moisture  content  were  given  by  Messrs. 
George  P.  Bodnar  and  H.   P.  English,   of  the  Chicago  general  field  headquarters 
oe  of  the  Grain  Division,  and  practical  demonstrations  of  electric  moisture 
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meter  operation  were  made  by  them  and  by  Howard  D.  Kurtz,  acting  supervi- 
sor at  Cedar  Rapids  in  accordance  with  the  official  instructions  of  the 
Grain  Division  for  the  operation  of  the  electric  moisture  meter. 

The  students  also  were  given  lectures  and  practical  work  under 
the  direction  of  H.  P.  English  in  the  determination  of  damaged  corn  kernels 
according  to  the  official  Federal  corn  standards  and  the  damaged-kernel  in- 
terpretations connected  therewith. 

OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE  HELD  FOR 

FIFTEENTH  CONSECUTIVE  YEAR 

Forty-two  States  and  Canada  were  officially  represented  at  the  fif- 
teenth annual  Outlook  Conference  in  the  Bureau  last  week.  There  were  81 
men  and  39  women  in  attendance,  the  latter  participating  largely  in  that  part 
of  the  conference  relating  to  Farm  Family  Living.  Among  the  visitors  were  a 
fellowship  student  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Institute  of  Oxford  Univer- 
sity, England,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Administration 
whose  headquarters  are  in  Puerto  Rico,  and  a  representative  of  Columbia 
University,  New  York  City. 

Bureau  committees  made  a  record  in  the  speed  with  which  they  handled 
reports  this  year.  Similarly  all  the  steps  in  the  outlook  program  moved 
with  greater  dispatch  than  in  former  years.  Contrary  to  expectations  the 
completed  Outlook  reports  were  available  for  distribution  to  the  State  dele- 
gates on  Saturday,  October  30,  instead  of  on  Monday,  November  1.  This  ne- 
cessitated the  staff  of  the  Bureau's  mimeograph  section  working  until  11:30 
Friday  night. 

Attendance  at  the  Outlook  dinner  at  the  National  Press  Club  on  October 
28  totaled  327.  Secretary  Wallace  and  L.  G-  Allbaugh  of  Iowa  State  College 
of  Agriculture  were  the  speakers  of  the  evening.  Dr.  C.  W.  Warburton,  Di- 
rector of  Extension,  was  the  toastmaster.  The  Agricultural  Orchestra  pro- 
vided the  music. 

gigg.  MILLING-TEST  STUDIES 

.CONDUCTED  AT  NEW  ORLEANS 

The  Grain  Division  has  inaugurated  a  research  project  at  its  rice 
supervision  and  investigations  office  in  New  Orleans  which  will  make  a  com- 
prehensive and  thorough  study  of  the  efficiency  of  various  laboratory-size 
hullers  and  shellers  in  determining  the  milling  quality  of  Southern  States 
rough  rice.  Two  of  these  devices  for  making  laboratory  tests  of  milling 
quality  v/ere  devised  by  members  of  the  Grain  Division.  Other  devices  to 
be  studied  are  devices  in  use  by  commercial  interests. 

The  Grain  Division  reports  that  research  of  this  nature  is  of  mater- 
ial importance  to  the  rice  inspection  service  as  well  as  to  commercial  rice 
interests.  In  the  market  evaluation  of  rough  rice  the  factor  of  "milling 
quality"  is  one  of  outstanding  importance.  Pre-milling  estimates  of  the  per- 
centage quantity  of  milled  rice  that  may  be  milled  from  a  given  lot  of  rough 
rice  indicate  in  large  degree  the  market  value  of  rough  rice.  The  objective 
of  this  research  in  the  Southern  States,  therefore,  is  primarily  to  perfect 
laboratory  equipment  that  will  indicate  in  advance  by  prompt  laboratory  tests 
the  percentage  quantity  of  milled  rice  that  may  be  obtained  from  rough  rice 
under  average  milling  procedure. 
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BUREAU'S  FISCAL  AFP 

ACCOUNTING  WORK  COORDINATED 

In  connection  with  the  expansion  of  the  activities  of  the  Bureau 
incident  to  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  Title  III  of  the  Bank- 
head-Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act,  it  has  been  necessary  to  expand  the  administra- 
tive and  service  activities  of  the  Bureau.  Herman  L.  McLeod  has  been 
appointed  as  Budget  and  Accounts  Officer  in  the  Division  of  Administration 
to  coordinate  the  fiscal  and  accounting  work  of  the  Bureau  and  its  related 
activities . 

Mr.  McLeod  for  the  past  two  and  one-half  years  has  been  associated 
with  the  General  Accounting  Office  and  is  thoroughly  trained  both  in  govern- 
mental and  commercial  accounting  practices  and  procedure.  He  will  report 
for  duty  on  November  6,  1937. 

1938  COMMUNITY  CHEST 

CAMPAIGN  BEGINS  NOVEMBER  8 

Contributions  to  the  Community  Chest  for  1938  will  be  received  starting 
November  8.     The  campaign  will  close  November  23. 

Solicitation  in  the  Bureau  will  be  greatly  simplified  this  year,  as 
the  Washington  Community  Chest  will  cooperate  in  raising  funds  for  social 
welfare  work  in  Arlington  County,  Fairfax  County.  Montgomery  County,  Prince 
Georges  County,  and  Alexandria  City.  A  quota  has  been  set  for  these  areas 
and  the  amount  going  to  them  will  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  actual 
amount  raised  in  the  entire  campaign  is  to  the  campaign  goal.  Only  one  pledge 
card  will  be  used.  With  each  pledge  opportunity  is  provided  for  designating 
the  pledger's  preference  for  each  suburban  section  as  well  as  for  the  social 
service  agencies  within  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  quota  for  the  Bureau  has  not  yet  been  announced  but  the  chairmen 
have  been  selected  for  the  various  divisions  and  sections  of  the  Bureau.  Last 
year  a  total  of  $5,867.40  was  subscribed  by  876  persons  in  the  Bureau  which 
was  somewhat  below  the  Bureau's  quota  of  $6,666.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Bureau  employees  will  ro.eet  the  goal  set  for  this  year. 

Charities  not  supported  by  public  funds  and  still  of  great  value  to 
Washington  are  the  hospitals,  clinics,  children's  institutions,  boys'  clubs, 
family  service  agencies,  travelers'  aid,  and  other  groups.  There  are  65 
agencies  in  Washington  v/hich  receive  their  funds  from  the  Community  Chest. 

RED  CROSS  ROLL 

CALL  TOPS  1936 

A  total  of  527  persons  answered  the  1937  Red  Cross  Roll  Call  with  con- 
tribution.; amounting  to  $554,  as  compared  with  520  memberships  and  $528.15 
contributed  in  1936.  In  each  year  roughly  half  of  the  Bureau  employees 
joined.  Especially  good  records  were  made  by  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research,  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  the  Grain  Division, 
Division  of  Marketing  Research,  the  Personnel  and  Clerical  Pool,  the  Steno- 
graphic-Vise Section,  the  Tobacco  Section,  the  Division  of  Farm  Population 
and  Rural  Life,  the  Interregional  Competition  and  Demand  Project,  and  the 
Input  and  Output  Project.  Miss  Laeta  Rixey  and  A.  C.  Edwards  acted  as  chair- 
men of  the  Red  Cross  this  year. 
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INSTRUCTIONS.  REGULATIONS,  RULINGS 

DEDUCTIONS  FROM  SALARY  FOR  L.W.O.P. 
TO  BE  MADE  ON  ACTUAL  TIME  BASIS 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  a  memorandum  issued  by  the 
Secretary  on  October  22,  1937  advising  that  effective  immediately  deductions 
from  salaries  by  reason  of  leave  without  pay  shall  be  made  for  the  actual 
time  an  employee  is  absent,  except  that  15  minutes  shall  be  the  minimum 
charge  for  such  absence. 

Paragraph  2561  of  the  Department  regulations  will  be  revised  as  soon 
as  the  nev/  leave  regulations  have  been  promulgated  by  the  interdepartmental 
committee  which  now  has  the  matter  under  cosideration. 

NONCOMPETITIVE  STENOGRAPHER  AND  TYPIST 

'  EXAMINATIONS  TO  ACQUIRE  PROMOTION  STATUS 

As  a  part  of  the  new  Department  program  of  filling  vacancies  in  the 
Washington  office  through  reassignment  or  promotion  of  employees  wherever 
possible,  the  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  noncompetitive  exam- 
inations for  stenographer  and  typist  given  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  permit  persons  to  acquire  such  status  for  consideration  in  connection 
with  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  these  positions. 

These  examinations  are  held  quarterly  and  applications  (Civil  Service 
Form  372)  must  be  filed  with  the  Personnel  Section  of  the  Bureau  by 
not  later  than  the  20th  day  of  March,  June,  September,  and  December.  These 
quarterly  noncompetitive  examinations  are  open  to  all  classified  employees 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  v/ho  have  completed  their  probationary  period.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  permit  only  two  successive 
opportunities  for  employees  to  qualify  in  these  quarterly  noncompetitive 
examinations . 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  also  holds,  as  the  occasion  requires,  non- 
competitive examinations  for  other  types  of  positions  in  cases  where  persons 
are  recommended  for  change  in  status  requiring  a  different  examination  than 
that  in  which  they  have  already  qualified.  These  examinations  are  not  held 
at  designated  intervals,  but  are  conducted  whenever  a  case  is  submitted  to 
the  Commission  requiring  such  action. 

In  connection  with  the  new  policy  of  promotion  from  within  the  organi- 
zation in  the  filling  of  vacancies,  as  stated  above,  it  is  urged  that  all 
employees  fit  themselves  for  advancement  to  higher  grade  assignments  by  taking 
educational  courses  or  business  college  work  in  the  field  of  activity  in  which 
they  are  especially  interested.  Those  employees  interested  in  business  col- 
lege work  will  find  ample  opportunities  in  local  evening  schools.  For  more 
advanced  work  and  college  training  there  are  a  number  of  local  colleges  and 
universities  offering  opportunities  to  obtain  a  full  college  degree  through 
evening  courses.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  Graduate  School  offers  a  large 
number  of  courses  of  college  grade  which  are  open  to  employees  in  the  Federal 
Service  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
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It  will  be  the  policy  of  this  Bureau,  the  Business  Manager  advises, 
not  to  request  more  than  two  opportunities  for  an  employee  to  pass  a  noncom- 
petitive examination.  Even  this  will  result  in  delays  of  as  much  as  a  month 
or  more  in  filling  positions.  Employees  should  bear  this  in  mind  and  assure 
themselves  of  their  qualifications  to  pass  noncompetitive  examinations  by 
taking  necessary  school  work  in  advance  if  they  are  not  already  fitted  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  examination  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  position 
to  which  they  seek  advancement. 

SAFETY  PROGRAM  INAUGURATED 

THROUGH  NEW  DIVISION  OF  SAFETY 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  face  that  the  Department 
has  recently  inaugurated  a  safety  policy  through  the  establishment  of  a 
Division  of  Safety  in  the  Office  of  Personnel.  The  new  Division  of  Safety, 
headed  by  Charles  M.  Fergusson,  is  developing  a  plan  for  recording  acciden- 
tal injuries  to  employees,  which  is  expected  to  yield  information  of  great 
value  in  determining  the  major  causes  of  accidents  and  in  reducing  accident 
frequency. 

Successful  accident  prevention  by  an  employer  in  behalf  of  his  em- 
ployees requires  a  satisfactory  system  of  reporting  accidential  injuries. 
The  specific  uses  of  such  records  are: 

a.  To  disclose  the  divisions,  occupations,  and  individuals  with  the 
worst  injury  records. 

b.  To  show  the  types  of  injuries  that  occur  most  frequently. 

c.  To  permit  accurate  judgments  on  the  most  frequent  accident 
causes,  and  to  form  the  basis  for  constructive  efforts  to  re- 
move these  causes  or  to  reduce  the  attendant  hazards. 

d.  To  permit  comparisons  with  previous  periods,  thus  shov/ing  whether 
the  accident  record  is  becoming  better  or  worse. 

e.  To  help  secure  the  cooperation  and  interest  of  supervisors  and 
employees  in  safety. 

f.  To  judge  the  general  effectiveness  of  the  safety  program  by 
comparison  with  other  establishments. 

g.  To  enable  the  safety  engineer  and  the  executive  to  carry  out  an 
accident  prevention  program  without  wasted  effort. 

To  permit  the  above  uses  of  accident  data,  a  written  record  should 
be  kept  of  the  causes,   circumstances,   and  consequences  of  each  accident; 
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these  reports  should  be  periodically  summarized  and  interpreted  so  that 
injury  rates  can  be  compared  with  rates  in  other  similar  organizations.  It 
is  not  enough  to  record  the  facts  on  each  individual  accident.  Unless  these 
facts  are  summarized  and  significant  comparisons  made,  the  real  value  of 
keeping  records  is  missed  and  the  time  and  money  spent  are  largely  wasted. 

The  Standard  Industrial  Injury  Reporting  System  is  designed  to  in- 
clude all  accidental  injuries  to  employees  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course 
of  employment.  Every  injury  requiring  first-aid  treatment  is  reportable. 
Total  injuries  are  divided  into  two  groups:  Disabling  and  nondisabling. 
Only  disabling  injuries  are  used  in  computing  injury  frequency  and  severity 
rates,  v/hich  are  the  bases  for  comparisons  with  other  organizations  and  be- 
tween departments.  The  principal  reason  for  this  is  that,  if  rate  compari- 
sons v/ere  based  on  all  injuries,  regardless  of  their  severity,  employees 
might  be  discouraged  from  reporting  minor  cuts  and  bruises,  in  some  cases 
would  resort  to  unsupervised  self-treatment,  and  thus  increase  the  danger 
from  infection.  Details  of  reports  to  be  used  by  all  divisions  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  will  be  furnished  soon. 

A  careful  record  must  be  kept  of  nondisabling  injuries,  however,  be- 
cause it  is  often  only  a  matter  of  chance  that  they  were  not  more  serious; 
and  the  attendant  circumstances  are  frequently  similar  to  those  resulting 
in  major  injuries.  An  analysis  of  the  circumstances  of  these  minor  acci- 
dents, therefore,  may  be  exceedingly  valuable  in  discovering  accident 
causes  and  correcting  them,  A  large  number  of  nondisabling  injuries 
must  always  be  viewed  with  concern  because,  sooner  or  later,  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  them  are  likely  to  produce  serious  results.  Further- 
more, the  employee  is  being  paid  while  receiving  treatment  for  minor  in- 
juries and  the  organization  desires  to  know  the  cost  of  such  treatments.  It 
is  desirable  also  to  record  first-aid  injuries  because  they  may  develop 
later  into  serious  cases  and,  sometimes,  false  claims  for  compensation. 

Near_Accidents  and  Unsafe  Practices.  Except  for  records  kept  in 
first-aid  or  emergency  rooms  by  nurses,  and  vehicular  accidents  and  damage 
claims,  the  system  recommended  does  not  include  the  reporting  of  near 
accidents  or  unsafe  practices.  While  such  reports  may  be  exceedingly 
valuable  in  discovering  and  correcting  conditions  that  might  otherwise 
result  in  serious  injuries,  they  are  not  part  of  the  present  routine  record- 
ing system,  which  is  designed  only  to  record  and  analyze  the  disabling  in- 
juries and  deaths.     These   .however,  must  be  discussed  by  safety  committees. 

Vehicle, Accidents .  Some  of  the  injuries  "arising  out  of  and  in  the 
course  of  employment,"  and  thus  reportable  under  the  system  here  described. 
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result  from  accidents  occurring  off  the  property  of  the  employer.  Most 
numerous  of  these  are  vehicular  accidents  on  streets  and  highv/ays.  These 
vehicular  accidents  in  which  no  employee  is  injured  are  of  equal  importance 
with  employee  injuries,  of  course,  in  the  sense  that  in  nearly  every  accident 
involving  a  Government  vehicle,  a  Government  employee  is  also  involved. 
Also,  the  cost  of  accidents  involving  nonemployees  is  likely  to  be  relatively 
high. 

The  mere  listing  of  so  many  disabling  injuries  over  a  given  period 
means  very  little  unless  the  hours  of  exposure  to  accident  are  considered 
and  the  accident  frequency  calculated.  Likewise,  the  frequency  shown  for 
a  given  period  might  indicate  a  good  accident  record,  yet  an  analysis  of 
the  severity  of  the  reported  injuries  might  show  permanent  and  partial 
permanent  injuries,  amputations,  etc.,  and  show  that  the  seemingly  good 
record  was  in  reality  very  bad. 

In  order  that  the  statistics  compiled  from  the  accident  reports 
may  be  of  the  greatest  value,  the  accuracy  of  the  reports  must  be  beyond 
question.  Checks  and  cross  checks  must  be  used  to  insure  accuracy.  In- 
juries must  be  charged  against  the  month  in  which  they  happened  to  facili- 
tate a  correct  analysis  of  the  causes  and,  therefore,  remedies. 

Uses  of  Accident  Records.  Obviously,  there  is  no  sharp  dividing 
line  between  the  keeping  of  accident  records  and  the  use  of  such  records. 
In  many  respects  the  collection  and  use  of  records  are  closely  woven  to- 
gether. If  v/e  place  ourselves  in  the  position  of  the  safety  engineer,  how- 
ever, we  can  consider  the  accident  records  job  one  of  collection  as  the  re- 
ports come  in  to  our  office  and  are  compiled  and  analyzed;  and  we  can  clas- 
sify under  Use  of  Records  all  safety  activities  based  on  such  records. 

The  safety  engineer  attempts  to  prevent  accidents  by  recommending 
to  all  interested  parties  certain  procedures  which  he  believes  will  elimi- 
nate accident  causes.      These   recommendations  are  not  likely  to  be  sound 
nor  to  stand  the  test  of  time  unless  they  are  based  on  adequate  records. 
The  process  followed  is  something  like  this:

The  foremen,  superintendents,  and  other  supervisors  are  the  keystone 
employees  of  the  organization  for  safety,  and  if  thoroughly  sold  on  safety, 
can  practically  eliminate  accidents.  The  supervisor  is  primarily  interested 
of  course,  in  his  own  section  or  unit.  He  should  be  kept  informed  as  to 
the  number,  type,  and  seriousness  of  injuries  that  have  occurred  to  employees 
under  his  supervision  and  their  experience  over  different  periods  of  time. 
This  information  is  quickly  available  if  the  Analysis  and  Summary  forms  are 
kept  on  a  departmental  basis. 

Definite  instructions  v/ill  soon  be  issued  for  the  reporting  of  acci- 
dents to  the  Bureau  Administrative  Office;  and  when  these  instructions  have 
been  prepared  they  will  be  communicated  to  the  divisions  and  field  offices 
by  administrative  memorandum.

HERE  AND  THERE 

Mr.  Kitchen  and  Harold  J.  Clay  took  part  in  the  program  of  the  Inter- 
national Beekeepers'  Conference,  held  at  the  7ifashington  Hotel,  October  25- 
27.  Mr.  Kitchen  spoke,  October  26,  on  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  as  they 
relate  to  the  bee  and  honey  industry.  Mr.  Clay's  subject  was  "Honey  Distri- 
bution from  a  National  Standpoint."  One  of  the  outstanding  things  at  the  con- 
ference was  a  collection  of  honeys  of  foreign  production  from  about  50  dif- 
ferent countries,  totaling  hundreds  of  samples  of  honey.  This  was  the  finest 
collection  of  honey  from  foreign  countries  ever  brought  together.  The  De- 
partment of  State  aided  in  its  collection.  Mr.  Clay  was  instrumental  in 
getting  together  some  unusual  honeys  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States 
that  were  placed  with  the  exhibit.  There  was  a  demonstration  df  live  bees  at 
the  Zero  Milestone  on  the  Ellipse  by  a  group  of  girls  from  Norristown,  Pa. , 
who  are  working  on  a  WPA  project.  The  girls  came  to  Washington  especially 
to  put  on  this  demonstration.  A  beekeeper  from  New  Jersey  demonstrated  what 
he  called  "stingless"  bees  as  a  part  of  the  program  of  the  meeting,  and  E. 
R.  Root  of  Medina,  Ohio,  also  participated  in  the  live  bee  demonstration. 

Mr.  Kitchen  also  was  on  the  program  of  the  Forty-first  annual  confer- 
ence of  the  Association  of  Dairy  Food  and  Drug  Officials  of  the  United  States, 
when  they  met  at  the  Raleigh  on  October  27.  He  spoke  on  "Proposed  U.  S. 
Standards  of  Grades  for  Dairy  Products." 

Dr.  Lewis  C.  Gray,  Assistant  Chief  in  charge  of  Land  Utilization, 
will  address  the  agricultural  session  of    the  Thirteenth  Annual  New  England 
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Conference  at  Boston,  Mass.,  November  19,  on  the  forces  affecting  future  de- 
velopment of  agriculture  in  New  England. 

Dr.  Frederick  V.  7/augh,  in  charge,  Division  of  Marketing  Research, 
met  with  directors  of  the  Nev/  England  Experiment  Stations  in  New  York  City 
on  October  25  and  26  to  discuss  the  work  of  the  Nev/  England  Research  Council 
on  Marketing  and  Food  Supply.

In  October,  C.  F.  Clayton,  in  charge.  Division  of  Project  Organiza- 
tion, discussed  methodologies  employed  in  early  local  and  regional  land 
utilization  studies  before  the  seminar  in  land-use  planning  and  control  at 
Harvard  University.  Mr.  Clayton  was  formerly  in  charge  of  these  studies  in 
the  Division  of  Land  Economics.  During  the  year  the  Graduate  School  of 
Public  Administration  of  the  University  plans  to  analyze  the  land-use  planning 
activities  and  approaches  of  the  various  national  and  State  agencies  as  to 
their  objectives,  methods,  conceptions,  and  the  like. 

Dr.  Carl  C.  Taylor,  in  charge.  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural 
Life,  v/ill  present  two  addresses  at  the  National  Catholic  Rural  Life  Con- 
ference in  Richmond,  Va. ,  November  9,  one  entitled  "The  Restoration  or  Re- 
construction of  Rural  Culture"  and  the  other,  "Rural  Social  Trends,"  On 
November  15  he  v/ill  address  the  Older  Rural  Youth  Conference,  which  will  meet 
in  Washington,  on  "Rural  Social  Trends." 

L.  D.  Mallory,  assistant  agricultural  attache  in  the  Paris  office, 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  has  re-urned  to  the  United  States  on  official 
leave.

While  in  this  country  he 
will  visit  points  in  Oregon,  California,  and  Missouri  in  connection  with 
his  work  in  the  Berlin  office  relating  to  grain.

He  will  take  part  in  the  discussion  of  questions 
and  interchange  of  ideas  regarding  trade  agreements,  and  our  international 
trade  in  agricultural  products. 

B.  C.  Boree,  in  charge  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  market  news  service, 
returned  to  Washington  October  30  after  an  absence  in  the  field  of  nearly  a 
month.  Mr.  Boree  visited  all  the  offices  west  of  Chicago  and  St.  Louis.  He 
arranged  for  the  installation  in  most  of  the  offices  of  a  special  sealing 
device  which  will  dispense  with  envelopes  in  mailing  reports.  This  sealing 
device  was  developed  several  years  ago  in  Atlanta  and  has  had  a  thorough  trial 
in  that  office.  Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  very  adaptable  to  this  phase 
of  the  Bureau's  work,  not  only  saving  the  cost  of  envelopes  but  considerable 
mechanical  work. 

Charles  A.  Burmeister,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  addressed 
the  meeting  of  the  Institute  of  American  Meat  Packers  held  at  Chicago,  Octo- 
ber 25,  on  "Outlook  for  Supplies  for  Livestock." 

Guy  S.  Meloy,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  has  just  completed  a  trip 
to  Tennessee  and  Arkansas.  At  Memphis,  Tenn.,  he  consulted  with  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  market  news  service  office  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  the 
work;  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  he  conferred  with  officials  of  the  State  in 
regard  to  the  grading  of  cottonseed.

WILSON  AND  KNAPP  MEMORIAL  ARCHES 

TO  BE  DEDICATED  IN  AUDITORIUM 


The  Wilson  and  Knapp  Memorial  Arches  will  be  dedicated  and  the  Memorial 
Tablets  to  these  men  will  be  presented  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the 
Auditorium  of  the  Department  at  2:15  p.m.,  November  17.  Attendance  will  be  by 
formal  invitation.  This  program  is  a  part  of  the  75th  anniversary  celebration 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Land  Grant  Colleges. 

The  aims  and  accomplishments  of  these  early  leaders  of  the  Department, 
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which  have  inspired  this  tribute  to  their  memory,  are  indicated  briefly  in 
the  notes  of  the  program  for  this  occasion,  which  read: 

"Secretary  Wilson  said  that  he  was  striving  to  'build  a  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  the  man  with  overalls.'  He  worked  for  a  great  national  or- 
ganization based  on  research  and  experiment  that  would  make  science  the  hand- 
maid of  the  farmer's  common  sense." 

"Dr.  Knapp's  educational  philosophy  was  'What  a  roan  hears  he  may  doubt; 
what  he  sees  he  may  also  doubt;  but  what  he  does  he  cannot  doubt.'  Through 
the  demonstration  work  in  the  Southern  States  he  laid  the  foundation  of  a 
national  extension  service  and  thus  made  possible  the  realization  of  Secretary 
Wilson's  ideals." 

FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  INSPECTION  SERVICE 
HANDLING  UNUSUAL  VOLUME  OF  WORK 

The  inspection  service  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  reports 
an  unusual  volume  of  work  at  the  present  time,  largely  as  a  result  of  the 
special  service  which  its  inspectors  are  rendering  to  various  AAA  marketing 
activities.  Most  important  among  these  are  the  new  potato  marketing  agreements 
in  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Wyoming,  Colorado, 
and  Idaho.  All  potatoes  shipped  from  these  States  must  be  inspected  to  de- 
termine whether  they  meet  the  minimum  requirements  established  by  the  market- 
ing agreements.  This  has  required  the  training  of  many  extra  inspectors  and 
much  additional  supervisory  work. 

The  inspectors  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  are  also  certifying 
the  quality  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  purchased  by  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation.  In  addition  to  certifying  the  quality  of  these  products, 
the  inspectors  also  check  the  weights  and  loading  and  certify  compliance  with 
these  requirements  of  purchase  orders. 

The  recently  established  program  of  diversion  of  potatoes  to  livestock 
feed  will  also  require  additional  inspection  in  order  to  determine  whether  the 
minimum  quality  of  such  potatoes  meets  the  requirements  of  diversion  orders. 

The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  is  also  supervising  the  inspection  of 
peanuts  on  which  a  diversion  subsidy  for  oil  purposes  is  being  paid  by  the 
Government.  This  program  is  particularly  active  at  the  present  time  in  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Florida,  North  Carolina,  and  Virginia.  Subsidies  on  pecans  for  export 
shipment  are  based  on  certification  by  fruit  and  vegetables  inspectors  at  vari- 
ous markets  in  pecan  producing  territory  and  in  large  distribution  markets, 
such  as  New  York,  St.  Louis,  New  Orleans,  etc.  In  the  West  the  Federal-State 
inspection  service  in  California  is  certifying  the  quality  of  prunes  on  which 
loans  are  being  made  by  the  Federal  Government.

SECRETARY  WALLACE  BELIEVES  SOME  OF  WORL D^S 
MOST  POWERFUL  BOOKS  YET  TO  BE  WRITTEN 


"The  stage  is  now  being  set  for  some  of  the  most  powerful  books  which 
the  world  has  yet  seen,"  Secretary  Wallace  said  in  New  York  City,  November  4, 
speaking  at  a  preview  of  the  second  National  Book  Fair.  The  book  fair,  is  be- 
ing sponsored  by  the  New  York  Times  jointly  with  110  book  publishers. 

Among  the  significant  statements  made  by  the  Secretary  on  the  occasion  of 
the  preview  were: 

"The  stage  is  now  being  set  for  some  of  the  most  powerful  books  which 
the  world  has  yet  seen,"  he  said.  "Humanity  everwhere  is  hungry  both  for  a 
new  freedom,  and  a  new  discipline.  The  books  which  played  their  part  in  produc- 
ing modern  capitalism,  facism,  and  communism  do  not  have  in  them  sufficient 
food  for  the  human  soul.  Humanity  is  infinitely  more  decent  than  the  infamous 
acts  of  the  last  twenty-five  years  would  indicate.  Modern  science  and  modern 
technology  both  .  .  .  tell  the  need  of  integrating,  synthesizing,  and  co- 
ordinating knowledge  on  a  higher  plane.  Such  integration  is  necessary  to  pre- 
vent modern  civilization  from  committing  suicide. 

"The  truly  significant  books  of  the  immediate  future  in  both  the  econ- 
omic and  scientific  fields  will  deal  with  co-ordination  and  synthesis.  Ef- 
forts will  be  made  to  co-ordinate  science  with  economics,  government  and 
philosophy.  More  and  more  humanity  is  feeling  disappointment  in  the  destruc- 
tive and  unbalanced  efforts  of  analytical  science  and  laissez  faire  economics. 
More  and  more  humanity  senses  the  need  for  co-ordination  of  our  vast  detailed 
knowledge  in  application  to  the  economic,  physical,  and  spiritual  life  of  the 
individual  and  the  Nation."

While  the  greater  part  of  our  personnel  is  engaged  in  office  and  related 
activities,  it  is  felt  that  some  of  the  Bureau's  workers,  such  as  inspectors  and 
graders,  grain  supervisors,  and  warehouse  examiners,  could  well  afford  to  in- 
terest themselves  in  these  first  aid  classes,  for  their  duties  are  hazardous  in 
nature,  and  employees  trained  in  standard  first  aid  methods  might  render  defi- 
nite and  valuable  assistance  to  their  fellow  workers  who  may  suffer  injuries 
through  accident  in  line  of  duty. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  the  American  Red  Cross  has  advised  that 
Dr.  William  A.  Castles  will  hold  instructors'  courses  for  training  advanced 
students  of  first  aid  at  the  following  places  on  the  dates  mentioned: 

Omaha,  Nebraska,  November  22  -  December  4,  1937, 
Douglas  County  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross; 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  December  6  -  December  18,  1937, 
Polk  County  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross.

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INVENTORY  REPORTS  FOR  CALENDAR 
YEAR~1957  ARE  SUSPENDED 

The  Bureau  is  now  in  the  course  of  rewriting  its  entire  property  records 
in  order  to  bring  them  in  line  with  the  policy  recently  adopted  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  tying  the  property  records  in  with  the  accounting  records.  The  new 
system  will  involve  the  assignment  of  a  property  number  to  each  piece  of  non- 
expendable equipment.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  take  4  to  6  months  to  com- 
plete the  work.  During  this  time,  it  will  be  impracticable  to  audit  any  in- 
ventory reports,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  the  various  Washington  and  field  of- 
fices will  not  be  required  to  submit  an  inventory  report  for  either  nonexpend- 
able or  semiexpendable  property  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1937. 

Under  the  new  system,  it  is  proposed  to  eliminate  all  personal  charges 
of  nonexpendable  and  semiexpendable  property.  All  such  property  will  be  charged 
directly  to  the  head  clerks  or  section  leaders  of  the  divisions  and  sections, 
respectively,  in  Washington,  and  to  the  representatives  in  charge  of  field  of- 
fices. The  divisions  and  sections  are  now  being  called  upon  to  complete  in- 
voices covering  the  transfer  of  any  equipment  charged  to  the  personal  account 
of  an  employee  to  the  head  clerk,  section  leader,  or  field  representative,  as 
the  case  may  be.  When  the  rewriting  of  the  entire  system  has  been  completed, 
each  accountable  officer  will  be  furnished  with  a  duplicate  card  for  each  piece 
of  nonexpendable  property  charged  to  his  account.  He  v/ill  also  be  furnished 
with  the  property  number  labels  which  are  to  be  affixed  to  each  piece  of  non- 
expendable property.  Detailed  instructions  concerning  the  matter  will  be 
issued  at  that  time.  The  accountable  officer  then  will  be  required  to  make 
a  complete  inventory  report  of  the  nonexpendable  and  semiexpendable  property, 
which  will  be  in  lieu  of  the  regular  report  suspended  for  the  calendar  year 
1937.

by  L.  S.  Dodson.  In  order  that  administrators  might  be  supplied  with  needed 
information  concerning  the  problems  and  conditions  with  which  its  program  is 
concerned,  the  Resettlement  Administration  (absorbed  September  1  by  the  Farm 
Security  Administration)  with  the  cooperation  of  this  Bureau  conducted  a  number 
of  research  investigations.  This  is  the  third  in  a  series  of  18  reports  on 
these  researches.  Others  will  be  made  available  to  administrators  of  programs 
for  the  welfare  of  rural  people  as  rapidly  as  they  are  completed.

The  National  Seed  Council  of  North  America  considers 
seed  problems  relating  to  the  various  Federal  bureaus  of  this  Department  and  of 
the  State  Colleges  and  State  Departments  of  Agriculture.  Mr.  Wheeler  is  the 
Bureau's  representative  on  this  Council. 

Robert  J.  Cheatham,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  read  a  paper  on  "New 
Industrial  Uses  for  Cotton"  at  a  meeting  of  the  Oklahoma  Farm  Chemurgic  Coun- 
cil in  Oklahoma  City,  Okla.,  November  10. 

E.  J.  Rowell  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  and  Raymond  V. 
Rivera  of  the  Photographic  Section  of  that  division,  left  Washington  November 
14,  for  a  field  trip,  to  obtain  photographs  to  replenish  the  Bureau's  meager 
files  of  useful  photographs  of  farm  and  marketing  operations.  Mr.  Rowell  will 
accompany  Mr.  Rivera  to  New  York  and  Boston,  to  supervise  the  taking  of  those 
photographs  relating  to  marketing  and  market  news  work.  While  in  New  York  City 
Mr.  Rivera  will  receive  the  direction  of  Philip  Rothrock,  of  the  local  office 
of  the  Grain  Division,  in  connection  with  those  photographs  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Grain  Division.  Mr.  Rivera  will  also  visit  Buffalo,  Chicago, 
Minneapolis,  Duluth,  Bloomington  (111.),  and  elsewhere  in  these  States  as  may 
be  necessary. 

A  vacation  seems  to  have  restored  P.  K.  Norris  of  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  to  his  customary  tranquil  state  of  mind,  which  was  temporarily 
disturbed  follov/ing  his  own  and  Mrs.  Norris 's  experience  in  Shanghai  late  last 
summer.  Mr.  Norris  is  now  back  at  work  in  the  Washington  office,  awaiting  the 
return  of  the  notes  he  gathered  during  his  18  months'  study  of  cotton  in  India 
made  just  preceding  his  trip  to  China.  He  became  separated  from  these  papers 
during  his  hurried  departure  from  the  latter  country. 

Everett  E.  Edwards,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research, 
will  preside  at  one  of  the  sessions  and  join  in  discussions  at  the  third  annual 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Historical  Association,  to  be  held  at  Durham  and  Chapel 
Hill,  N.  C,  November  18-20.

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The  International  Livestock  Exposition  will  be  held  in  Chicago  from 
November  27  to  December  4.  A  large  number  of  the  staff  of  the  Livestock,  Meat, 
and  Wool  Division  will  participate  again  this  year.  B.  F.  McCarthy,  Meade  T. 
Foster,  and  James  W.  Christie  will  act  as  judges  of  the  livestock,  m.eats,  and 
wool  class  entries.  L.  B.  Burk,  A.  T.  Edinger,  and  Mr.  McCarthy  will  conduct 
the  students'  meat  judging  constests  for  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board.

William  C.  Crow.  Division  of  Marketing  Research,  left  Kansas  City  on 
November  5  to  assist  city  officials,  members  of  the  produce  trade,  and  the 
engineering  committee  of  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  in  drawing  up  detailed  plans 
for  a  new  wholesale  fruit  and  vegetable  market  to  serve  the  Kansas  city  area.

The  session  on  the  18th  will  be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  State  adver- 
tising taxes  and  their  expenditure  and  to  the  more  conspicuous  influences  of 
industry  advertising,  especially  on  raw  farm  products.  Mr.  Kitchen  has  ac- 
cepted an  invitation  to  preside  at  this  session. 

Frank  George,  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  will  report  the 
meeting,  as  he  has  done  for  the  past  several  years. 

The  detailed  program  for  the  meeting  has  not  yet  been  printed. 

CITRUS  FRUIT  INDUSTRY  OF  EGYPT 

AND  PALESTINE  TO  BE  STUDIED 

Dr.  N.  W.  Hazen  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  while  on  leave  from 
the  Bureau  in  Egypt,  will  be  assigned  to  make  a  study  of  the  citrus  fruit  industry 
in  that  country  during  the  second  half  of  December  and  the  early  part  of  January. 
After  completing  this  assignment,  he  will  proceed  to  Palestine  to  make  a  survey 
of  the  citrus  fruit  industry  there. 

Dr.  Hazen  is  a  native  of  Egypt.  He  was  graduated  in  1926  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Paris,  France.  In  1930  he  received  his  Masters  degree  in  agricultural 
economics  from  Louisiana  State  University,  and  he  completed  his  graduate  work 
in  May  1934  when  he  received  his  Ph.  D.  in  agricultural  economics  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.     He  has  been  connected  with  the  Bureau  since  June  1934. 

Dr.  Hazen  will  sail  from  New  York  on  December  4  and  is  expected  to  report 
back  in  Washington  the  first  week  of  March. 

MR.  MARQUIS  COMPLETES  HIS 

MISSION  IN  UNITED  STATES 

J.  Clyde  Marquis,  American  delegate  to  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture,  sailed  for  Europe  November  23.  He  had  completed  his  conferences  v/ith 
the  Department  regarding  the  Institute,  the  preliminary  program  for  the  General 
Assembly  to  occur  in  May  1938,  and  many  other  questions  concerning  the  Insti- 
tute's new  activities.  Mr.  Marquis  wishes  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff 
with  whom  he  conferred  for  their  hearty  cooperation  and  great  interest  in  the  work. 

The  plans  for  the  next  General  Assembly  involve  a  proposal  for  a  survey 
of  world  agricultural  resources  which  would  be  a  project  covering  several  years' 
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work.  The  preliminary  suggestion  for  this  project  v/ill  be  presented  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Institute  in  Rome  which  opens  December  13,  and  will  be  discussed  in  detail 
at  the  General  Assembly  in  May.  This  plan  will  involve  the  cooperation  of  the 
Department  bureaus  on  soil,  agricultural  climatology,  plant  ecology,  statistics  of 
production,  trade,  and  consumption,  and  a  survey  of  world  population.  The  chiefs 
of  these  several  bureaus  have  all  expressed  their  interest  and  desire  to  cooperate 
with  the  Institute. 

BUREAU'S  GRADING  CERTIFICATE 
STEPS  UP  SALE  OF  TURKEYS 

Two  weeks  before  Thanksgiving  spent  in  New  York  City  for  the  purpose 
of  checking  on  turkey  grading  done  by  licensed  turkey  graders  at  country  ship- 
ping points  gave  Thomas  VV.  Heitz  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products 
some  interesting  evidence  of  the  good  influence  of  the  Bureau's  certificate  of 
grade  on  those  who  buy  turkeys. 

Mr.  Heitz  found  that  on  the  strength  of  the  grading  certificate  issued 
with  each  car,  most  of  the  cars  of  Government  graded  turkeys  were  sold  before 
they  arrived  in  New  York  City.  The  Thanksgiving  market  opened  v/ith  toms  selling 
at  28  cents  and  hens  at  29  cents  a  pound,  respectively,  he  reports.  The  price 
advanced  a  cent  the  week  before  Thanksgiving  when  buying  actually  started.  On 
Monday  morning,  November  22,  the  market  experienced  a  very  rapid  decline  because 
available  supplies  seemed  too  great  for  the  demand.  Turkeys  that  had  not  already 
been  sold  brought  from  1  to  5  cents  per  pound  less  than  previously.  On  Tuesday 
the  market  declined  still  further  and  many  of  the  better  packs  and  Texas  turkeys 
sold  from  4  to  5  cents  less  than  a  few  days  earlier. 

Mr.  Heitz  points  out  that  buyers  have  confidence  in  turkeys  that  have 
been  Government  graded  and  take  them  readily.  On  the  other  hand,  buyers  of  turkeys 
that  have  not  been  Government  graded  and  of  which  they  are  not  sure  what  the 
grade  will  be,  wait  until  the  car  arrives  so  they  can  inspect  the  turkeys  before 
buying.  In  the  latter  case  the  sales  agency  has  no  opportunity  to  take  advantage 
of  the  higher  markets. 

F.  AND  V.  MARKET  NEWS  REPORTS  TO  BE 
SIMPLIFIED  FOR  PRODUCING  AREAS 

The  fruit  and  vegetable  market  news  service  is  making  a  change  in  its 
market  reports  for  distribution  in  producing  areas,  v/ith  a  view  to  simplifying 
these  reports  for  growers  and  shippers.  In  busy  shipping  districts  the  principal 
information  needed,  it  is  believed,  is  a  brief  statement  on  the  market,  giving 
the  prevailing  range  for  the  principal  varieties  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  De- 
tails,   if  needed,    can  be  obtained  at  a  later  date  by  mall   from  city  offices. 

The  reports  will  be  confined  to  price  quotations  on  stock  of  generally 
good  quality  and  condition  of  the  principal  varieties,  and  the  principal  grades, 
from  the  principal  producing  States  or  sections.  This  will  mean  the  elimination 
from  the  reports  of  price  information  on  poor  or  extra  fine  quality  stock  and 
unimportant  varieties. 

The  present  detailed  reports  of  prices  and  conditions  in  the  city  markets 
will  be  continued  in  each  local  city  daily  report. 
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WORK  ON  LAND  USE  PROGRAM 

STARTS  IN  THE  GREAT  PLAINS 

Active  field  work  has  been  started  on  the  establishment  of  land  use  pro- 
jects under  Title  III  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act  which  authorized 
a  program  of  land  use  and  land  conservation  including  the  acquisition  and  develop- 
ment of  submarginal  lands.  Secretary  Wallace  announced  November  24. 

Simultaneously  the  establishment  of  two  regional  offices  to  carry  out 
the  land  use  program  under  the  Bankhead-Jones  Act  also  v/as  announced  by  Doctor 
Black.  The  northern  Great  Plains  region,  which  includes  the  States  of  Montana, 
Wyoming,  North  and  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  part  of  Colorado,  has  been  placed 
under  the  direction  of  Rex  E.  Willard,  who  was  until  recently  in  charge  of  land 
use  planning  field  activities  under  the  Resettlement  Administration.  Headquarters 
for  the  northern  region  are  being  established  in  Denver,  Colorado. 

In  the  southern  Great  Plains  James  C.  Foster,  formerly  head  of  the  Re- 
settlement Administration's  land  use  planning  staff  in  that  area,  has  been  made 
regional  director,  with  headquarters  at  Amarillo,  Tex.  The  exact  boundaries  of 
the  territory  included  in  this  area  have  not  been  definitely  determined,  but  the 
region  will   cover  parts  of  Colorado,    Kansas,    Oklahoma,    New  Mexico,    and  Texas. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1938,  emphasis  in  the  land  use 
program  will  be  placed  upon  the  Great  Plains  region  where  recent  droughts  and 
dust   storms   have   made   land  depletion   and   human  poverty  particularly  serious. 

Representatives  of  the  Bureau  are  now  investigating  the  possibilities  of 
developing  land  use  projects  in  three  areas:  Slope  County,  North  Dakota;  Perkins 
and  Corson  Counties,  South  Dakota;  and  in  adjoining  counties  of  Colorado,  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  and  New  Mexico.  Similar  field  work  will  be  initiated  shortly  in  all 
other  States  of  the  Great  Plains  region. 

Final  decision  as  to  the  location  of  land  use  projects  will  depend  upon 
the  findings  of  these  field  surveys.  Of  particular  importance  will  be  the  willing- 
ness of  land  owners  to  sell  their  land  at  its  appraised  value. 

Land  use  projects,  which  the  Department  is  developing  under  the  authority 
recently  granted  by  Congress,  will  involve  the  purchase  and  development  of  lands 
that  are  submarginal  and  not  primarily  suited  to  cultivation,  coupled  with  other 
methods  of  land  use  improvement  employed  primarily  by  States  and  local  com- 
munities . 

OUTLOOK  REPORT  MAKES 
NEW  TIME  RECORD 

The  Farm  Outlook  for  1938  came  promptly  from  the  press  as  Miscellaneous 
Publication  298.  It  follows  the  form  used  last  year,  in  that  it  is  brief,  popular 
in  presentation,  and  illustrated  with  pictorial  charts.  An  edition  of  300,000 
is  being  made  available  to  extension  workers  and  farmers. 

Bulk  distribution  to  the  States  was  made  the  first  of  this  week.  This 
mailing  schedule  was  a  month  ahead  of  that  of  last  year.

Dr.  Black,   in  issuing  Statistical  Memorandum  No.   10  in   this  connection, 

stated: 

"The  collection  of  a  large  part  of  these  data  is  already  handled  through 
various  field  offices  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Service.  The  problems  involved  in 
making  current  estimates  of  manufactured  production  are  closely  associated  with 
the  problems  of  the  regular  crop  and  livestock  estimating  service.  It  is  believed 
that  with  the  establishment  of  the  Marketing  Statistics  Section  for  the  purpose 
of  gathering  data  pertaining  to  trade  output  and  manufacturing  statistics  that 
better  service  can  be  rendered  by  consolidation  of  this  v/ork  under  one  adminis- 
trative head. 

"The  statistics  of  manufactured  dairy  and  poultry  products  are  extremely  im- 
portant and  should  be  developed  further.  Under  the  present  arrangement  for  their 
collection  it  is  placing  an  undue  burden  upon  the  market  nevv's  function  of  the 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products.  By  relieving  the  market  news  project  of 
the  responsibility  for  these  estimates  of  production  it  is  believed  that  this 
service  can  develop  the  market  reporting  work  unhampered  by  the  necessity  for 
carrying  on  this  series  of  reports.  Furthermore,  it  is  believed  that  the  field 
statisticians  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Service  can  render  valuable  assistance  in 
collecting  the  manufacturing  statistics  and  that  this  series  of  economic  data  can 
be  improved  and  expanded."

Dr.  Black  attended  The  Farm  Mortgage  Conference  of  Life  Insurance  Companies 
in  New  York  City,  November  30,  and  spoke  on  "The  Agricultural  Outlook."

Raymond  G.  Bressler,  Jr.,  and  Donald  0.  Hammerberg  have  been  appointed 
to  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Marketing  Research.  Their  headquarters  are  in 
Boston,.  Mass.,  v/here  they  will  work  on  the  New  England-wide  study  of  the  marketing 
of  dairy  products.  This  program,  includes  a  num.ber  of  studies  by  the  experiment 
stations  and  other  research  agencies  in  New  England.  These  studies  are  being 
coordinated  through  the  New  England  Research  Council  on  Marketing  and  Food  Supply. 

Mr.  Bressler,  who  v/as  formerly  attached  to  the  Program  Planning  Division 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  v/ill  devote  his  entire  time  to 
the  milk  marketing  project  and  other  projects  of  the  Council.  Mr.  Hammerberg 
will  spend  about  a  day  a  week  supervising  the  milk  project  a.nd  will  continue 
his  teaching  and  research  at  Connecticut  State  College. 

December  6  marks  the  last  v/orking  day  of  George  B.  Fiske  in  the  Bureau. 
The  actual  date  on  which  he  will  reach  the  eligible  age  of  retirement  is  next 
February  1,  but  he  will  take  an  accumulated  leave  of  more  than  60  days  which  will 
carry  him  to  that  date. 

Mr.  Fiske  entered  the  Bureau  in  November  1917.  Kis  previous  experience 
in  applied  agriculture  and  as  an  agricultural  writer  well  fitted  him  for  his 
work  in  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  of  preparing  and  editing  for  release 
to  farm  papers  and  newspapers,  fruit  and  vegetable  m.arket  reviews  and  timely  sum- 
maries of  marketing  and  shipping  information.  Later,  in  June  1930,  after  these 
reports  had  been  developed  to  include  information  on  livestock,  grains,  and  dairy 
products,  Mr.  Fiske  was  transferred  to  the  Division  of  Economic  Information.  When 
he  leaves  that  staff,  his  mental  and  physical  vigor  indicate  that  he  will  have  a 
continuing  active  life.  Mr.  Fiske  has  stated  that  among  his  numerous  plans  for 
work  are  those  for  carrying  on  some  agricultural  writing. 
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An  inspection  conference,  called  by  F.  G.  Robb,  in  charge  of  regulatory 
work  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  v/ill  be  held  in  the  Washington  office 
December  2  and  3.  It  will  be  attended  by  the  district  supervisors  from  Chicago 
and  New  York,  E.  E.  Conklin  and  W.  C.  Hackleman,  and  the  traveling  field  supervisor 
from  those  offices,  D.  C.  Beeler  and  G.  R.  Blount,  respectively.  Various  in- 
spection problems  v/ill  be  discussed. 

John  L.  Stev/art  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  and  Preston  Richards 
of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  are  in  Ottawa,  Canada,  at- 
tending the  Official  Canadian  Outlook  Conference,  which  is  meeting  from  November 
29  to  December  1.

STUDENTS  DISPLAY  KNOWLEDGE  OF  OFFICIAL  GRAIN 
GRADES  AT  INTERCOLLEGIATE  CROP  CONTESTS 

Members  of  the  Grain  Division's  Board     of  Grain  Supervisors  at  Chicago,  j^ij 
111.,  and  Portland,  Oreg.,  participated  importantly  in  the  conduct  of  the  annual  ■! 
Intercollegiate  Crops  Contests,  held  at  Chicago,  November  26  and  27,  in  conjunction  ! 
with  the  International  Grain  and  Hay  Show,  and  at  Portland,  Oreg.,  October  6  and  i 
7,   in  conjunction  with  the  Pacific  International  Livestock  Exposition.  Student 
teams  were   entered  at   the   contest   held   at   Chicago    from    nine    colleges-  Texas 
A.  &  M,,  Texas  Technological,  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  ,  Kansas  State,  Iowa  State,  Michigan 
State,  North  Carolina  State,    Pennsylvania  State,    Virginia   Polytechnic,    and  the 
Universities  of  Nebraska  and  Minnesota;  and  at  Portland  from  the  Montana,  Utah,  and 
Idaho  colleges.    The  team  from  the  University  of  Nebraska  took  first  place  at  the 
Chicago  contest  and  the  team  from  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  took  first 
place  at  the  Portland  contest. 

The  judging  of  grain  samples  for  grade  according  to  the  specifications 
of  the  United  States  grain  standards  is  a  major  item  in  these  intercollegiate  i 
crops   contests.      During   the  year  members   of   the   Grain  Division  assisted  the 
college  instructors  in  organizing  and  conducting  grain-grading  instructional  work^i 
for  the  benefit  of  the  student  teams;   they  prepared  the  samples  of  grain  for  i 
the  contests,  and  acted  as  judges  at  the  contests. 

These  annual  grain-judging  contests  function  importantly  in  the  dissemina- 
tion through  the  State  agricultural  colleges  of  information  pertaining  to  the 
inspection  of  grain  under  the  official  grain  standards  and  of  information  with  ^ 
respect   to   farm  management  and  grain-handling  practices   that  will   improve  the  ■ 
quality  of  market  grain. 

A  letter  addressed  to  the  Grain  Division  by  the  secretary  of  the  coaches' 
committee  for  the  Intercollegiate  Crops  Contest  held  at  Chicago  states  in  part: 
"These  contests  are  a  great  stimulus  in  our  teaching  work,  and  the  preparation 
by  the  students  is  in  itself  thorough  training  in  both  subject  matter  and  conduct." 
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PUBLIC  SEES  COTTON  FIBER  AND  SPINNING  RESEARCH 
FIRST  TIME  AT  TEXAS  A .  &  M .  COLLEGE 

"Open  House"  is  being  observed  today,  December  15,  at  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  of  Texas,  College  Station,  Texas,  to  afford  leading  cotton 
breeders,  cotton  spinners,  and  cotton  merchants,  as  well  as  representatives  of 
the  Experiment  Stations,  of  the  Extension  Service,  of  vocational  agricultural  edu- 
cation, and  of  the  agricultural  press,  opportunity  to  inspect  the  new  laboratories 
and  to  inform  themselves  of  the  progress  in  the  cotton  fiber  and  spinning  studies. 
The  work  was  begun  there  2  years  ago  and  is  cooperative  between  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  the  Texas  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  and  the  Texas  Engineering  Experiment  Station. 

The  project  nov/  has  spinning,  yarn,  and  fiber  laboratories  fully  equipped 
with  testing  machines  and  for  atmospheric  control  and  in  operation  by  a  staff  of 
11  persons.  The  first  major  investigation  refers  to  the  so-called  Regional  Va- 
riety study  being  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  in  cooperation  with 
the  principal  cotton  producing  States.  Extensive  fiber  tests  and  agronomic 
determinations  are  being  made  in  connection  with  16  pure  varieties  grown  from  the 
same  seed  stocks  at  14  different  locations  across  the  Cotton  Belt  during  the  crop 
years  of  1935,  1936,  and  1937,  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  relative  merits  of 
the  varieties  selected  and  the  effects  of  soil,  climate,  and  season. 

Approximately  250  samples  from  each  of  the  three  crop  years  are  being 
manufactured  into  yarns  and  cords  at  the  new  experimental  spinning  laboratory  at 
Texas.  A  considerable  proportion  of  the  samples  for  the  first  year  has  been  spun 
and  analyses  of  these  results  are  in  advanced  stages.  Some  of  the  findings  and 
relationships  possess  especial  interest  and  promise  and  sufficient  results  have 
been  obtained  to  justify  the  calling  of  this  meeting,  the  first  to  which  the  public 
has  been  invited. 

Attending  the  meeting  from  this  Bureau  are:  Carl  H.  Robinson,  in  charge 
of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  Malcolm  E.  Campbell,  leader  of  the  spinning 
project,  and  Roland  L.  Lee,  Jr.,  in  charge  of  the  fiber  and  spinning  laboratories 
at  Texas.  Dr.  Henry  W.  Barre  of  the  cooperating  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  is 
giving  a  paper,  and  several  persons  representing  the  Texas  College  and  Experi- 
ment Stations  are  also  taking  part  in  the  program.

CROP  ESTIMATES  COMPLETING 

YEAR_'S.  FINAL  CROP.  REPORT 

The   Division   of   Crop   and   Livestock   Estimates    is   working   against   time  ' 
to  get  out  the  regular  December  report  which  is  the  final  one  for  the  year  covering 
the  1937  crop.     It  contains  the  annual  acreage  and  production  report,  covering 
for  acreage  45  crops  and  for  production  64. 

An  innovation  this  year  is  that  farm  cash  income  for  the  calendar  years 
1936  and  1937  will  be  shown  along  with  the  production  figures.     Formerly  crop  . 
value  figures  were  published  v/ith  the  December  report.  V 

State  field  offices  have  been  authorized  to  issue  crop  value  figures  for 
their  States  where  there  is  a  special  demand  for  them. 

On  December  31,  the  preliminary  estimate  of  the  acreage  of  winter  wheat 
and  rye  for  harvest  in  1938  will  be  released.  This  will  be  accompanied  by  the 
preliminary  forecast  of  winter  wheat  production  in  1938. 

On  the  23rd,  the  semi-annual  pig  report  will  be  released.

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4700  INDIAN  CATTLE 

GRADED  FOR  AUCTION 

James  K,  Wallace  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  returned 
to  Washington  December  6  after  being  in  the  West  for  100  days  on  cattle  grading 
work.  A  third  of  this  time  he  v/as " engaged,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  in  grading  the  cattle  of  American 
Indians  for  auction  sale,  and  in  showing  them  why  such  grading  will  bring  better 
prices . 

Mr.  Wallace  worked  with  the  following  western  tribes  at  their  reservations, 
grading  a  total  of  4,700  head  of  cattle  for  auction  sale:  The  Acomas  and  Lagunas, 
in  New  Mexico;  the  Shoshones  and  Arapahoes,  in  Wyoming;  the  Uintahs  and  Uncom- 
pahgres,  in  Utah;  the  Bannocks,  in  Idaho;  the  Western  Shoshones,  Utes,  Paiutes, 
Warm  Springs,  and  Walker  River  Indians,  in  Nevada;  the  Yakimas,  Colvilles,  Oka- 
nogans,  Umatillas,  and  Nez  Perces,  in  Washington;  and  the  Cheyennes,  Crows,  and 
Blackfeet,  in  Montana. 

Mr.  Wallace  reports  that  because  of  the  Indian's  familiarity  with  the 
pictograph  method,  a  racial  heritage,  he  is  able  to  grasp  these  cattle  demonstrations 
very  much  more  readily  than  he  could  comprehend  a  discussion  of  the  cattle  grades. 

At  all  these  meetings,  groups  of  squaws  furnished  the  meals  for  those 
attending  the  auctions.  They  prepared  everything  but  the  barbecued  meat,  which 
the  Indian  Livestock  Association  furnished.  The  meals  consisted  of  stews,  season- 
al vegetables,  corn  pone,  pies  made  of  seasonal  fruits,  and  coffee. 

This  was  the  first  time  since  the  late  1920 's  that  Mr.  Wallace  has  done 
such  work  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  Mr.  Collier,  head  of  the  Bureau 
of  Indian  Affairs,  has  asked  for  Mr.  Wallace's  services  again  next  summer,  and  for 
a  much  longer  period. 

Mr.  Wallace  also  spent  about  2  months  on  his  usual  cooperative  work  of 
grading  cattle  for  the  Extension  Service.     He  gave  demonstrations  in  12  States. 

ONE  PLACE  WHERE  MARKET 

REPORTS  ARE  NOT  USEFUL 

There  is  one  place  where  market  reports  are  not  useful,  B.  C.  Boree, 
in  charge  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  market  news  service,  learned  recently  — 
namely,  in  jail.  Reports  sent  to  a  correspondent  in  New  Hampshire,  reached  the 
addressee  all  right,  but  in  this  connection  Mr.  Boree  received  the  following  letter 
from  the  jailer  at  the  County  Farm:

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GRAIN-GRADING  SCHOOL 

AT  SIOUX  CITY,  IOWA 

A  grain-grading  school  held  at  Sioux  City  on  December  5  was  attended 
by  150  country  shippers  from  South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  Nebraska. 
The  school  was  a  cooperative  venture  in  which  the  Sioux  City  Grain  Exchange 
Inspection  Department,  the  Omaha  Grain  Inspection  Department,  Federal  grain 
supervisors,  and  the  lov/a  State  and  the  Federal  Extension  officials  co- 
operated. 

Samples  of  barley  and  corn  were  graded,  with  especial  attention 
to  the  malting  barley  standards.  The  loading  of  cars  and  the  market  premiums 
for  high-grade  grain  were  discussed. 

This  grain-grading  school  preceded  a  district  meeting  of  the  Western 
Grain  and  Feed  Dealers'  Association  which  was  held  in  the  evening.  The 
speakers  on  this  program  included  S.  W.  Wilder,  former  president  of  the 
Grain  and  Feed  Dealers'  National  Association,  R.  B.  Bowden,  secretary  of  the 
Association,  Don  Cunningham,  secretary  of  the  Sioux  City  Livestock  Exchange, 
and  I.  W.  Arthur,  extension  specialist  of  Iowa  State  College.

Several  market  nev/s  field  offices  provide  market  reports  to  more 
than  one  radio  station,  but  so  far  as  is  known  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
Wool  Division  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  is  the  only  one  to  have  the  microphones 
of  two  radio  stations.  Warren  Smeby,  the  local  representative,  is  thus  able 
to  get  the  market  news  to  the  farmers  both  earlier  and  more  effectively  than 
if  he  had  to  send  it  to  the  radio  stations  to  be  read  by  announcers.  The 
broadcasts  over  KTAT  in  Fort  Worth  are  at  8:45  a.m.  and  12:45  p.m.  and  those 
of  WBAP  at  10:15  a.m.  and  1:35  p.m.
